The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
4>/  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  that  tract  of  land  begin- 
ning on  the  east  side  of  Thirty-fourth  street,  at  a  point  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  (225)  feet  seven  and  one-quarter  (7|) 
inches  south  of  the  south  line  of  Locust  street ;  thence  south- 
■Tvardly  along  the  east  line  of  Thirty-fourth  street  one  hundred 
and  fifty  (150)  feet,  more  or  less,  to  its  intersection  with  the 
north  side  of  Spruce  street ;  thence  eastwardly  along  the  said 
north  line  of  Spruce  street  one  hundred  and  ninety  (190)  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  its  intersection  with  the  west  line  of  Thirty- 
third  street;  thence  northeastwardly  along  the  west  line  of 
Thirty-third  street  fifteen  (15)  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a  point 
on  the  said  west  line  of  Thirty-third  street,  four  hundred  and

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
and  twenty  (720)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated to  Item  1.  For  salaries  of  six  meter-provers  to  make 
their  salaries  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  each,  the  same  as  last 
year,  instead  of  seven  hundred  and  eighty  (780)  dollars  each, 
in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Gas)  for  the  year  1893.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  million  five  hun- 
dred thousand  (8,500,000)  dollars  for  extensions  and  im- 
provements of  a  permanent  character  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  (at  such  times  and  in  such  pro- 
portion as  in  his  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the  City  de- 
mand) to  borrow  from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders  at  not  less 
than  par,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a 
sum  or  sums  which  in  the  aggregate  shall  not  exceed  three 
million  five  hundred  thousand  (3,500,000)  dollars  for  the  pur- 
pose set  forth  in  the  second  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  money  raised  by  the  loan  or  loans  author- 
ized by  the  first  section  of  this  bill  shall  be  expended  as  fol- 
lows: For  extending  the  buildings,  constructing  boilers,  build- 
ing and  erecting  three  (3)  twenty  million  gallon  pumping  en- 
gines, including  connection  at  Spring  Garden  Pumping 
Station  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  five  thousand  (405,000) 
dollars.  For  extending  buildings  and  for  a  new  pumping 
main  at  the  Lardners  Point  Pumping  station  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  and  seventy  thousand  (370,000)  dollars.  For  new 
buildings  and  the  construction  of  a  new  conduit,  to  establish 
a  new  pumping  station  for  the  Queen  Lane  Reservoir  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  (225,000)  dollars. 
For  the  construction  of  main  sewers  the  sum  of  one  million 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (1,250,000)  dollars,  of  which 
sum  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars  shall 
be  expended  upon  the  Aramingo  Canal  system.  For  repaving 
with  improved  pavements,  streets  not  occupied  by  Passenger 
Railways  the  sum  of  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand (1,250,000)  dollars,  of  which  sum  four  hundred  thousand 
(400,000)  dollars  shall  be  expended  upon  tramway  streets  and 
streets  of  twenty  (20)  feet  or  less  in  width  from  curb  to  curb. 
The  item  for  repaving  of  streets  to  include  the  entire  cost  of 
all  kinds  of  municipal  work  made  necessary  by  reason  of  the 
repaving. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  the  said  loans  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  (4)  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  half 
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yearly  on  the  first  day  of  the  months  of  January  and  July  at 
the  office  of  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  divided  into  twenty  (20) 
series  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  (175,000) 
dollars  each,  alphabetically  arranged,  and  each  series  shall  be 
paid  annually  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  at  said  office 
until  the  Avhole  loan  shall  be  paid,  commencing  with  series 
"A,"  which  shall  be  paid  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December, 
1903.  The  certificates  of  said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form 
in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require  in  sums  of  one 
hundred  (100)  dollars  and  its  multiple;  and  it  shall  be  ex- 
pressed in  said  certificates  that  the  loan  therein  mentioned 
and  the  interest  thereof  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States  and  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance  there  shall  be  thereafter  annually  appropriated 
out  of  the  income  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  from  the 
money  raised  by  taxation  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  said  loans  and  after  the  loan  shall  become  payable  there 
shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  princi- 
pal the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  (175,- 
000)  dollars  until  the  whole  principal  shall  have  been  paid.

The 
following  streets  with  sheet  asphaltum,  with  broken  stone 
base  and  binder ;  Thirty-fourth  street,  from  Huntingdon  to 
Harold  street ;  Huntingdon  street,  from  Ridge  avenue  to 
Thirty-fourth  street ;  the  cost  of  said  paving  shall  not  exceed 
eleven  thousand  (11,000)  dollars.     The  conditions  of  which 
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contract  shall  be,  that  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  col- 
lect the  cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of  property 
respectively  fronting  on  said  streets,  and  shall  also  enter  into 
an  obligation  to  the  City  to  keep  said  streets  in  good  repair 
for  three  years  after  the  paving  is  finished ;  Provided,  Said 
streets  shall  be  first  dedicated  or  property  opened,  and  that 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  first  adver- 
tise for  proposals  for  paving  said  streets  and  award  the  con- 
tract to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  that  the  owners  of  property 
fronting  on  said  streets  shall  not  be  charged  more  than  the 
contract  price.

AN  ORDINANCE. 

Granting  to  the  Wissahickon  Electric  Passenger  Railway 
Company  permission  to  lay  tracks  and  to  use  electric  motors 
to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires  and  to  erect  and  main- 
tain poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
vision of  its  charter  granted  under  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  and  government  of  street  railway  com- 
panies in  this  Commonwealth"  approved  May  14,  1889,  per- 
mission is  hereby  granted  to  the  Wissahickon  Electric  Passen- 
ger Railway  Company  to  lay  single  or  double  tracks  with  the 
necessary  sidings,  turnouts  and  switches  in  the  Twenty-first 
Ward  as  follows  :  Beginning  at  Rochelle  avenue  and  the  Nor- 
ristown  branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad, 
thence  northeast  on  the  said  Rochelle  avenue  to  Manayunk 
avenue,  thence  northwest  on  Manayunk  avenue  to 
Leverington  avenue,  thence  southeast  on  Manayunk 
avenue  to  Green  lane,  thence  southwest  on  Green  lane 
to  Wood  street,  thence  southeast  on  Wood  street  to  Gay  street, 
thence  southwest  on  Gay  street  to  Cresson  street,  thence 
southeast  on  Cresson  street  to  Levering  street,  thence  north- 
east on  Levering  street  to  Lyceum  avenue,  thence  northeast 
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on  Lyceum  avenue  to  Manayunk  avenue,  thence  southeast  on 
Manayunk  avenue  to  Rochelle  avenue,  thence  southwest  on 
Rochelle  avenue  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sect.  2.  That  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Wissa- 
hickon  Electric  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  use  electric 
motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks,  as  the 
same  are  authorized  to  be  laid  in  section  1  of  this  ordinance. 
Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires  supported  by 
iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which  said  company 
is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to  be  placed  opposite 
each  other  -vithin  the  curb  lines  and  connected  with  street  wires, 
or  at  the  option  of  the  company,  to  be  erected  in  the  middle 
of  the  streets,  with  a  double  bracket  thereon,  suspending  the 
overhead  construction.  Provided^  That  in  the  construction  and 
operation  of  the  system  of  wires  and  poles  herein  authorized, 
the  same  shall  be  so  constructed  and  operated  as  not  to  inter- 
fere with  the  construction  and  operation  of  any  elevated  rail- 
road heretofore  or  hereafter  authorized  by  Councils.  The 
erection  and  construction  of  the  same  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  to  proceed  with 
the  work  of  constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  author- 
ized by  this  ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  Mayor  (who  is  hereby  authorized 
to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which  agreement 
shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall 
among  other  things  provide  that  the  privileges  herein  author- 
ized or  granted  shall  not  be  leased,  sold  or  in*  any  way  trans- 
ferred to  or  be  operated  by  any  other  company  or  corporation  ; 
that  the  said  company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in 
good  order  at  all  times,  repair  and  repave  with  such  pavements 
as  Councils  may  by  ordinance  direct,  whether  paved,  macada- 
mized or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads,  traversed 
by  its  lines  of  railways,  or  by  its  trolley  system  :  that  the  said 
company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  passed  relating  to  the  government, 
control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind 
within  the  City  ;  that  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  its 
roadbed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system  all  kinds  and  character  of 
materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations, 
designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way  at  all  times  to  the 
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approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Work  s 
and  Public  Safety,  and  the  said  company  shall  under  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
repave  in  a  good,  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  with 
blocks  satisfactory  to  the  said  Department,  all  the  streets  to 
be  occupied  by  it  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  not  already  re- 
paved  Avith  Belgian  blocks  or  other  improved  pavement  at  the 
time  the  trolley  system  is  being  constructed  therein.  Said 
pavements  shall  be  done  from  curb  to  curb,  for  such  length  of 
each  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley  wires, 
Said  paving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  said  streets  as 
soon  as  the  construction  of  said  poles  and  trolley  wires  shall  be 
commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  to  completion  with 
all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the 
City  may  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the 
said  company.  Said  company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the 
overhead  trolley  system  and  substitute  therefor  an  under- 
ground or  storage  battery  system  whenever  directed  to  do  so 
by  ordinance  of  Councils.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for 
a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed 
five  cents  per  passenger.  That  the  railway  or  trolley  system 
herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  not  to  inter- 
fere with  the  building  or  erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated 
railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein 
named.  That  the  Avork  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  sys- 
tem shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  ope- 
ration over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  3^ ear 
thereafter ;  and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  furnish 
and  execute  a  bynd  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor 
and  Avith  security  approved  by  the  Mayor  in  the  sum  of  tAven- 
ty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful 
execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
this  ordinance,  and  the  agreement  or  contract  herein  author- 
ized, Avhich  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the  money  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury,  if  said  railway  company  shall  default 
in  its  agreement.  The  sum  of  fifty  dollars  to  be  first  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  by  the  said  company  to  pay  for  the 
printing  of  this  ordinance.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Fairhill  Railroad  Company  to  construct  its 
railroad  across  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Oounoils  of  the  Oity 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Fairhall  Railroad  Com- 
pany be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  extend  its  tracks  on  and 
over  its  own  property,  southward  between  Ormes  and  Rose- 
hill  streets,  from  a  point  at  or  near  the  east  side  of  Ormes 
street  and  the  Connecting  Railroad  to  the  south  side  of  Cam- 
bria street;  and  to  cross  Avith  its  line  any  and  all  the  streets 
between  the  points  above  named,  with  all  the  suitable  and 
necessary  turnouts  into  and  upon  the  warehouses  and  manufac- 
tories, that  may  be  located  or  hereafter  may  be  located,  along 
said  line,  when  such  turnouts  are  requested  by  the  owners  of 
said  warehouses  or  manufactories,  so  that  the  business 
interests  along  the  said  line  shall  have  full  benefit  of  receiving 
from  and  delivering  traflBc  to  the  said  road.  That  authority 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  given  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  on  Plans  Nos.  18  and 
158,  and  the  grades  of  Venango,  Tioga,  Westmoreland  and 
Ontario  streets  and  Allegheny  avenue,  to  avoid  crossings  at 
grade  with  the  tracks  of  the  said  railroad,  and  said  railroad 
will  be  at  the  expense  of  such  revision  and  at  their  own  cost 
will  construct  the  bridges  over  or  under  the  railroad  when 
said  streets  are  opened  for  public  use  :  Provided,  The  said 
railroad  company  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Mayor  of 
the  City,  that  at  any  time  in  the  future,  upon  the  passage  of 
an  Ordinance  directing  a  change  of  the  grade  of  their  road  to 
avoid  grade  crossings  at  Clearfield  street  and  Indiana  avenue, 
the  said  railroad  company  will  comply  with  the  conditions  of 
the  Ordinance  without  expense  to  the  city  ;  Provided  further. 
That  the  work  hereby  authorized  shall  be  done  under  the 
supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Fairhill  Railroad  Company,  wherever  it 
shall  cross  or  occupy  any  now  open  public  streets  shall  keep 
that  portion  thereof  occupied  by  its  tracks  in  good  order  and 
condition  at  all  times  ;  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia harmless,  so  far  as  the  said  city  may  be  liable  therefor, 
from  any  responsibility  or  liability  that  may  grow  out  of  the 
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Construction  or  jase  of  the  said  railroad  tracks  over,  upon,  or 
under  the  streets  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  No  trains  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  shall  be 
run  over  said  railroad  tracks  while  grade  crossings  exist,  and 
until  the  grade  crossings  that  may  be  there  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  road  are  abolished,  watchmen  and  safety-gates  shall  be 
maintained  thereat,  by,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  railroad 
company. 

Sec.  4.  Before  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect,  the  said 
railroad  company  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of 
fifty  (50)  dollars  to  pay  for  the  printing  of  the  same.

To  authorize  the  paving  of  Thirty-first,  Tulpehocken,  Heiskell, 
Hancock,  Adeline,  Forty-ninth,  Onyx,  William,  Irving, 
Palethorp,  Tasker,  Cumberland,  Franklin  and  Morrell 
streets  and  Kershaw  avenue. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Oommon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  competent  paver  or 
pavers  for  the  paving  of  Thirty-first  street,  from  Dacota  to 
Herman  street,  with  best  quality  vitrified  paving  bricks,  with 
concrete  base.  The  following  streets  with  best  quality  vitrified 
paving  bricks,  with  Germantown  sand  foundation,  viz.  :  Tulpe- 
hocken street,  from  Belfield  avenue  to  Musgrove  street ;  Han- 
cock street,  from  Mill  to  Armat  street ;  Heiskell  street,  from 
Hancock  to  Armat  street.  The  following  streets  with  best 
quality  vitrified  paving  bricks,  viz. :  Adeline  street,  from  Forty- 
seventh  to  Forty-eighth  street ;  Forty-ninth  street,  from 
Greenway  avenue  to  the  Baltimore  Central  Division  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad ;  Onyx  street,  from  Kirkbride  to 
Jenks  street,  without  a  sewer  being  first  constructed  in  said 
street ;  William  street,  from  Church  to  Ash  street,  without  a 
sewer  being  first  constructed  in  said  street ;  Irving  street,  from 


Thompson  to  Howell  street,  witliout  a  sewer  being  first  con- 
structed in  said  street ;  the  unpaved  portion  of  Palethorp 
street,  between  Somerset  and  Cambria  streets.  The  following 
streets  with  granite,  Pennsylvania  or  Lambertville  blocks, 
with  gravel  joints,  viz.  :  Tasker  street  from  Point  Breeze

The  conditions  of  which  contract 
shall  be,  that  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  collect  the 
cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of  property  respectively 
fronting  on  said  streets,  and  shall  also  enter  into  an  obligation 
to  the  City  to  keep  said  streets  in  good  repair  tor  three  years 
after  the  paving  is  finished  ;  Provided,  Said  streets  shall  be 
first  dedicated  or  properly  opened,  and  that  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  first  advertise  for  proposals 
for  paving  said  streets  and  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest 
bidder,  and  that  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said  streets 
shall  not  be  charged  more  than  the  contract  price.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  opening  of  Clielten,  Lincoln,  Sedgley,  Glen- 
wood  and  Allegheny  avenues,  Viola,  Morris,  Nineteenth, 
Thirty-first,  Twenty-fifth,  Thirtieth,  Norris  and  Bristol 
streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  notify  the  owners  of  property  over  and  through 
which  the  following  streets  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of 
three  months  from  the  date  of  said  notice  said  streets  will  be 
required  for  public  use,  viz. :  Lincoln  avenue,  from  Johnson 
to  Carpenter  street ;  Chelton  avenue,  from  Tenth  to  Twelfth 
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street ;  Viola  street,  from  Belmont  avenue  to  a  point  about 
two  hundred  and  thirty  feet  east ;  Morris  street,  from  Twenty- 
first  street  to  Point  Breeze  avenue ;  Sedgley  avenue,  from 
Lamb  Tavern  road  to  Seventeenth  street ;  Nineteenth  street, 
from  Somerset  street  to  Lehigh  avenue  ;  Glenwood  avenue, 
from  Jefferson  to  Oxford  street ;  Thirty-firsr  street,  from 
Jefferson  to  Oxford  street ;  Twenty-fifth  street,  from  Carpen- 
ter street  to  Washington  avenue ;  Thirtieth  street,  from  Ridge 
avenue  to  Norris  street ;  Norris  street,  from  Twenty-ninth  to 
Thirtieth  street;  Bristol^  street,  from  Eighteenth  street  to  Ger- 
mantown  avenue  ;  Allegheny  avenue,  from  Second  street  to 
Germantown  avenue. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may  be  as- 
sessed by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said  streets  ;  upon  the 
filing  of  said  bonds,  and  at  the  expiration  of  said  three 
months,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  forthwith  proceed  to  open  said  streets.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  running  of  omnibuses  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  providing  for  licensing  the  same. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadeljjhia  do  ordain,  That  any  person,  firm,  or  corpor- 
ation desiring  to  run  an  omnibus  or  omnibuses  on  or  upon  any 
of  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  first  day  of  April  in  the  year  1893,  and  each 
and  every  year  thereafter,  make  application  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways,  which  said 
application  shall  contain  the  name  or  names  and  residences 
of  the  said  person  or  persons  who  compose  the  firm,  or,  if  a 
corporation,  the  corporate  name  with  the  names  of  the  ojffieers 
of  the  same  and  their  residences,  the  number  of  vehicles,  the 
route  or  routes  over  which  they  are  to  run,  the  number  of 
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liorses  required  to  draw  such  vehicle,  the  weight  of  each 
vehicle,  the  number  of  seats  inside  and  on  top  respectively  of 
each  vehicle,  tlie  location  of  its  stable  and  coach  houses,  and 
such  other  information  as  the  Department  may  require ;  and 
shall  likewise  file  with  said  application  a  receipt  or  receipts  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  for  the  amounts  hereinafter  provided  to 
be  paid  for  licenses.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  application,  cer- 
tificate, and  receipt,  the  said  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Bureau  of  Highways,  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  April,  issue 
licenses  in  the  manner  and  under  the  conditions  hereinafter 
named. 

Sect.  2.  All  licenses  shall  be  for  one  year  from  the  first 
day  of  April  in  each  year,  and  no  license  shall  issue  except 
that  it  expire  on  the  first  day  of  April  next  ensuing,  nor  shall 
it  be  charged  at  a  less  sum  than  charged  for  a  full  year. 

Sect.  3.  Any  corporation  applying  for  a  license  shall  state 
the  number  of  passengers  to  be  carried  in  each  omnibus,  and 
the  carrying  of  a  greater  number  shall  subject  the  corporation 
to  a  penalty  of  ten  (10)  dollars,  and  the  said  penalty  when 
recovered  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  City  for  the 
use  of  said  City. 

Sect.  4.  Before  any  such  license  shall  issue,  the  person, 
firm,  or  corporation  applying  for  the  same  shall  pay  to  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  use 
of  said  city  for  each  license  for  which  they  have  applied,  as 
follows : 

If  the  weight  of  the  vehicle,  together  with  the  number  of 
passengers  carried,  calculated  at  one  hundred  and  twenty 
(120)  pounds  each,  shall  not  exceed  four  thousand  pounds, 
the  sum  of  seventy-five  (75)  dollars.  If  the  weight  of  the 
vehicle,  together  with  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  cal- 
culated at  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  pounds  each,  shall 
exceed  four  thousand  (4,000)  pounds  and  shall  not  exceed  five 
thousand  five  hundred  (5,500)  pounds,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars.  If  the  weight  of  the  vehicle,  together  with  the 
number  of  passengers  carried,  calculated  at  one  hundred  and 
twenty  (120)  pounds  each,  shall  exceed  five  thousand  five 
hundred  (5,500)  pounds  and  shall  not  exceed  seven  thousand 
(7,000)  pounds,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  dollars. 
If  the  weight  of  the  vehicle,  together  with  the  number  of  j^as- 
sengers   carried,  calculated  at  one  hundred   and  twenty  (120) 
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pounds  each,  shall  exceed  seven  thousand  (7,000)  pounds,  the 
sum  of"  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  ;  and  no  license  shall  issue 
for  any  omnibus  the  weight  of -which  shall,  when  loaded,  ex- 
ceed eleven  thousand  (11,000)  pounds:  Provided,  Iiotvever, 
That  omnibuses  hereafter  licensed  shall  be  so  built  that  the 
front  axle  shall  be  shorter  than  the  rear  twice  the  width  of 
the  tire  prescribed  for  such  vehicles:  A7id  provided,  further, 
that  all  omnibuses  now  licensed  shall  be  altered  to  conform  to 
the  above  regulation  of  axles  within  six  months  from  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways, 
shall  not  issue  any  license  until  the  Receiver  Of  Taxes  is  paid 
the  full  amount  required  in  each  of  the  above  cases.  The  body 
of  every  license  shall  be  printed  in  red  letters,  and  shall  con- 
tain in  large  black  letters,  stamped  so  that  it  can  be  easily 
read,  the  amount  paid  for  it ;  the  weight  of  the  vehicle  loaded, 
the  number  of  passengers  it  is  licensed  to  carry,  and  the  num- 
ber of  the  vehicles  licensed  ;  and  the  said  license  shall  be  con- 
spicuously displayed  in  the  omnibus  for  which  it  was  issued. 
The  proper  oflficer  designated  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  Bureau  of  Highways,  is  hereby  empowered  to  test  the 
weight  of  any  omnibus  at  any  one  time  during  the  year  for 
which  it  may  be  licensed,  and  may  order  it  on  the  scale  of 
any  sworn  weigher  whose  scale  may  be  located  within  two 
miles  of  the  depot,  yard,  or  stable  of  the  person,  firm,  or  cor- 
poration controlling  saiu  omnibus,  or,  if  no  sworn  weigher 
shall  be  located  within  two  miles,  then  to  the  one  located 
nearest  to  said  depot,  yard,  or  stable ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  person,  firm,  or  corporation  to  convey,  or  cause  to 
be  conveyed,  the  said  omnibus  to  such  scale,  and  to  pay  the 
fee  of  said  weigher,  not  to  exceed  one  (1)  dollar  in  each  case. 
The  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  power  to  test 
the  weight  of  any  vehicle  more  than  one  time  during  the 
license  year,  and  do  so  at  the  expense  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. Failure  to  comply  with  any  provision  of  this  section, 
and  any  false  information  as  to  weight  or  other  matter  con- 
tained in  the  application  for  license,  shall  subject  the  person, 
firm,  or  corporation  making  the  same  to  a  penalty  of  one  thou- 
sand (1,000)  dollars  in  each  and  every  case,  which  said  pen- 
alty when  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  for  the  use  of  said  city. 
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Sect.  5.  New  lines  of  omnibuses  projected  and  intended  to 
be  started  at  any  time  after  the  commencement  of  any  license 
year  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and 
shall  pay  the  full  amount  provided  herein  for  a  full  year,  and 
the  license  issued  shall  only  be  for  the  term  remaining  before 
the  expiration  of  the  current  license  year;  Provided,  That  the 
ten  (10)  days  before  the  1st  of  April,  1893,  and  each  and 
every  year  thereafter  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  be  construed  to  mean  ten  (10)  days  before  the 
date  for  which  said  license  is  desired.  It  is  intended  by  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  to  make  all  licenses  for  omnibus 
lines  to  commence  on  the  1st  of  April  of  each  year. 

Sect.  6.  Any  omnibus  running  on  streets  paved  with  as- 
phaltum  on  any  portion  of  its  route  shall  be  provided  with  flat 
tires  of  width  as  follows  :  For  omnibuses  weighing  loaded  four 
thousand  (4,000)  pounds  and  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
(5,000)  pounds,  two  and  one-half  {2^)  inch  ;  for  omnibuses 
weighing  loaded  five  thousand  (5,000)  pounds  and  not  exceed- 
ing six  thousand  (6,000)  pounds,  three  inch  ;  for  omnibuses 
weighing  loaded  six  thousand  (6,000)  pounds  and  not  exceed- 
ing seven  thousand  (7,000)  pounds,  three  and  one-half  inch  ; 
and  for  omnibuses  weighing  loaded  seven  thousand  (7,000) 
pounds  and  upward,  four  inch.  Violation  of  this  provision 
shall  subject  the  oifending  person,  firm,  or  corporation  to  a 
fine  or  penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offense,  to  bo  collected  and  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the 
use  of  said  city.  And  this  section  shall  take  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  April,  1893. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor,  upon 
evidence  of  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
filed  with  him  either  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  or 
by  any  citizen  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  sue  and  prose- 
cute before  any  magistrate  or  court  of  justice  having  the  lawful 
jurisdiction,  and  to  collect,  recover,  and  receive  the  penalty 
for  such  violation  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  like  amount 
are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

Sect.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  except  Section  6, 
shall  only  apply  to  such  amnibuses  as  shall  be  regularly  and 
continuously  run  upon  the  streets  of  the  City  for  conveyance 
of  passengers  The  fee  for  all  other  classes  of  vehicles  shall 
remain  as  now  fixed  by  law. 
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Sect.  9.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Wishart  streets,  and  on  Allegheny,  Frankford  and  Lehigh 
avenues. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  the  following 
sewers,  viz.  :  Biddle  street,  from  Twenty-third  to  Twenty- 
fourth  streets  ;  Buckley  street,  fi'om  Fifth  to  Sixth  streets  ; 
Canby  street,  from  Twelfth  to  Thirteenth  streets ;  Church 
street,  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Paul  street ;  Crown  street, 
from  Vine  street  southward  about  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  feet ;  Eighth  street,  from  Thompson  street  southward  to 
summit ;  Fourth  street,  from  Spruce  street  to  north  of  Landis 
street ;  Fifty-first  street,  from  Florence  avenue  to  Baltimore 
avenue,  and  on  Baltimore  avenue,  from  Fifty-first  to  Whitby 
avenue,  and  on  Whitby  avenue  from  Baltimore  avenue  to 
Fifty-second  street,  and  on  Fifty-second  street,  from  Whitby 
avenue  to  Hadfield  street,  and  on  Hadfield  street,  from 
Fifty-second  street  to  the  culvert  under  the  West  Ches- 
ter and  Philadelphia  Railroad;  Ford  street,  from  Lom- 
bard to  Pine  streets ;  Kettlewell  street,  from  Kensington 
avenue  to  Jasper  street ;  Leithgow  street,  from  Berks 
street  to  Manor  street,  and  on  Manor  street,  from  Leith- 
gow street  to  Montgomery  street ;  Mercy  street,  from 
Moyamensing  avenue  to  Second  street ;  Mulberry  street, 
from  Oxford  street  to  Meadow    street,  and   on    Pear   street, 
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from  N.  "W.  of  Tackawanna  street  to  Mulberry  street ;  NeiF 
street,  from  Belgrade  street  to  the  Delaware  river ;  Park 
street,  from  Twenty-second  to  Twenty-third  street ;  Second 
street  from  the  Connecting  Railway  to  creek  south  of  Luzerne 
street ;  Sellers  street,  from  Wingohocking  street  to  Frank- 
ford  avenue  ;  Twenty-ninth  street,  from  York  to  Cumberland 
streets;  Vienna  street,  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Cedar 
street,  and  on  Cedar  street,  from  Vienna  to  Norris  street ; 
Westmoreland  street,  from  Kensington  avenue  to  Jasper 
street ;  Wishart  street,  from  Kensington  avenue  to  Jasper 
street ;  Alleghany  avenue,  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Jasper 
street ;  Frankford  avenue,  from  Clearfield  street  to  Alleghany 
avenue ;  Lehigh  avenue,  south  side,  from  Fifteenth  street  to 
Seventeenth  street  ;  to  be  built  and  assessed  on  the  south  side 
only  ;  Lehigh  avenue,  Irom  Twenty-second  to  Thirty-second 
street.  The  said  sewers  shall  be  built  in  accordance  with 
specifications  prepared  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise,  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
them  to  the  lowest  bidders  ;  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  said 
contract,  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  assessed 
upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on  the  lines  of  said 
sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  ordinance  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment  upon  property  for 
the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or  drains,"  approved  May 
12th,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto,  approved  February  16, 
1869  ;  any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition 
to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled  '*An  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw  war- 
rants for  street  intersections,  manholes  and  legal  deductions 
in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3, 
1868,  to  be  charged  to  Item  (for  branch  sewers)  of  annual 
appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bu- 
reau of  Surveys)  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
forty-two  thousand  (42,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Tlie  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
sh;ill  not  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  construction  of  any  of 
the  sewers  authorized  by  this  ordinance  until  the  streets  are 
on  the  City  plan,  legally  opened,  and  all  the  property  abut- 
ting thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rate:   Provided,  hoivtver. 
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That  where  the  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full  City 
rates,  and  the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he  may  adver- 
tise and  award  contracts  upon  the  receipt  of  a  duly  executed 
agreement  binding  the  owners  to  pay  the  regular  assessment 
charges.

the  release  or  satisfaction  of  all  claims  of  owners  for  damages 
growing  out  of  the  change  of  the  grade  of  Callowhill,  Hamil- 
ton, Biddle  and  Twenty-fifth  streets,  including  the  change  at 
the  rate  of  three  feet  per  one  hundred  on  Callowhill  and 
Hamilton  streets,  authoi'ized  by  the  ordinance  of  April  5, 
1886,  but  excluding  the  claims  of  Jacob  Pagel.  Simon  B.  and 
Moyer  Fleischer,  together  with  the  two  awards  to  James  A. 
McCaffrey,  to  use :     Provided,  The  City  shall  not   be  made

Railroad  Company  will  procure  the  dedication  of  a  strip  of 
land  twenty  feet  in  width  on  the  west  side  of  Twenty  fourth 
street  from  Sansom  street  to  Walnut  street,  to  provide  for  an 
approach  to  Walnut  street  bridge,  to  be  constructed  without 
expense  to  the  said  Railroad  Company:  A7id  provided  fur-

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  within  the  territory  com- 
prised in  the  following  limits,  to  WMt:  Beginning  at  the 
intersection  of  the  north  side  of  Poplar  street  and  Delaware 
avenue;  thence  along  Delaware  avenue  to  the  north  side  of 
Laurel  street ;  thence  along  the  north  side  of  Laurel  street  to 
'the  east  side  of  Beach  street ;  thence  along  the  east  side  of 
Beach  street  to  the  north  side,  of  Manderson  street ;   thence 
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along  the  north  side  of  jNIanderson  street  to  the  east  side  of 
Frankford  avenue ;  thence  along  the  east  side  of  Frankford 
avenue  to  the  north  side  o*"  Thompson  street ;  thence  along 
the  north  side  of  Thompson  street  to  the  east  side  of  Front 
street ;  thence  along  the  east  side  of  Front  street  to  the  south- 
east side  of  Emerald  street ;  thence  along  the  southeast  side 
of  Emerald  street  to  the  north  side  of  Huntingdon  street ; 
thence  along  the  north  side  of  Huntingdon  street  to  the  east 
side  of  Howard  street ;  thence  along  the  east  side  of  Howard 
street  to  the  south  side  of  Dauphin  street ;  thence  along  the 
south  side  of  Dauphin  street  to  the  west  side  of  American 
street ;  thence  along  the  west  side  of  American  street  to  the 
north  side  of  Susquehanna  avenue ;  thence  along  the  north 
side  of  Susquehanna  avenue  to  the  west  side  of  Park  avenue  ; 
thence  along  the  west  side  of  Park  avenue  to  the  north  side  of 
Montgomery  avenue ;  thence  along  the  north  side  of  Mont- 
gomery avenue  to  the  west  side  of  Ontario  street ;  thence 
along  the  west  side  of  Ontario  street  to  the  south  side  of 
Columbia  avenue;  thence  along  the  south  side  of  Columbia 
avenue  to  the  west  side  of  Park  avenue;  thence  along  the 
west  side  of  Park  avenue  to  the  north  side  of  Jefferson  street ; 
thence  along  the  north  side  of  Jefferson  street  to  the  west  side 
of  Ontario  street ;  thence  along  the  west  side  of  Ontario  street 
to  the  north  side  of  Poplar  street ;  thence  along  the  north  side 
of  Poplar  street  to  the  place  of  beginning.  The  Northern 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to 
lay  and  maintain  underground  conduits,  electrical  conductors 
and  cables,  and  to  construct  manholes  along  the  line  of  the 
same,  and  the  said  Company  is  authorized  to  construct  and 
operate  overhead  wires  and  electrical  conductors  upon  such 
poles  erected  and  maintained  by  the  City  in  the  territory 
above  described,  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau),  and  upon  all  poles  now 
erected  in  said  territory  or  hereafter  erected  therein  for  public 
lighting  over  which  said  Company  now  has  or  may  hereafter 
acquire  control,  and  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  maintained 
for  the  purpose  of  public  lighting,  and  to  make  house  con- 
nections from  their  electrical  conductors  along  the  route  of 
the  same.  Said  Company  is  authorized  to  replace  any  of  their 
poles  in  said  territory  destroyed  or  injured  by  accident  or 
■decay.  This  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing 
the  erection  of  any  additional  poles  in  said  territory.  Upon 
the  passage   of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect  all  the  poles  and 
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overhead  conductors  herein  authorized  shall  be  removed  by 
said  Company  in  such  portions  of  the  territory  embraced  in 
the  above  mentioned  limits  as  said  ordinance  shall  designate, 
within  six  months  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  underground 
conduits  to  be  substituted  therefor.  All  underground  con- 
duits laid  by  authority  of,  or  under  the  requirements  hereof, 
shall  be  laid  and  constructed  in  accordance  with,  and  subject 
to,  the  provisions  of  section  second  of  this  ordinance  :  And 
provided.  That  the  said  Company  shall  commence  during  the 
year  1893  and  before  the  expiration  of  the  year  1894  to  lay 
down  and  occupy  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof,  a 
conduit  on  Girard  avenue  within  the  limits  of  the  above  de- 
scribed territory. 

Sect.  2.  All  underground  electrical  conductors,  tubes, 
conduits,  manholes,  etc.,  laid  or  constructed  under  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  ordi- 
nance approved  August  5,  1886,  regulating  the  construction, 
laying  and  maintaining  of  underground  electrical  conductors, 
tubes,  conduits,  manholes,  etc.,  and  in  accordance  with  such 
other  ordinances  as  are  now  in  force,  or  that  may  be  hereafter 
enacted,  so  far  as  the  same  does  not  conflict  with  this  ordi- 
nance. The  said.  The  Northern  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company  shall  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  furnish  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bu- 
reau) three  ducts  of  two-and-one-half  inches  internal  diameter, 
or  whatever  the  said  Department  and  the  said  Company  may 
agree  upon,  as  the  equivalent  of  the  same,  wherever  conduits 
are  laid  in  the  highways  under  this  ordinance,  the  said  ducts 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau.  The 
ducts  laid  for  the  City  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to  the  control 
of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  and  access  thereto  and  to  the  man- 
holes shall  be  unrestricted.  The  said  Company  shall  wire 
and  furnish  the  lamps  and  light  all  city  buildings  occupied  as 
police  and  fire  stations  within  said  territory  in  the  vicinity  of 
their  overliead  and  underground  conductors  free  of  charge  to  the 
City  ;  such  wiring  shall  l3e  completed  and  light  supplied  within 
ninety  days  after  notice  shall  have  been  given  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety.  In  the  event  of  ftiilure  of  said  Com- 
pany to  remove  any  poles  or  overhead  wires  or  conductors 
directed  by  ordinance  to  be  removed  within  the  time  specified 
in  such  ordinance,  or  within  six  calendar  months  of  the  passage 
of  the  same,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
shall  be  entitled  to  remove  and  take  down  such  poles  or  over- 
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head  Avircs,  any  and  all  expense  incurred  thereby  to  be  paid 
at  once  by  the  said  Company.  The  said  Company  shall  repave 
the  streets  opened  by  it  for  the  purpose  of  laying  conduits 
with  pavement  similar  to  that  on  the  street  opened  or  with 
Belgian  block  pavement,  if  the  blocks  be  furnished  to  the  said 
Company  :  Provided,  Said  Company  shall  not  be  required 
to  repave  any  street  its  full  width  when  the  same  shall  be 
more  than  twenty  feet,  the  paving  to  be  done  under  and  in 
accordance  with  the  specifications  in  use  by  the  Department 
of  Public  AVorks  for  the  repair  of  streets  of  the  character  and 
locality  of  those  opened  by  said  Company.  Any  and  all  wires 
and  fixtures  erected  or  maintained  by  the  Company  on  City 
poles  for  whatever  purpose  not  approved  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  shall,  upon  five  days  notice  from  said  Depart- 
ment, be  removed  therefrom,  and  upon  failure  to  comply  with 
said  notice,  the  wires  and  fixtures  may  be  removed  by  the 
Department  aforesaid,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  said 
Company.  The  said  Company  shall  give  a  bond  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Solicitor,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars,  for  the  faithful  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  as  well  as  to  protect  the  City  from 
any  loss  or  damage,  or  for  any  claims  for  -loss  or  damage  that 
may  arise  from  the  exercise  of  any  or  all  of  the  privileges 
granted  by  this  ordinance,  and  to  cover  any  expense  incurred 
by  the  City  in  the  removal  of  poles,  wires  or  fixtures  belong- 
ing to  said  Company.  Before  any  permit  is  issued  for  the 
breaking  of  the  streets  or  the  erection  of  the  poles,  the  said 
Company  shall  file  an  agreement  with  the  City  Solicitor  to 
comply  Avith  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  And  shall 
erect  and  maintain  free  of  cost  to  the  City  ten  (10)  all  night 
arc  lights  at  such  places  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  along  the  lines  of  its  electrical  con- 
ductors. All  wires  to  be  erected  under  the  supervision  and 
approval  of  the  Department  of  Pub'lic  Safety  (Electrical 
Bureau).  ^Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
grant  permission  to  run  cars  or  vehicles  by  overhead  service 
on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City.  Said  Company  shall  pay 
into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the 
printing  of  this  ordinance.

To  authorize  the  Ridge  avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
the  Ridge  avenue  Connecting  Railway  Company  and  the 
Philadelphia  Traction  Company  to  use  electric  motors  to 
be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and  main- 
tain poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Ridge  Avenue  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company,  the  Ridge  Avenue  Connecting 
Railway  Company,  and  the  Philadelphia  Traction  Company 
are  hereby  permitted  to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling 
power  of  the  cars  on  the  tracks  as  the  same  are  now  laid  or 
authorized  to  be  laid,  on  Arch  street  from  the  intersection 
with  Delaware  avenue  westwardly  to  Tenth  street ;  thence 
along  Tenth  and  Ninth  streets  to  their  intersection  with  Ridge 
avenue;  thence  along  Ridge  avenue  to  Main  street  and  along 
Main  street  to  Green  street,  in  the  Twenty-first  Ward.  Said 
motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires  supported  by  iron 
poles  erected  Avithin  the  curb  lines  and  connected  by  wires,  or 
in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  double  brackets  thereon,  sus- 
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pending  the  overhead  construction,  and  that  the  feed  wires 
shall  be  buried  on  Arch  street,  on  Ninth  and  Tenth  streets 
from  Arch  to  Vine  streets,  and  on  Ridge  avenue  to  Susque- 
hanna avenue. 

Sect.  2.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  with  the  work  of 
constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this 
ordinance,  the  said  railway  companies  shall  enter  into  an 
agreement  or  contract  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is 
authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which 
agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other  things  provide,  that  the 
said  railway  companies  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in 
good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or  unim- 
proved, all  streets,  avenues,  or  roads  traversed  by  their  lines  of 
railway  or  by  their  trolley  system  ;  that  the  said  railway  com- 
panies shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  them  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government, 
control,  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  their  roadbed,  cars,  or  trolley  system,  all 
kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship, 
plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in 
every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the 
Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety,  That  the 
said  companies  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead 
trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of 
Councils.  That  the  said  railway  companies  shall  run  cars 
over  their  entire  line  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes 
between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and 
at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the 
day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M., 
when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be 
charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall 
not  exceed  the  present  fare  excepting  between  midnight  and 
5  o'clock  A.  M,,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents.  That 
the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so 
built  and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  building  or 
erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on 
any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  That  the  work 
upon  the  said  railways  and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within 
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six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route 
herein  named  within  one  year,  and  that  the  said  railway  com- 
panies shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved 
by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the 
Mavor  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars, 
conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  agreement 
or  contract  herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the 
■City,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury, 
it  the  said  railway  companies  shall  default  in  their  agreement. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  said  companies  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks,  as 
directed  by  ordinance  of  Councils  or  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to 
be  prescribed  by  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Depart- 
ment, all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  them  not  already  repaved 
by  them  with  such  improved  pavement,  and  also  all  other 
streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved  pavement,  the 
repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said  Department ; 
said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such  length  of 
street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley  wires,  or  by 
other  electric  motive-power  system.  Such  repaving  shall  be 
commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets  as  soon  as  the  con- 
struction of  the  roadbed,  or  of  the  poles  or  trolley  wires,  or 
other  electric  motive-power  system  shall  be  commenced  thereon, 
and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  with  all  reasonable  and 
proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  system  is  being  constructed 
in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by  ordinance  otherwise 
direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets  and  complete  the 
same,  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said  railway,  trolley,  or 
other  electric  motive-power  companies  constructed  therein  ; 
and  that  said  companies  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  keep  the 
said  paving  in  good  repair,  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said  trolley  or  other 
electric  motive-power  system  shall  be  maintained  on  such 
streets  :  Provided,  That  such  repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid 
shall  not  free  the  said  companies  from  any  other  paving,  re- 
paving and  repairing  the  streets  occupied  by  them  that  may 
be  required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  that  has  been  passed 
or  that  may  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or  obligation 
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resting  upon   them   regarding  paving   and   repairing    that  is 
incumbent  on  them  under  and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assem- 
bly, and   that   fifty  (50)  dollars  shall,  be   paid   into   the   City 
Treasury  by  said  companies  for  printing  this  ordinance.

To  authorize  the  Edison  Electric  Light  Company,  of  Phila- 
delphia, to  lay  and  maintain  underground  conduits  and 
electrical  conductors,  to  make  house  connections  and  to 
build  manholes  on  certain  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Edison  Electric  Light 
Company,  of  Philadelphia,  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  and 
maintain  underground  conduits  and  electrical  conductors,  and 
to  build  manholes  and  make  house  connections  on  Twelfth 
street,  from  Walnut  to  Spruce  street ;  Spruce  street,  from 
Eleventh  to  Twenty-third  street ;  on  Arizona  street,  from 
Twelfth  to  Dean  Street ;  on  Locust,  from  Thirteenth  to 
Broad  street,  and  on  Thirteenth  street,  from  Locust  to  Spruce 
street.  Said  company  shall,  as  fast  as  it  shall  lay  its  conduits 
and  equip  its  lines,  provide  all  citizens  desiring  the  current 
with  the  same  at  the  customary  and  market  rates,  permit 
therefor  being  first  obtained  by  the  said  company  and  a{)proved 
by  the  Electrical  Bureau,  and  they  shall  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance  of  August  5,  1886,  regulating  the 
laying  and  maintaining  of  underground  electrical  conductors, 
tubes,  conduits,  manholes,  etc.,  and  such  other  ordinances  as 
are  now  in  force  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted  regulating  the 
laying,  maintaining  and  license  charges  of  the  same.     Noth- 
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iug  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  grant  unto  the  said 
company  the  exclusive  right  to  said  streets  included  between 
the  boundaries  mentioned,  or  to  prevent  the  grant  of  similar 
privileges  to  other  individuals  or  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  company  shall  agree  to  relay,  repave 
and  keep  in  repair  all  openings  in  the  streets  over  the  con- 
duits, Avhere  laid,  for  the  term  of  three  years  after  laying  the 
same  and  shall  give  aljond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000) 
dollars,  as  provided  in  the  ordinance  of  August  o,  1886,  regu- 
lating the  laying  of  underground  electrical  conductors,  and 
for  the  faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  shall  hold  the  City  harmless  from  damage  resulting 
from  the  exercise  of  any  and  all  of  the  privileges  herein 
granted,  and  shall  file  with  the  City  Solicitor  a  corporate  ob- 
ligation satisfactory  to  him  to  comply  with  all  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  furnish  the  City,  with- 
out cost,  two  ducts  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  City  of  a  size 
satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  ;  the  said 
ducts  to  be  furnished  the  City  within  nine  months  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  entire  distance  authorized  by 
this  ordinance.  A  failure  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions 
hereof,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  any  and  all  the  privileges 
herein  granted  and  authorized.  The  said  company  shall  pay 
to  the  City  Treasurer  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  pay  the  expense  of 
printing  this  ordinance.

The  Select  and  Common  CounciU  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  line  beyond  which  no 
wharf  or  pier  shall  extend,  and  the  arbitrary  low-water  line  or 
bulkhead  line  in  front  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  having 
been  established  between  Moore  street  and  Queen  street,  in 
accordance  with  an  ordinance  of  the  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  approved  October  7,  1891,  the  Board  of  Port 
Wardens  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  grant  permits 
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for  the  construction  and  extension  of  wharves  and  bulkheads 
between  Moore  and  Queen  street,  in  conformity  with  the  new 
harbor  lines  thus  established  :  Provided,  That  all  wharves 
hereafter  constructed-  or  extended  shall  extend  to  the  pier- 
head line,  and  all  new  wharves  shall  be  commenced  at  the  new 
bulkhead  line  :  that  no  cribs  or  other  solid  structures  shall  be 
hereafter  constructed  between  the  bulkhead  and  the  pierhead 
lines  below  a  level  two  feet  above  mean  high  water  ;  that  in 
the  construction  of  new  wharves  and  the  extension  of  old 
ones  the  pile  groups  supporting  the  superstructure  shall  be  at 
least  ten  feet  apart ;  and  that  all  bulkheads  shall  be  con- 
structed of  stone  or  concrete  masonry  above  the  level  of  one 
foot  above  mean  low  water,  the  plan  of  construction  to  be 
such  as  to  insure  stability.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  Treasurer  upon  receiv- 
ing written  applications  from  any  of  the  National  Banks  of 
the  City  that  are  not  depositories,  but  which  were  depositories 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  of  April  9,  1892, 
asking  that  they  be  made  a  depository  of  the  City  money,  he 
shall,  if  the  application  be  accompanied  with  a  certified  copy 
of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Bank  or  Banks 
so  applying,  agreeing  to  allow  the  City  interest  on  the  average 
balance  at  the  rate  of  2  per  centum  per  annum,  transmit  the 
application  to  Councils  with  such  recommendation  as  he  may 
think  proper,  and  upon  the  passage  by  Councils  of  a  joint 
resolution  so  designating,  he  shall  at  the  first  of  the  next  suc- 
ceeding month  place  the  said  Bank  or  Banks  on  the  list  of 
depositories,  giving  to  each  its  pro  rata  proportion  not  exceed- 
ing the  limit  of  tAventy-five  (2o)  per  centum  now  fixed  by 
ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  In  the  event  of  the  balance  in  the  several  deposi- 
tories of  the  City  funds  in  the  aggregate  exceeding  the  limit 
of  twenty-five  (25)  per  centum  of  their  combined  capital  and 
surplus,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  in  that  event  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  temporarily  increase  the  limit  of  deposits 
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in  the  several  depositories  receiving  the  City  funds  in  equal 
and  just  proportions  to  an  extent  that  will  properly  distribute 
and  deposit  the  entire  balance,  and  he  shall  immediately 
notify  Councils  of  his  action  ;  but,  at  the  earliest  opportunity, 
he  shall  draw  upon  all  depositories  having  balances  in  excess 
of  the  twenty-five  (25)  per  centum  limit  until  they  are  reduced 
within  said  limit,  after  which  he  shall  resume  the  system  of 
depositing  in  and  drawing  fi'om  all  depositories  so  as  to  at  all 
times  maintain  a  fair  and  just  proportion  in  each :  Provided^ 
That  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the 
active  bank  which  by  ordinance  of  April  U,  1892,  may  have 
a  balance  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000) 
dollars.  Provided,  That  the  Banks  which  are  now  depositories 
have  first  received  their  twenty-five  (25)  per  centum  allowed. 
All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed.

Jackson  street,  from  Seventh  to  Ninth  ;  Kessler  street,  from 
Wallace  to  Spring  Garden ;  Lehigh  avenue,  from  Seventh  to 
Ninth  ;  Lehigh  avenue,  from  Howard  to  Hancock  ;  Orleans 
street,  from  Emerald  to  Indiana ;  Passyunk  avenue,  from 
Seventh  to  Ellsworth  ;  Spring  Garden  street,  from  Seventh 
to  Twenty-third  ;  Somerset  street,  from  C  to  Amber ;  Stella 
street,  from  Ann  to  Emerald;  Thompson  street,  from  Somer- 
set to  Allegheny ;  Wallace  street,  from  Twenty-third  to  Kes- 
sler ;  Wharton  street,  from  Twentieth  to  Twelfth.  The  same 
to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed 
by  the  Catharine  and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company, 
and  all  feed  wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  2.  Befere  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  with  *^he  work 
of  constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by 
this  ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an 
agreement  or  contract  with   the   Mayor  of  the   City  (who  is 


hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City), 
which  agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by 
the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other  things,  provide  : 
That  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  main- 
tain in  good  order  at  all  times,  "whether  paved,  macadamized 
or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  bv  its 
lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  ;  that  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the 
terms  and  condit:ons  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government, 
control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  its  road  bed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all 
kinds  and  character  of  its  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship, 
plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in 
every  Avay,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the 
Departments  of  Public  Work  and  Public  Safety  ;  that  the 
said  company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley 
system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils ; 
that  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars  over  their  entire 
lines,  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between  the 
hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M  ,  and  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  ex- 
cepting between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  when 
they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be 
charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall 
not  exceed  the  present  fare,  excepting  between  midnight  and 
5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  10  cents ;  that  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built 
and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting 
and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the 
streets  or  avenues  herein  named  ;  that  work  upon  the  said 
railway  and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within  six  months, 
completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named 
within  one  year,  and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  fui-- 
nish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the 
sura  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned 
upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  agreement  or  con- 
tract herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City, 
and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  if  the 
said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 


Sect.  3.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in 
good,  substantial  and  -workmanlike  manner,  with  Belgian 
blocks  or  other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Department, 
all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it  'not  already  repaved  with 
such  improved  pavement,  and  also  all  other  streets  heretofore 
repaved  with  an  improved  pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is 
not  satisfactory  to  the  said  Department,  said  repaving  to  be 
done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be 
occupied  by  poles  and  trolley  wires  or  by  other  electric  motive 
•  power  system.  Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each 
of  the  said  streets  a.s  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  road  bed, 
or  of  the  poles  or  trolley  wires  or  other  electric  motive  power 
system  shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and 
completed  with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly 
as  such  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Coun- 
cils may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed, 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter 
upon  the  streets  and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and 
cost  of  the  said  railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive -power 
company  constructed  therein ;  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all 
times  hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair,  when 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long 
as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive-power  system  shall  be 
maintained  on  such  streets  :  Provided,  That  such  repaving  or 
repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  company  from  any 
other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the  streets  occupied  by 
it  that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  that 
has  been  passed,  or  that  may  be  passed,  or  from  any  other

Permitting  the  Peoples'  Passefiger  Railway  Company  to  use 
electric  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires  and  to 
erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  Avires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of.  the  City 
of  Philade^'jyhia  do  ordain]  That  permission  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Peoples'  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its 
cars  on  its  tracks  as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid ;  com- 
mencing at  or  near  the  bridge  crossing  the  river  Schuylkill  at 
Callowhill  street ;  on  Callowhill  street  to  Biddle  street ;  on 
Biddle  street  to  Twenty- fourth  street ;  on  Twenty-fourth  street ' 
to  Callowhill ;  on  Callowhill  street  by  double  track  to  Front 
street ;  on  Front  street  by  double  track  to  Vine  street ;  on 
Vine  street  by  double  track  to  Delaware  avenue ;  on  Vine 
street  by  single  track  to  York  avenue ;  on  York  avenue  to 
Callowhill  street,  and  connect  with  its  track  or  tracks  on  Cal- 
lowhill street ;  on  Callowhill  street  by  double  track  to  the 
river  Schuylkill ;  from  Vine  street  by  double  track  on  Front 
street  to  Dock  street ;  on  Dock  street  by  double  track  to 
Third  street  and  to  connect  with  their  track  on  Dock  street, 
and  furthermore  to  connect  with  their  tracks  at  Twenty-fourth 
and  Callowhill  streets ;  on  Twenty-fourth  street  to  Fairmount 
avenue  by  single  track. 

Sect.  2.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which 
the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
be  placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb  lines  and  con- 
nected with  street  wires  ;  or,  at  the  option  of  the  company, 
to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets,  wnth  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.  That  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built 
and  erected  as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting 
and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the 
streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kind, 
style,  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine 
and  Bainbridge  Streets  Raihvay  Company,  and  all  feed  wires 
shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the   City  to  proceed  with   the  work  of  constructing 
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the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance, 
the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  city  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  on  behalf  of  the  city),  which  agieement  shall  be  in 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other 
things,  provide  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to 
keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved, 
macadamized,  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues,  or  roads 
traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  ;  that 
the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding 
upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances 
now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to 
the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads 
of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  that  in  the  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  trolley 
system  all  kinds  and  character  of  material,  supplies  or  work- 
manship, plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be 
subject  in  every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspec- 
tion of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety ; 
that  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  over- 
head trolley  system  Avhenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance 
of  Councils ;  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars 
over  its  entire  line  at  intervals  not  exceeding  5  minutes  be- 
tween the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at 
intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the 
day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M,, 
when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to 
be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line 
shall  not  exceed  five  cents  per  passenger,  excepting  between 
midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten 
cents.  That  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system 
shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation 
over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year,  and  that 
the  said  railway  company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in 
the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security 
approved  by  the  Mayor  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
(25.000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and 
carrying  out  of  all  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and 
agreement  herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the 
city  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the 
said  railway  company  shall  defliult  in  its  agreement. 

Sect   4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good,  substan- 
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tial,  and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks  or  other 
improved  pavement  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Councils  or 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  to 
be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it

Woodland  avenue,  from  Thirty- second  street  to  Seventy -third 
street ;  and  on  Thirty-third  street,  from  Market  street  to 
Woodland  avenue. 

Sect.  2.  That  consent  is  hereby  given  to  the  Weet  Phila- 
delphia Passenger  Railway  Company  to  dispense  with  the 
cable  motor  in  all  streets  in  w'hich  the  same  is  now  used,  and 
to  substitute  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its 
cars  on  its  tracks.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and 
system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine  and  Bain- 
bridge  Streets  Railway  Company,  and  all  feed  wires  shall  be 
buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  with  the  work 
of  constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by 
this  ordinance,  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  enter  into  an 
agreement  or  contract  with  the  INIayor  of  the  City  (who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City), 
which  agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other   things,   provide   that 
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the  said  Railway  Company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain 
in  good  order,  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or 
unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its 
lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  ;  that  the  said  Railway 
Company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government, 
control  or  regulation  ot  the  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construction 
.^nd  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all 
kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship, 
plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in 
vevery  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the 
Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety.  That  the 
said  Company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead 
trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of 
Councils. 

That  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  run  cars  over  their 
entire  line  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between  the 
hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not 
exceeding  ten  minutes,  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  except- 
ing between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  aud  5  A.  M.,  when 
they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be 
charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall 
not  exceed  the  present  fare,  excepting  between  midnight  and 
5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  10  cents. 

That  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall 
be  so  built  and  erected  as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building 
or  erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  radroad 
on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named. 

That  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall 
be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over 
the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year,  and  that  the 
said  Railway  Company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in 
the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and 
carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance 
and  the  agreement  or  contract  herein  authorized,  which  bond 
is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury,  if  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  default  in 
its  agreement. 
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Sect.  4.  That  the  said  Company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  with  Belgian  blocks  or 
other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied 
by  it,  including  Market  street  to  Sixty-third  street  and  Wood- 
land avenue  to  Forty-ninth  street,  not  already  repaved  with 
such  improved  pavement,  and  also  all  other  streets  heretofore 
repaved  with  an  improved  pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is 
not  satisfactory  to  the  said  Department,  said  repaving  to  be 
done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be 
occupied  by  poles  ahd  trolley  wires,  or  by  other  electric  motive 
power  system. 

Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the 
said  streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed,  or  of 
the  poles  or  trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  motive  power 
system  shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and 
completed  with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly 
as  such  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as 
Councils  may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus 
pushed,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may 
enter  upon  the  streets  and  complete  the  same,  at  the  expense 
and  cost  of  the  said  railway,  trolley,  or  other  electric  motive 
power  company,  or  companies,  constructed  therein ;  and  that 
said  company,  or  companies,  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  keep 
the  said  paving  in  good  repair,  Avhen  directed  to  do  so  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said  trolley  or 
other  electric  motive  power  system  shall  be  maintained  on 
such  streets :  Provided,  That  such  repaving  or  repairing 
aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  company,  or  companies,  from 
any  other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the  streets  occnpicd 
by  them  that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils 
that  has  been  passed,  or  that  may  be  passed,  or  from  any 
other  duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  them  regarding  paving 
and  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  them  under  and  in  virtue 
of  any  Act  of  Assembly,  and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be 
p:iid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  companies  for  printing 
this  ordinance.

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AN   ORDINANCE. 

Permitting  tlie  Centennial  Passenger  Railway  Company  to 
use  electric  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires  and 
to  erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  Centennial  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  use  electric 
motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks  as  the 
same  are  authorized  to  be  laid:  From  Twenty-fifth  street 
and  Fairmount  avenue,  on  Twenty-fifth  street  to  South  Col- 
lege avenue,  on  South  College  avenue  to  West  College  ave- 
nue, on  West  College  avenue  to  Girard  avenue,  on  Girard 
avenue  to  Twenty-sixth  street,  on  Twenty-sixth  street  to 
Virginia  street  or  Perot  street,  on  Virginia  street  or  Perot 
street  to  Twenty-fifth  street,  on  Twenty-fifth  street  to  Fair- 
mount  avenue,  to  Twenty-fifth  street  and  place  of  beginning. 

Sect.  2.  Said  motoi-s  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which 
the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
be  placed  opposite  each  other,  within  the  curb  lines  and  con- 
nected with  street  wires,  or  at  the  option  of  the  company  to 
be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  street  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.  That  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built 
and  erected  as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting 
and  operating  of  an  elevated  raihvay  or  railroad  on  any  of 
the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  The  same  to  be  of  the 
kind,  style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catha- 
rine and  Bainbridge  streets  Railway  Company,  and  all  feed 
wiies  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depait- 
ments  of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing 
the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance, 
the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Ma\'or  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
till-  same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which  agreement  shall  be  in 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other 
things,  provide:  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to 
ke(^p  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  wdiether  paved, 
macadamized   or   unimproved,   all   streets,    avenues   or   roads 
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traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  : 
that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  bind- 
ing upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordi- 
nance^  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed, 
relating  to  the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  railways, 
or  railroads  of  any  kind  witkin  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
That  in  the  construction  and  eijuipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars 
or  its  trolley  system  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials, 
supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs, 
etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  ap- 
proval and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works 
and  Public  Safety.  That  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and 
remove  the  overhead  trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do 
so  by  ordinance  of  Councils.  That  the  said  railway  company 
shall  run  cars  over  its  entire  line,  at  intervals  not  exceeding 
five  minutes,  between  the  hours  of  0  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and 
8  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all 
other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12 
midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  run  at  least  every  hour. 
The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride 
over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five  cents  per  passenger, 
excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M  ,  when  it 
shall  not  exceed  ten  cents.  That  work  upon  the  said  railway 
and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  com- 
pleted and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named 
within  one  year,  and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall 
furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned 
upon  the  fiiithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agreement  herein  au- 
thorized, which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the  money 
shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  railway  com- 
pany shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks  or 
other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied 
by   it  not  alr<?ady  repaved  with   such  improved    pavements, 


and  also  all  others  streets  heretofore  repavcd  -with  an  im- 
proved payment,  the  repaying  of  ^vhich  is  not  satisfactory  to 
the  said  Department;  said  repaving  to  bo  done  from  curli  to 
curb  for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  polls 
and  trolley  wires,  or  by  other  electric  motive-power  system. 
Such  repaying  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said 
streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  road  bed,  or  of  the 
poles  or  trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  motive-power  system 
shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  com- 
pleted with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as 
such  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Coun- 
cils may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct;  if  not  thus  pushed, 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter 
upon  the  streets  and  complete  the  same,  at  the  expense  and 
cost  of  the  said  railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power 
company  constructed  therein  :  and  that  said  company  shall 
at  all  times  hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair, 
when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
so  long  as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power 
system  shall  be  maintained  on  such  streets :  Provided.  That

and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly.  And  that  fifty  (50) 
dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company 
for  printing  this  ordinance.

Permitting  the  Chelten  Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company 
to  use  electric  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
and  to  erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.    The  Select  arid   Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  is  hereby  granted 
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to  the  Chelten  Avenue  Passenger  Raihvay  Company  to  use 
electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks 
as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid,  commencing  at  Ritten- 
house  street  or  lane  at  or  near  the  boundary  of  the  Park ;  on 
Rittenhouse  street  by  double  track  to  Pulaski  avenue ;  on  Pu- 
laski avenue  to  Chelten  avenue;  on  Chelten  avenue  to  Sten- 
ton  avenue;  on  Stenton  avenue  to  Haines  street;  on  Haines 
street  to  Limekiln  pike,  returning  by  the  same  route  or  road, 
with  authority  to  construct  and  use  the  necessary  curves  to  the, 
place  of  beginning. 

Sect.  2.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires  sup- 
ported by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which  the 
said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to  be 
placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb  lines  and  connected 
with  street  wires,  or  at  the  option  of  the  company  to  be  erected 
in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a  double  bracket  thereon  sus- 
pending the  overhead  construction.  That  the  railway  or 
trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and  erected 
as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting  and  operating 
of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  ave- 
nues herein  named.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and 
system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine  and  Bain- 
bridge  Streets  Railway  Company  and  all  feed  wires  shall  be 
buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  Avork  of  constructing 
the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance, 
the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreernent  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City)  which  agreement  shall  be  in 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  and  shall  among  other 
things,  provide,  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree 
to  keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved, 
macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  tra- 
versed by  its  lines  of  railways  or  by  its  trolley  system  ;  that 
the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding 
upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances 
now  in  force  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed  relating  to  the 
government,  control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of 
any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  its  roadbeds,  cars  or  its  trolley  sys- 
tem all  kinds  and  character  of  materials,    supplies   oX'  work- 
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manship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  sub- 
ject in  every  way  at  all  times  to  the  approval  and  inspection 
of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety. 
That  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  over- 
head trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance 
of  Councils.  That  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars 
over  its  entire  line  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes  be- 
tween the  hours  of  6  and  0  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.  and  at 
intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the 
day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M. 
when  it  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be 
charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall 
not  exceed  5  cents  per  passenger,  excepting  between  midnight 
and  5  o'clock  A.  M.  when  it  shall  not  exceed  10  cents.  That 
work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun 
within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire 
route  herein  named  within  one  year,  and  that  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form

money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good,  substantial 
and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks  or  other  im- 
proved pavement  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Councils  or  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  to  be 
done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  said  department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it.  not  al- 
ready repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and  also  all  other 
streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved  pavement  the  re- 
paving  of  whicli  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said  department,  said 
repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such  length  of  street 
as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley  wires  or  by  other 
electric  motive  power  system. 

Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said 
streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed  or  of  the 
poles  or  trolley  wires  or  other  electric  motive  power  system 
shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  com- 


pleted  with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as 
such  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets  or  as  Councils 
may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Departmen  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the 
streets  and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the 
said  railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power  company

And  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Permitting  the  Seventeenth  and  Nineteenth  Streets  Passenger 
Railway  Company  and  The  Philadelphia  Traction  Com- 
pany to  use  electric  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead 
wires  and  to  erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  the  same. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.,  That  permission  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Seventeenth  and  Nineteenth  Streets 
Passenger  Railway  Company  and  The  Philadelphia  Traction 
Company  to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its 
cars,  with  the  necessary  standards  and  appliances  needed  to 
operate  the  same  by  overhead  electric  wires  on  its  tracks  as 
the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid  :  on  Seventeenth  street  from 
Huntingdon  to  Ridge  avenue ;  on  Ridge  avenue  from  Seven- 
teenth to  Francis ;  on  Francis  from  Ridge  avenue  to   Seven- 
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teepth  ;  on  Seventeenth  from  Francis  to  Morris-;  on  Nine- 
teenth from  Morris  to  Huntingdon,  passing  around  Logan  and 
Rittenhouse  squares  on  the  west  side ;  on  Huntingdon  from 
Seventeenth  to  Nineteenth  ;  and  on  Susquehanna  avenue  from 
Seventeenth  to  Nineteenth  ;  also  Norris  street  from  Seven- 
teenth to  Nineteenth  streets.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kind, 
style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine 
and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company,  and  all  feed  wires 
shall  be  buried.

City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  its  roadbed,  cars,  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and 
character  of  materials,  supplies  or  Avorkmanship,  plans,  pro- 
files, elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way, 
at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments 
of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety  ;  that  the  said  company 
shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley  system  when- 
ever directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils  ;  that  the  said 
railway  company  shall  run  cars  over  their  entire  line  at  inter- 
vals not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between  the  hours  of  6  and  9 
A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten 
minutes,  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between  the 
hours  of  |2  midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  at 
least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single 
continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  the  pres- 
ent fare,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M., 
when  it  shall  not  exceed  10  cents  ;  that  the  railway  or  trolley 
svstem  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as   not 


to  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting  and  operating  of  &fi. 
elevated  rail\v;iy  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues 
herein  named ;  that  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley 
system  shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in 
operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year, 
and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  furnish  and  execute 
a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  and  with 
security  approved  by  the  Mayor  in  the  sum  of  twent^^-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  exe- 
cution and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
ordinance  and  the  agreement  or  contract  herein  authorized, 
which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  railway  company  shall 
default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks  or 
other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun-  ■ 
cils,  or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied 
by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and 
also  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved 
pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said 
department,  said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for 
such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley 
wires  or  by  other  electric  motive  poAver  system.  Such  repav- 
ing shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets  as  soon 
as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed  or  of  the  poles  or  trolley 
wires, -or  other  electric  motive-power  system  shall  be  com- 
menced thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  with  all 
reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  system  is 
being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  b}'-  ordi- 
nance otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets  and 
complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said  railway, 
trolley  or  other  electric  motive-power  company  constructed 
therein ;  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all  times  hereafter 
keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair,  when  directed  to  do  so  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said  trolley 
or  other  electric  motive-power  system  shall  be  maintained  on 
such  streets  :  Provided,  That  such  repaving  or  repairing 
aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  company  from  any  other  pav-

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  dis- 
pense with  the  cable  motor  and  to  substitute  electric  moft»rs 
as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Cominon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.,  That  consent  is  hereby  given  to 
the  Uuion  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  dispense  with  the 
cable  motor  in  all  streets  in  which  the  same  is  now  used,  and 
to  substitute  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars 
on  its  tracks.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and  system 
as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine  and  Bainbridge 
Streets  Railway  Company,  and  that  all  feed  wires  shall  be 
buried. 

Sect.  2.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  with  the  work,  of 
constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this 
ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment or  contract  Avith  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City)  which 
agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other  things  provide:  that  the  said 
raihvay  company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in  good 
order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or  unimproved, 
all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway 
or  by  its  trolley  system;  that  the  said  raihvay  company  shall 
agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which  may  hereafter 


be  passed,  relating  to  the  government,  control  or  regulation  of 
railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. That  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  its  road- 
bed, cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  character  of 
materials,  ."supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations, 
designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way  at  all  times  to  the 
approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works 
and  Public  Safety.  That  the  said  company  shall  take  down 
and  remove  the  overhead  trolley  system  whenever  directed  to 
do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils.  That  the  said  railway  com- 
pany shall  run  cars  over  their  entire  line  at  intervals  not  ex- 
ceeding five  minutes,  between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  a.  m.,  and 
5  and  8  p.  m.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at 
all  other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12 
midnight  and  5  a.  m.,  when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour. 
The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over 
the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  the  present  fare,  excepting 
between  midnight  and  5  o'clock  a.  m.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed 
10  cents.  That  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  author- 
ized shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  building  or  erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway 
or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named. 
That  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall  be 
begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over  the 
entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year,  and  that  the  said 
railway  company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  Jiond  in  the  form 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by 
the  Mayor  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand'(25, 000)  dollars, 
conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of 
all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  agree- 
ment or  contract  herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to 
the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
if  the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  with  Belgian  blocks 
or  other  improved  pavement  as  directed  by  ordinance  of 
Councils  or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  <lei)artment,  all  streets  to  be  oc- 
cupied by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pave-

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proved  pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to 
the  saiil  department ;  said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to 
curb  for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and 
trolley  wires  or  by  other  electric  motive  power  system.

the  City  Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this  ordi- 
nance.

street  to  Elm  avenue  ;  on  Forty-fourth  street  from  Elm  ave- 
nue to  Parrish  street,  commencing  at  Forty-third  street  and 
Lancaster  avenue ;  on  Lancaster  avenue  to  Haverford  street ; 
on  Haverford  street  to  Thirty-third  street;  on  Thirty-third 
street  to  Spring  Garden  street ;  on  Spring  Garden  street  to 
Twentieth  street;  on  Twentieth  street  to  Arch  street;  on 
Arch  street  to  Delaware  avenue ;  also  from  Twentieth  street 
to  Arch  street ;  ilrch  street  to  Twenty-first  street ;  on  Twen- 
ty-first street  to  Callowhill  street ;  on  Callo'rt'hill  street  to 
Twenty-third  street ;  on  Twenty-third  street  to  Spring  Gar- 
den street ;  also  from  Thirty-third  street  and  Spring  Garden 
street ;  on  Spring  Garden  street  to  Lancaster  avenue  ;  on 
Lancaster  avenue  to  Haverford  street.

Permitting  the  Northern  Passenger  Ivaihvay  Company  to  use 
electric  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to 
erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires. 
Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Comicils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  permission  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  Northern  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  use  electric 
motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks  as  the 
same  are  authorized  to  be  laid :  A  single  track  railway  com- 
mencing at  Eighth  street  and  Germantown  avenue,  on  Eighth 
to  Indiana  avenue,  Indiana  avenue  to  Germantown  avenue, 
returning  east  on  Indiana  avenue  by  double  track  to  Eighth 
street,  continuing  by  single  track  to  Fairhill  street,  on  Fair- 
hill  street  to  York  street,  on  York  street  to  Marshall  street,  on 
Marshall  street  to  Dauphin  street,  on  Dauphin  street  to  Ger- 
mantown avenue,  on  Germantown  avenue  with  double  track 
to  Eighth  street  and  place  of  beginning,  with  the  right  to  lay 
such  curves,  connections,  switches  and  turnouts  as  may  be 
needful. 

Sect.  2.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which

repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of  any 
Act  of  Assembly.  And  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this 
ordinance.

Permitting  the  Citizens'  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  use 
electric  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to 
erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.   The  Select  a7id  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  the  same

on  its  tracks  as  the  same  are  now  authorized  to  be  laid,  viz. : 
Beginning  at  Eleventh  street  and  Colona  street ;  on  Eleventh 
street  to  Diamond  street;  D'amond  street  to  Tenth  street; 
Tenth  street  +o  Snyder  avenue ;  Snyder  avenue  to  Twelfth 
street;  Twelfth  street  to  Wharton  street;  Wharton  street  to 
Eleventh  street ;  Eleventh  street  to  Colona  street ;  Eleventh 
street  from  Nevada  street  to  Cambria  street ;  Cumberland 
street  from  Eleventh  street  to  Tenth  street ;  Tenth  street  to 
Diamond  street ;  Pine  street  to  Eleventh  street ;  Reed  street 
to  Tenth  street,  to  Eleventh  street. 

Sect.  2.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which 
the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
be  placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb  lines  and  con- 
nected with  street  wires,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  company,  to 
be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  street,  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  permission  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  People's  Passenger  Railway  Company,  lessee  of  the 
Green  and  Coates  Streets  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway 
Company's  lines,  or  to  said  the  Green  and  Coates  Streets 
Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company,  lessor,  to  use 
electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  the  cars  on  the 
tracks  of  the  said  company,  as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be 
laid  :  Commencing  at  their  present  terminus  in  Fairmount 
Park,  east  on  Fairmount  avenue  by  double  track  to  Twenty- 
second  street,  on  Twenty-second  street  to  Green  street,  Green 
street  to  Fourth  street,  Fourth  street  to  Dickinson  street, 
Dickinson  street  to  Eighth  street.  Eighth  street  to  Fairmount 
avenue,  on  Fairmount  avenue  to  place  of  beginning ;  also  by 
single  track  on  Twenty-fifth  street,  from  Fairmount  avenue 
south  on  Twenty  fifth  street  to  Green  street.  Green  street  to 
Twenty-second  street;  on  Walnut  street,  from  Fourth  street 
to  Eighth  street,  on  Green  street,  from  Fourth  street  by  single 
track  to  Beach  street.  Beach  street  to  Fairm6unt  avenue,  on 
Fairmount  avenue  to  Eighth  street. 
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Sect.  2.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires, 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which 
the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
be  placed  opposite  each  other,  within  the  curb  lines  and  con- 
nected with  street  wires,  or  at  the  option  of  the  company  to 
be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.  That  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized,  shall  be  so  built 
and  erected  as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting 
and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the 
streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  The  same  to  be  of  the 
kind,  style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catha- 
rine and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company,  and  all  feed 
wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  Avork  of  constructing 
the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance, 
the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the'  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which  agreement  shall  be  in 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other 
things,  provide,  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to 
keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  wdiether  paved, 
macadamized,  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads 
traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  ; 
that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  bind- 
ing upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordi- 
nances now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  re- 
lating to  the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  rails^ays  or 
railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That 
in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its 
trolley  system  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies 
or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc., 
shall  be  subject,  in  every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval 
and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Pub- 
lic Safety.  That  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and 
remove  the  overhead  trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do 
so  by  ordinance  of  Councils. 

That  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars  over  its 
entire  line,  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between 
the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  inter- 
rals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day, 
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excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M., 
when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  faro  to 
be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line 
shall  not  exceed  5  cents  per  passenger,  excepting  between 
midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M.  when  it  shall  not  exceed  10 
cents. 

That  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall 
be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over 
the  entire  route  herein  named  witiiin  one  year,  and  that  the 
said  railway  company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  (25,000) 
dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying 
out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and 
agreement  herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the 
City,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if 
the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good, 
substantial,  and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks  or 
other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied 
by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and 
also  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved 
pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the 
said  Department ;  said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb 
for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and 
trolley  wires,  or  by  other  electric  motive  power  system. 

Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said 
streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed,  or  of  the 
poles  or  trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  motive-power  system 
shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  com- 
pleted with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as 
such  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Coun- 
cils may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed, 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter 
upon  the  streets  and  complete  the  same,  at  the  expense  and 
cost  of  the  said  railway,  trolley,  or  other  electric  motive 
power  company  constructed  therein  ;  and  that  said  company 
shall  at  all  times  hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  re- 
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pair,  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  so  long  as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive- 
power  system  shall  be  maintained  on  such  streets  ;  Provided^ 
That  such  repaying  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free  the 
said  company  from  any  other  paving,  repaving,  and  repairing 
the  streets  occupied  by  it  that  may  be  re(iuired  by  any  ordinance 
of  Councils  which  has  been  passed  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it 
regarding  paving  and  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under 
and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly.  And  that  (50)  dollars 
shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company  for 
printing  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  grant  permission  to  the  Moyamensing  and  Penrose  Ferry 
Road  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the 
First,  Twenty-sixth,  Twenty- seventh  and  Thirty-sixth 
Wards ;  to  use  electric  motors  to  be  supplied  from  over- 
head wires,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  said 
wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  its  charter  granted  under  "  An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  and  government  of  street  railway  companies 
in  the  Commonwealth"  approved  May  14.  1889,  permission 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Moyamensing  and  Penrose  Ferry 
Road  Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  First,  Twenty- 
sixth,  Twenty-seventh  and  Thirty-sixth  Wards  as  follows ; 
beginning  at  Miffiin  street  and  Otsego,  on  Otsego  street  to 
Jackson  street,  on  Jackson  street  to  Moyamensing  road,  on 
Moyamensing  road  to  Penrose  Ferry  road,  on  Penrose  Ferry 
road  to  Penrose  Ferry  bridge,  across  said  bridge  to  State 
Island  road,  on  State  Island  road  to  Bow  Creek  to  place  of 
beginning,  and  to  construct  sidings  that  may  be  necessary. 
The  laying  of  said  tracks  or  railway  shall  be  commenced 
within  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  and 
completed  within  two  years  thereafter. 
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Sect.  2.  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Moyamensing  and  Penrose  Ferry  Road  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  to  use  electric  motors  as  the  pro- 
pelling power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks  as  the  same  are  au- 
thorized to  be  laid  in  Section  1. 

Sect.  B.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which 
the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
be  placed  opposite  each  other,  within  the  curb  lines,  and  con- 
nected with  street  wires,  or  at  the  option  of  the  company  to 
be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.  That  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built 
and  erected  as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting 
and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the 
streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  The  same  to  be  of  the 
kind,  style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catha- 
rine and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company,  and  all  feed 
wires  shall  be  buried  underground  in  conduits  which  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  and  in  such  location  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors,  in  front  of  all  property  along  the 
line  of  the  road  which  is  at  present  assessed  for  taxation  at 
full  city  rates,  and  that  such  wires,  if  carried  overhead  along 
the  rest  of  the  road,  shall  be  buried,  when  and  as  soon  as  the 
property  in  front  of  which  they  are  suspended,  shall  be  assessed 
for  taxation  at  full  city  rates. 

Sect.  4.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing 
the  railway  aud  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance, 
the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  in  behalf  of  the  City),  which  agreement  shall  be  in 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other 
things  provide,  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to 
keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved, 
macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads 
traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  ; 
that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  bind- 
ing upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordi- 
nances now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relat- 
ing to  the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  railways   or 
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railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Phihidelphia.  That 
in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its 
trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  characters  of  material,  supplies 
or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc., 
shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval 
and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Pub- 
lic Safety.  That  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and  re- 
move the  overhead  trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do  so 
by  ordinance  of  Councils. 

That  the  wires  necessary  for  supplying  the  motors  crossing 
the  bridge  on  the  line  authorized  shall  be  erected  according 
to  plans  to  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Directors  of 
Public  Works  and  Saiety. 

That  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars  over  its 
entire  line  at  intervale  not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between 
the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M..  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  inter- 
vals not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day, 
excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M., 
when  it  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be 
charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall 
not  exceed  5  cents  per  passenger,  excepting  between  midnight 
and  5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  10  cents. 

That  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall 
be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over 
the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year,  and  that  the 
said  railway  company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
('io,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and 
carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance 
and  agreement  herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to 
the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
if  the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its  agreements. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good, 
substantial,  and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks,  or 
other  improved  pavement  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied 
by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and 
also,  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved 
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pavement,  the  repaying  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the 
said  Department ;  said  repaying  to  be  done  from  curb  to  cnrb 
for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and 
trolley  wires,  or  by  other  electric  motiye-power  system.

may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon 
the  streets  and  complete  the  same,  at  the  expense  and  cost  of 
the  said  railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive-power  com- 
pany constructed  therein  ;  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all

Councils  which  has  been  passed  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it 
regarding  paving  and  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under 
and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly.  And  that  fifty  (50) 
dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company 
for  printing  this  ordinance.

To  authorize  the  Second  and  Third  Street  Passenger  Railway 
Company  to  lay  tracks  on  Cumberland  and  Huntingdon 
streets  to  connect  their  present  railway,  and  use  electric 
motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and 
maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.     The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Second  and  Third  Street 
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Passenger  Railway  Company  is  herd)}'  authorized  to  lay,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  a  track 
on  Cumberland  street  from  Amber  to  Kensington  avenue,  on 
Huntingdon  street  from  Jasper  to  Richmond  street,  with  the 
necessary  curves,  turnouts,  sidings,  switches,  etc.,  necessary 
to  connect  the  tracks  of  said  Second  and  Third  Street  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  with  the  tracks  of  the  Frankford 
and  Southwark  Philadelphia  City  Passenger  Railroad  Com- 
pany, which  has  become  the  lessee  of  the  said  Second  and 
Third  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company.  And  also  as 
provided  for  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  granting  said  right  to 
the  Second  and  Third  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  :

lars, conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out 
of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agree- 
ment herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City 
and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the 
said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  Department  of  Public  VVorks.  repave  in  good,  sub- 
stantial, and  workmanlike  manner,  with  Belgian  blocks  or 
other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  department,  all  streets  to  he  occupied 
by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and 
also  all  other  streets   heretofore   repaved  with  an  improved 
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pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the 
said  department ;  said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb 
for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and 
trolley  wires  or  by  other  electric  motive  power  system.

nance otherwise  direct.  If  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  \Yorks  may  enter  upon  the  streets 
and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said 
railway  trolley  or,  other  electric  motive  power  company  con- 
structed therein  ;  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all  times 
hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair,  Avhen  directed 
to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the 
said  trolley  or  other  <?lectric  motive  power  system  shall  be 
maintained  on  such  streets :  Provided^  'I'hat  such  repaving 
or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  company  Irom 
any  other  paving,  repaving,  and  repairing  the  streets  occupied 
by  it  that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  which 
has  been  passed,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  or  from 
any  other  duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving 
and  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of 
any  Act  of  Assembly,  and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this 
ordinance.

and  Moyamensing  avenue ;  on  Moyamensing  avenue  to  Third 
street ;  to  Germanton  avenue  to  Oxford  street ;  to  Front  street 
to  x\mber  street ;  to  Lehigh  avenue  to  Frankford  avenue ; 
■on  Frankford  avenue  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Bridge  street ; 
Bridge  street  from  Richmond  street  to  Tacony  road  ;  Tacony 
road  to  Frankford  street ;  Frankford  street  to  Bridge  and 
Charles  streets  ;  Bridge  street  to  Frankford  avenue  ;  Frank- 
ford avenue  to  Harrison  street ;  Orthodox  street  from  Rich- 
mond street  to  Frankford  avenue  ;  Norris  street  to  Girard 
avenue ;  to  Frankford  avenue  ;  to  Laurel  street ;  to  Delaware 
avenue ;  to  Fairmount  avenue  to  Second  street ;  commencing 
at  Third  and  Brown  streets ;  on  Brown  street  to  Beach  street, 
to  Manderson  street  to  Frankford  avenue ;  on  Richmond 
street  from  Norris  street  to  Front  street,  to  Laurel  street  to 
New  Market  street  to  Green  street ;  commencing  at  Frank- 
ford avenue  and  Mill  street ;  on  Mill  street  to  Paul  street,  to 
Frankford  avenue ;  commencing  at  Frankford  avenue  and 
Huntingdon  street ;  on  Huntingdon  to  Coral  street,  to  York 
street,  to  Third  street ;  on  Second  street  from  Jefferson  to 
Butler  street ;  on  Jefferson  street  from  Second  street  to  Ger- 
mantown  avenue;  on  Third  street  from  Oxford  street  to  Indi- 
ana avenue  to  Second  street ;  on  Dauphin  street  from  Third 
street  to  Emerald  street,  to  Cumberland  street ;  on  Cumber- 
land street  from  Emerald  street  to  Richmond  street ;  on  Dock 
street  from  Second  to  Third  streets  ;  and  to  extend  the  same 
from  time  to  time  on  such  streets  as  are  provided  for  under 
the  charter  of-said  company. 

Sect.  2.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which 
the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
be  placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb  lines,  and  con- 
nected Avith  street  wires,  or  at  the  option  of  the  company  to 
be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.  That  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built 
and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting 
and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  auy  of  the 
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streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kiiid^ 
style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine 
and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company,  and  all  feed  wirea 
shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing  the 
railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  the 
said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the 
same  on  behalf  of  the  City)  which  agreement  shall  be  in  form 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other  things 
provide,  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  keep  and 
maintain  in  gocd  order,  at  all  times  whether  paved,  macada- 
mized or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  tiuversed 
by  its  lines  of  railway,  or  by  its  trolley  system,  that  the  said 
railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  noAv  in  force, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government, 
control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  that  in  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars,  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds 
and  character  of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans, 
profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way, 
at  all  times  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments 
of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety ;  that  the  said  company 
shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley  system  when- 
ever directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils ;  that  the  said 
railway  company  shall  run  cars  over  its  entire  line,  at  inter- 
vals not  exceeding  five  minutes  between  the  hours  of  6  and  9 
A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten 
minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between  the 
hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  run  at  least 
every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  con- 
tinuous ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  present  rates 
per  passenger,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock 
A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents;  that  work  upon 
said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within  six 
months,  completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route 
herein  named,  within  one  year,  and  that  the  said  railway  com- 
pany shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved 
by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the 
Mayor  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25.000)  dollars, 
conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and    carrying  out   of 
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all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agreement 
herein  authorized,  Avhich  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the 
money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  repave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks,  or 
other  improved  pavement  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Department  all  streets  to  be  occupied 
by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and 
also  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved 
pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the 
said  Department ;  said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb 
for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and 
trolley  wires,  or  by  other  electric  motive  power  system. 
Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said 
streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed,  or  of 
the  poles  or  trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  motive  power 
system  shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed 
and  completed  with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as 
rapidly  as  such  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets, 
or  as  Councils  may  by  ordinance  or  otherwise  direct ;  if  not 
thus  pushed,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
may  enter  upon  the  streets  and  complete  the  same  at  the  ex- 
pense and  cost  of  the  said  railway,  trolley,  or  other  electric 
motive  power  company  constructed  therein ;  and  that  said 
company  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in 
good  repair,  wdien  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric  mo- 
tive power  system  shall  be  maintained  on  such  streets.  Pro- 
vided^ That  such  repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not 
free  the  said  company  from  any  other  paving,  repaving  and 
repairing  the  streets  occupied  by  it  that  may  be  required  by 
any  ordinance  of  Councils  which  has  been  passed,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or  obligation 
resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and  repairing  that  is  incum- 
bent on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly  ;  and 
that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by 
said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

That  permission  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Lehigh  Avenue  Railway  Company 
of  Philadelphia  to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power 
of  Its  cars  on  its  ti-acks  as  the  same  are  now  authorized  to  be 
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laid,  viz :  On  Lehigh  avenue,  from  Second  street  to  Ridge 
avenue ;  on  Thirty-fourth  street,  from  Depot  south  of  Lehigh 
avenue  to  Lehigh  avenue. 

Sect.  2.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which 
the  said  Company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
be  placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb  lines,  and  con- 
nected with  the  street  wires,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  Company, 
to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.  That  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built 
and  erected  as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting 
and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the 
streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  The  same  to  be  of  the 
kind,  style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the 
Catharine  and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company,  and  all 
feed  wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart-

now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to 
the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads 
of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the 
construction  and  e(iuipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars,  or  its  trolley 
system,  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies  or  work- 
manship, plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  sub- 
ject in  every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection 
of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety. 
That  the  said  Company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the 
overhead  trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by 
ordinance  of  Councils.  That  the  said  Railway  Company  shall 
run  cars  over  its  entire  line  at   intervals  not  exceeding  five 
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minutes,  between  the  houi'S  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P. 
M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours 
of  the  day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and 
5  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate 
of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the 
entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five  cents  per  passenger,  exce}:ting 
between  midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not 
exceed  ten  cents.  That  work  upon  the  said  railway  and 
trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  completed 
and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within 
one  year,  and  that  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  furnish 
and  execute  a  bond  in  tlie  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor, 
and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the 
faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  this  ordinance  and  agreement  herein  authorized, 
which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  if  the  said  Railway  Company 
shall  default  in  its  agreement.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordairi,  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  granted  to  the  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company,  and  the  Philadelphia  Traction 
Company,  to  use  electric  motors,  as  the  propelling  power  of 
its  cars,  Avith  the  necessary  standards  and  appliances  needed 
to  operate  the  same  by  overhead  electric  wires  on  its  tracks 
as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid :  on  Fifteenth  street, 
from  Cumberland  stieet  to  Glenwood  avenue  ;  on  Glenwood 
avenue  to  Broad  street ;  on  Broad  street  to  Erie  avenue  ;  on 
Erie  avenue  to  Fifteenth  street ;  on  Fifteenth  street  to  Indi-

system,  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils ;

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Act  of  Assembly.  And  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this 
ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Permitting  the  Continental  Passenger  Railway  Company,  and 
the  Philadelphia  Traction  Company,  to  use  electric  motor?, 
to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and  main- 
tain poles  to  support  the  same. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Continental  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  the  Philadelphia  Traction  Company,  to  use  electric 
motors,  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars,  with  the  necessary 
standards  and  appliances  needed  to  operate  the  same  by  over- 
head electric  wires,  on  its  tracks  as  the  same  are  authorized  to 
be  laid :  on  Twentieth  street,  from  Filbert  street  to  Morris 
street;  on  Eighteenth  street,  from  Sansom  street  to  Morris 
street ;  on  Reed  street,  from  Seventeenth  street  to  Twentieth 
street ;  also  Sansom  street,  from  Eighteenth  street  to  Twen- 
tieth street ;  Jayne  street,  from  Seventh  street  to  Sixth  street ; 
Sixth  street,  from  Jayne  street  to  Sansom  street ;  and  Sansom 
street,  from  Sixth  street  to  Seventh  street.  The  same  to  be 
of  the  kind,  style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  tue 
Catherine  and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company,  and  all 
feed  wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  2.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  proceed  with  the  work 
of  constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by 
this  ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an 
agreement  or  contract  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is

Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  Avith  the  work  of 
constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this 
ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an 
agi-eement  or  contract  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City) 
which  agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other  things  provide  :  that  the 
said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in 
good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or  un- 
improved, all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of 
railway  or  by  its  trolley  system;  that  the  said  railway  com- 
pany shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  passed  relating  to  the  government,  control 
or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  ;  That  in  the  construction  and  equipment 
of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  charac- 
ter of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  ele- 
vations, designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at  all 
times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of 
Public  Works  and  Public  Safety  ;  that  the  said  company  shall 
take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley  system  whenever 
directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils  ;  that  the  said  rail- 
way company  sail  run  cars  over  their  entire  lines  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  five  minutes  between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  A, 
M.,  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeiling  ten 
minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between  the 
hours  of  12  midnight  and  6  A.  M,  when  they  shall  run  at 
least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fire  to  be  charged  for  a  single 
continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  the  pres- 
ent fare,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M., 
when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents;  that  the  railway  or  trolley 
system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting  and  operating  of  an 
elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues 
herein  named ;  that  work  upon  said  railway  and  troHev  svs- 
tem  shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  ope- 
ration over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year, 
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and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  furnish  and  exe- 
cute a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  and 
with  security  appioved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars  conditioned  upon  the  laithful 
execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
this  ordinance  and  the  agreement  or  contract  herein  author- 
ized, which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the  money  shall 
be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  railway  company 
shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  3,  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good,  sub- 
stantial and  workmaidike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks  or  other 
improved  pavement  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Councils  or  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  to  be 
done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it  not  already 
repaved  Avith  such  improved  pavement,  and  also  all  other 
streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved  pavement,  the  re- 
paving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said  Department, 
said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such  length  of 
street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley  wires  or  by 
other  electric  motive  power  system  ;  such  repaving  shall  be 
commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets  as  soon  as  the  con- 
struction of  the  roadbed  or  of  the  poles  or  trolley  wires,  or 
other  electric  motive  power  system  shall  be  commenced  thereon, 
and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  with  all  reasonable  and 
proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  system  is  being  constructed 
in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by  ordinance  otherwise  di- 
rect ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets  and  complete  the 
same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said  railway,  trolley  or 
other  electric  motive  power  compan|r  constructed  therein  ;  and 
that  said  company  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  keep  the  said 
paving  in  good  repair  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said  ti'olley  or  other 
electric  motive  power  system  shall  be  maintained  on  such 
streets :  J^rovided,  That  such  repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid 
shall  not  free  the  said  company  from  any  other  paving,  re- 
paving and  repairing  the  streets  occupied  by  it  that  may  be 
required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  that  has  been  passed, 
or  that  may  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or  obligation 
resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and  repairing  that  is  incum- 
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bent  on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly,  and 
that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by 
said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

Permitting  the  Frankford  and  Southwark  Philadelphia  City 
Passenger  Railroad  Company  to  use  electric  motors  to  be 
supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and  maintain 
poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Frankford  and  Southwark  Phila- 
delphia City  Passenger  Railroad  Company  to  use  electric  mo- 
tors as  the  propelling  powers  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks  as  the 
same  are  now  authorized  to  be  laid,  viz : 

Beginning  at  Kensington  avenue  and  Cumberland  street : 
on  Kensington  avenue  to  Frankford  avenue  ;  on  Frankford 
avenue  to  Arrot  street,  also  beginning  at  Kensington  avenue 
and  Cumberland  street ;  on  Kensington  avenue  to  Front 
street ;  on  Front  street  to  Berks  street ;  on  Berks  street  to 
Sixth  street ;  on  Sixth  street  from  Luzerne  street  to  Jackson 
street ;  on  Jackson  street  to  Fifth  street  ;  on  Fifth  street  to 
Luzerne  street ;  on  Luzerne  street  to  Sixth  street ;  on  Powell 
street  from  Fifth  street  to  Sixth  street;  on  Christian  street 
from  Fifth  street  to  Sixth  street ;  on  Lehigh  avenue  from 
Kensington  avenue  to  Sixth  street ;  on  Cumberland  street 
from  Sixth  street  to  Jasper  street ;  on  Jasper  street  to  Hun- 
tingdon street;  on  Huntingdon  street  to  Sixth  street;  on 
Front  street  from  York  street  to  Butler  street;  on  Butler 
street  to  Sixth  street ;  on  Tioga  street  from  Front  street  to 
Glonwood  avenue ;  and  on  Glenw^ood  avenue  to  Sixth  street  ; 
on  Letterly  street  from  Kensington  avenue  to  depot,  about  150 
feet. 

Sect.  2.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  tlian  twenty  feet  high,  which 
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the  said  company  is  nuliorized  to  erect  and  maintain  and  to  he 
placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb  lines,  and  con- 
nected with  street  wires,  or  at  the  option  of  the  company  to  be 
erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction  ;  that  the  rail- 
way or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and 
erected  as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting  and 
operating  of  an  elevated  vailway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets 
or  avenues  herein  named  ;  the  same  to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and 
system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine  and  Bain- 
bridge  Streets  Railway  Company,  and  all  feed  wires  shall  be 
buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing  the 
railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  the 
said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the 
same  on  behalf  of  the  City)  which  agreement  shall  be  in  form 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other  things 
provide,  that  the  said  raihvay  company  shall  agree  to  keep  and 
maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macada- 
mize'd  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed 
by  its  lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  :  that  the  said 
railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed  relating  to  the  government, 
control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ;  that  in  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system  all  kinds 
and  character  of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans, 
profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  everyway 
at  all  times  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments 
of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety;  that  the  said  company 
shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley  system  when- 
ever directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils ;  that  the  said 
railway  company  shall  run  cars  over  its  entire  line  at  inter- 
vals not  exceeding  five  minutes  between  the  hours  of  6  ami  9 
A.  M.,  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals-not  exceeding  ten 
minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day  excepting  between  the 
hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  run  at  least 
every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  con- 
tinuous ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  the  present 
rates  per  passenger  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock 
A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents. 
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That  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall 
be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over 
the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year,  and  that  the 
said  railway  company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,- 
000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and 
carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance 
and  agreement  herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to 
the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
if  the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks  6r 
other  improved  pavement  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Councils 
or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and 
to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  said  department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it 
not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and  also 
all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved  pave- 
ment, the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said  de- 
partment, said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such 
length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley  wires 
or  by  other  electric  motive  power  system. 

Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said 
streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed  or  of  the 
poles  or  trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  motive  power  system 
shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  com- 
pleted with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as 
such  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Coun- 
cils may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon 
the  streets  and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of 
the  said  railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power  com- 
pany constructed  therein,  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all

and  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of 
any  Act  of  Assembly,  and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this  ordi- 
nance.

The  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  not  issue  any  permit 
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for  the  drainage  of  properties  on   the  said  Fisher's  avenue 
until  the  re2;ular  frontage  charges  shall  have  been  paid  therefor. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise,  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
tliera  to  the  lowest  bidders;  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  said 
•contract  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  assessed 
upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on  the  lines  of  said 
sewers,  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  ordinance  entitled 
"  An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment  upon  property  for 
the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or  drains,"  approved  May 
12,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto,  approved  February  16, 
1869  ;  any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment  in  addition 
to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw  warrants 
for  street  intersections,  manholes,  and  legal  deductions  in  the 
construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3,  1868,  to 
be  charged  to  Item  (for  branch  sewers)  of  annual  appropria- 
tion made  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of 
Surveys),  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty-six 
thousand  (56,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  not  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  construction  of  any 
of  the  sewers  authorized  by  this  ordinance  until  the  streets 
are  on  the  City  plan,  legally  opened  and  all  the  property 
abutting  thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rates  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  where  the  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full 
City  rates,  and  the  streets  on  the  plan  are  opened,  he  may 
advertise  and  award  contracts  upon  the  receipt  of  a  duly  exe- 
cuted agreement  binding  the  , owners  to  pay  the  regular 
asessment  charges.

AN    ORDINANCE 

To    reduce   the  charges    for   water   furnished    to    consumers 
through  meters. 

Section  1.    The  Select  and  Qommon   Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  on  and  after  January  1, 
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1894,  the  charges  for  water  supplied  to  consumers  through 
meters  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  thirty  (30)  cents  per  thousand 
(1,000)  cubic  feet.  All  meters  to  be  directly  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  which  Bureau  shall,  upon  notice, 
make  all  modifications  or  repairs  to  same.  The  Bureau  of 
Water  is  directed  to  place  a  seal  upon  all  water  meters  imme- 
diately after  introducing  the  meter  upon  the  service  pipe,  and 
the  breakage  of  the  seal,  or  otherwise  interfering  with  the 
meter,  shall  subject  the  person,  firm -or  corporation  using  said 
meter,  to  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  dollars  for 
each  offence,  to  be  collected  as  like  penalties  are  collectible 
under  the  law.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  paving  and  repaving  of  streets  with  vitrified 
paving  bricks,  or  vitrified  blocks,  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. 

Skction  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  all  streets  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  paved  or  repaved  with  vitrified  bricks,  or  blocks, 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  paved 
under  and  subject  to  the  following  specifications,  viz. : 

Foundation. 

The  street  shall  be  excavated  and  graded  from  curb  tr> 
curb  accurately  to  a  sub-grade  of  nine  and  one-half  (9i) 
inches  preparatory  for  paving ;  this  sub-grade  to  be  exca- 
vated or  graded  one  full  block  in  length,  and  thoroughly 
compacted  by  rolling  with  a  heavy  steam  roller  weighing  not 
less  than  five  (5)  gross  tons,  until  the  new  surface,  from  curl> 
to  curb,  shall  be  exactly  nine  and  one-half  (9|)  inches  below 
the  intended  finished  grade  of  the  pavement  and  parallel  with 
it.  The  contractor  shall  do  all  filling  and  leveling  to  estab- 
lished  grades,  and  soft  and  spongy   places  shall  be  dug  out 
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and  refilled  with  coarse  sand  or  gravel  screenings,  rammed 
solid  previous  to  the  rolling.  Upon  the  sub-grade,  after  rolling 
to  a  solid  foundation  thus  prepared,  shall  be  laid  a  bed  of 
hydraulic  cement  concrete,  four  (4)  inches  in  thickness,  to  be 
made  as  follows :  The  cement  shall  be  of  the  best  quality, 
American  natural  cement,  96  per  cent,  of  which,  b}'  weight, 
shall  pass  a  wire-cloth  sieve  of  2,500  meshes  per  square  inch. 
Briquettes  of  neat  cement  one  square  inch  in  cross  section, 
one  day  in  water  after  setting,  shall  hav^  an  ultimate  tensile 
strength  of  fifty  pounds,  and  after  seven  days  in  water,  one 
hundred  and  twenty  pounds.  The  concrete  shall  be  com- 
posed of  one  measure  of  cement  and  two  of  clean  sharp 
sand,  thoroughly  mixed  dry,  and  then  made  into  a  mortar 
with  the  least  possible  amount  of  water ;  the  broken  stone 
shall  be  limestone,  slag,  or  other  equally  hard  stone,  free 
from  dust  or  dirt,  and  of  a  size  that  its  largest  dimension 
will  pass  through  a  two  inch  ring,  to  be  thoroughly  drenched 
with  water,  but  containing  no  excess  of  Avater  in  the  heap, 
shall  then  be  incorporated  immediately  with  the  mortar  in 
such  quantities,  that  when  rammed  free  mortar  shall  appear 
upon  the  surface ;  this  proportion,  when  ascertained,  shall  be 
regulated  by  measure.  All  cements  shall  be  delivered  ten  days 
before  it  is  required  for  use,  and  shall  be  inspected,  and  all 
rejected  shall  be  immediately  removed  b}"  the  contractor, 
Thev  shall  be  finely  ground,  uniform  in  quality,  and  the 
contractor  must  submit  the  cement  for  inspection  and  testing 
at  least  ten  days  before  using  it.  The  inspector  shall  be 
notified  of  each  delivery  of  cement.  The  accepted  cement  must 
be  protected  from  moisture  and  placed  on  a  wooden  platform  or 
blockings  raised  from  the  ground,  and  may  be  reinspected  at 
any  time.  The  finest  ground  cement  shall  have  the  preference. 
The  concrete  shall  be  evenly  spread  on  the  foundation  and 
rammed  with  wooden  rammers  until  thoroughly  compacted  and 
has  a  clear  mortar  surface,  which  surface  shall  be  five  and 
one-half  inches  below  the  grade  of  the  top  of  the  finished  pave- 
ment, and  parallel  thereto.  The  whole  operation  of  mixing 
and  laying  each  batch  must  be  performed  as  expeditiously  as 
possible,  by  the  employment  of  a  sufficient  number  of  skilled 
men,  and,  if  necessary,  must  be  protected  from  the  action  of 
the  sun  and  wind  until  set.  No  conerete  will  be  allowed  to 
be  used  Avhich  has  been  mixed  more  than  three  (3)  hours.  No 
carting  or  wheeling  will  be  allowed  on  the  concrete  until 
covered   by  the  paving.     The  concrete   foundation    shall    be 
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capable  of  sustaining  such  test  as  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  shall  deem  necessarv.  After  the  con- 
crete is  properl}'  set,  one  inch  of  clean  bar  sand  shall  be 
evenly  spread  upon  the  surfece  to  pave  upon.  In  paving,  the 
contractor  must  keep  the  sand  foundation  to  the  proper  grade 
or  slope  at  least  one  hundred  (100)  feet  in  advance  of  his 
paving  ;  the  latter  must  be  laid  in  sections  the  full  Avidth  of 
the  street,  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  the 
concrete  surface  to  be  entirely  clean  from  gravel,  rubbish,  or 
covering  of  any  description,  and  thoroughly  swept,  ready  for 
inspection  before  the  sand  is  leveled. 

Bricks  or  Blocks  and  Hoiv  Laid. 

The  bricks  or  blocks  must  be  vitrified  clay,  repressed  and 
especially  burned  for  street  paving,  and  not  less  than  nine 
inches  long,  four  inches  wide  and  thi'ee  inches  thick.  The 
bricks  or  blocks  may  have  two  or  more  ribs  or  projections 
upon  one  of  the  vertical  sides,  extending  from  top  to  bottom  ; 
on  the  opposite  vertical  side  of  the  brick  or  block,  a  groove  or 
channel  extending  longitudinally  from  end  to  end  of  the  brick 
or  block,  and  connecting  with  a  like  transverse  groove  extend- 
ing across  each  end,  thus  serving  by  contact  with  the  flat  side 
of  an  adjoining  brick  or  block,  to  secui-e  a  separation,  that 
cementing  material  may  effect  a  practical  encircling  of  each 
brick  or  block,  flowing  into  the  grooves,  thus  keying  or 
locking  together  the  entire  pavement.  The  Department 
of  Public  Works,  however,  is  authorized  to  accept  pro- 
posals for  street  paving  with  other  vitrified  bricks,  providing 
they  shall  be  in  quality  not  inferior  to  those  herein  described. 
The  bricks  or  blocks  must  be  set  vertically  on  edge  in  close 
contact  with  each  other,  in  straight  rows  across  the  street, 
excepting  at  intersections,  which  shall  be  paved  at  an  angle 
of  forty-five  degrees  to  the  lines  of  the  intersecting  roadways, 
and  those  in  adjoining  rows  so  set  as  to  regularly  break  joints. 
jNo  bats  or  broken  bricks  or  blocks  can  be  used,  except  at 
curbs,  where  half  bricks  or  blocks  must  be  used  to  break 
joints.  The  bricks  or  blocks  having  been  set,  must  be  rolled 
with  the  above-mentioned  steam  roller.  After  being  rolled, 
the  surface  of  the  roadway  must  be  true  to  grade,  and  show 
no  continuous  lines  or  unequal  settlements  produced  by  the 
roller.  After  being  thoroughly  rolled,  the  bricks  or  blocks  shall 
be  grouted  with  Portland  cement  grouting  until  the  joints  are 
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filled  flush  with  the  surface  of  the  bricks  or  blocks.  The 
grouting  to  be  composed  of  one  part  fresh  ground  Portland 
cement  and  one  part  clean  bar  sand,  and  mixed  with  clean 
water  to  a  consistency  that  will  readily  permeate  the  joints 
between  the  bricks. 

Sect,  2.  All  streets  paved  or  repaved  other  than  under 
contracts  made  in  the  regular  way  with  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  in  all  particulars  conform  to  these  specifications, 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized  to  assign 
inspectors  to  see  that  the  work  is  properly  done.  Before  any 
permit  shall  be  issued  or  contract  made  for  paving  said  streets 
a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  such  inspection  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  by  the  persons,  firms 
or  corporations  applying  for  such  permits  or  contracts. 

Sect.  3.  All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsis- 
tent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

For  the  preservation  of  street  paving  by  authorizing  the  laying 
of  water  mains  and  service  connections  from  the  main  to 
curb  prior  to  the  paving  or  repaving,  and  to  provide  for 
the  collection  of  the  costs  thereof. 

Sectfon  1.  The  iSelect  and  Common  Councils  cf  the  City 
of  PhiladAphia  do  ordaiyi.  That  before  streets  shall  be  paved 
or  repaved  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  all  water  pipes  and  elec- 
trical conduits,  if  required,  shall  be  laid,  and  all  house  connec- 
tions thereto  shall  be  put  in  to  the  inside  of  the  curb  line. 

Sect.  2.  Where  no  houses  are  located,  property  owners  and 
builders  must  submit  plans  shoAving  how  the  property  is  to  be 
subdivided  for  building  purposes,  the  character  of  the  build- 
ings, and  the  probable  requirements  for  sewerage,  and  for  gas 
and  water  supply  (electrical),  and  attachments  for  such  pro- 
perties shall  be  made  to  and  beyond  the  curb  line  by  the  Bur- 
eau having  charge  of  such  work.     Should   such  a   statement 
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be  not  given  after  ten  days'  notice,  said  connections  shall  be 
made  on  each  side  of  the  street,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Skct.  3.  The  water  attachment  shall  be  made  with  lead 
pipe,  of  suitable  size  and  of  extra  strength,  which  shall  be  laid 
at  least  four  and  one-half  (4|)  feet  below  the  surface  of  the 
street,  and  extend  sixteen  (16)  feet  from  the  City  pipe  to  the 
inside  of  the  curb  line  or  beyond  where  a  curb  stop  shall  be 
placed  and  protected  with  an  iron  box  and  cover,  the  stop  to 
be  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  City. 

Sect.  4.  The  charge  for  the  water  attachments,  Avhich  shall 
include  the  ferrule,  the  pipe,  the  stop  cock,  the  stop  box,  and 
all  labor  and  material,  shall  be  as  follows  :  for  ^-inch  con- 
nection, fourteen  (14)  dollars  ;  for  ^-inch  connection,  fifteen 
(15)  dollars;  for  |-inch  connection,  sixteen  (16)  dollars;  for 
1-inch  connection,  eighteen  (18)  dollars;  for  1^-inch  connec- 
tion, twenty  (20)  dollars  ;  for  l|-inch  connection,  twenty-five 
(25)  dollars;  for  2-inch  connection,  thirty-five  (35)  dollars; 
for  3-inch  connection,  fifty  (50)  dollars ;  for  4-inch  connec- 
tion, sixty  (60)  dollars  ;  for  6-inch  connection,  seventy-five 
(75)  dollars.  All  future  repairs  to  these  connections  shall  be 
made  by  the  City  free  of  charge.  Before  any  property  owner 
on  the  line  of  such  street  shall  be  permitted  to  continue  the 
service  attachments  to  a  building  for  a  water  supply,  or  to  use 
the  attachments  for  building  purposes,  he  shall  pay  the  above 
charges  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  and  exhibit  the  receipt 
therefor  when  applying  for  a  water  permit. 

Sect.  5.  If  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  turn  on  or  use 
the  water  from  these  service  attachments  without  first  obtain- 
ing a  permit  therefor,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense, 
which  amount  shall  be  added  to  the  charge  for  the  permit,  and 
the  premises  shall  be  deprived  of  water  until  all  charges  be 
paid  and  a  permit  regularly  issued. 

Sect.  6.  Dwelling  houses  shall  have  but  one  water  attach- 
ment. Stores  (where  there  are  a  number  in  one  building) 
and  manufacturing  establishments,  when  necessary,  may  have 
more  than  one  connection,  the  size  of  which  shall  be  regulated 
by  the  amount  of  water  rent  paid  as  follows  :  for  ^-inch  ferrule, 
for  a  sum  less  than  fifteen  (15)  dollars  ;  for  ^-inch  ferrule,  from 
fifteen  (15)  dollars  to  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  inclusive ;  for 
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f-inch  ferrule,  from  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  to  forty  (40)  dol- 
lars inclusive  ;  for  1-inch  ferrule,  from  forty  (iO)  dollars  to 
ninety  (00)  dollars  inclusive;  for  IJ-incli  ferrule,  from  ninety 
(90)  dollars  to  one  hundred  and  sixty  (1'30)  dollars  inclusive  ; 
for  2-ineh  ferrule,  from  one  hundred  and  sixty  (100)  dollars 
to  three  hundred  and  sixty  (360)  dollars  inclusive  ;  for  3-inch 
ferrule,  from  three  hundred  and  sixty  (360)  dollars  to  six 
hundred  and  forty  (640)  dollars  inclusive  ;  for  4-inch  ferrule, 
from  six  hundred  and  forty  (640)  dollars  to  one  thousand  four 
hundred  and  forty  (1,440)  dollars  inclusive ;  above  one  thous- 
and four  hundred  and  forty  (1,440)  dollars,  6-inch. 

Sect.  7.  If  a  connection  has  been  made  with  the  City 
pipes  for  building  purposes,  it  must  be  removed  previous  to 
the  paving  of  the  street,  and  the  applicant  shall  pay  for  its 
removal  at  the  time  the  permit  is  granted. 

Sect.  8.  Where  buildings  have  been  removed,  all  attach- 
ment-s  made  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  not  required  for 
future  supply  must  be  Avithdrawn  by  the  City  from  the  supply 
pipes  and  the  premises  charged  with  the  expense  thereof, 
which  must  be  paid  before  new  connections  can  be  made.  If 
no  new  connections  are  to  be  made,  bills  shall  be  rendered  the 
property  owners  for  the  cost  of  removing  the  abandoned  con- 
nections. All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  opening  of  Windrim,  Stenton  and  Hunter's 
avenues,  Broad,  Morris,  Sullivan,  Wingohocking,  P, 
Waterloo,  Twentieth,  Ontario,  Westmoreland,  Hancock, 
Mascher,  Pike,  Rorer,  Venango,  Warren,  Emily.  Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth,  Seventeenth,  Eighteenth,  Porter,  Ritner  and 
Wolf  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Sdect  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
notify  the  owners  of  property  over  and  through  which  the 
following  streets  will  pass,   that  at  the  expiration  of  three 
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months  from  the  date  of  said  notice,  said  streets  will  be  re- 
quired for  public  use,  viz.  :  Windrim  avenue,  from  Thirteenth 
street  to  Fisher's  lane ;  Stenton  avenue,  from  Washington 
lane  to  Haines  street ;  Broad  street,  from  Green  lane  to 
Chelten  avenue  ;  Morris  street,  from  Coulter  to  Winona  street ; 
Sullivan  street,  from  Washington  lane  to  Upsal  street  ;  Win- 
gohocking  street,  from  Broad  to  Seventeenth  street ;  P  street, 
from  Arrott  to  Foulkrod  street ;  Waterloo  street,  from  Alle- 
gheny avenue  to  Westmoreland  street ;  Twentieth  street,  from 
Girard  avenue  to  South  College  avenue  ;  Ontario  street,  from 
Second  street  to  Kensington  avenue  ;  Westmoreland  street, 
from  Second  street  to  Kensington  avenue ;  Hancock  street,  from 
Ontario  sti-eet  to  Allegheny  avenue  ;  Mascher  street,  from 
Ontario  street  to  Allegheny  avenue  ;  Pike  street,  from  Thir- 
teenth to  Broad  street ;  Rorer  street,  from  Indiana  to  Clear- 
field street ;  Venango  street,  from  Old  Front  to  .T  street  ; 
Warren  street,  to  its  full  width,  from  Fifty-second  street  to  Fifty- 
first  street ;  Hunter's  lane  or  avenue,  lo  its  full  width,  from 
Fifty  fourth  to  Fifty-sixth  street ;  Emily  street,  from  Fifteenth 
to  Sixteenth :  Provided,  The  owners  of  property  in  the 
vicinity  of  said  Emily  street  first  file  a  satisfactory  bond  with 
the  City  Solicitor  indemnifying  the  City  against  damages  by 
reason  of  the  opening  of  said  street ;  Fifteenth  street,  from 
Snyder  avenue  to  Porter  street ;  Sixteenth  street,  from  Pass- 
yunk  avenue  to  Porter  street ;  Seventeenth  street,  from  Pass- 
yunk  avenue  to  Porter  street ;  Eighteenth  street,  from  260 
feet  south  of  Wolf  street  to  Porter  street ;  Porter  street,  from 
Broad  street  to  Penrose  Fer-ry  road ;  Ritner  street,  from 
Broad  street  to  Penrose  Ferry  road  ;  Wolf  street,  from  Broad 
to  Eighteenth  street :  Provided.  That  Messrs.  Widener  and 
Elk  ins  first  dedicate  so  much  of  the  bed  of  said  Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth,  Seventeenth.  Eighteenth,  Porter,  Ritner  and  Wolf 
streets  as  may  be  owned  by  them.' 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  cf  Philadel- 
phia, for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  ma}'  be  assessed 
by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said  streets ;  upon  the  filing  of 
said  bonds,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  three  months,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  forthwith 
proceed  to  open  said  streets.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

For  the  preservation  of  street  paving,  by  authorizing  the  lay- 
ing of  lateral  sewer  connections  from  the  main,  prior  to  pav- 
ing or  repaving  of  streets  to  inside  of  the  curb,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  collecting  the  costs  thereof. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
cf  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  hereafter  whenever  any 
sewer  is  constructed  in  the  cartway  of  a  public  highway  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall 
lay  the  necessary  lateral  house  connections  from  the  sewer  to 
inside  of  the  curb  on  each  side  of  tiie  street,  and  where  per- 
mits are  granted  to  connect  by  such  laterals  with  a  sewer,  a 
charge  of  five  (5)  dollars  for  each  connection  shall  be  made  by 
the  said  Department  in  addition  to  the  charges  specified  and 
provided  for  in  Section  1,  of  an  ordinance  entitled  ''An  Or- 
dinance to  regulate  the  charges  for  permits  for  connections 
with,  and  repairs  to  water  pipes,  sewers,  drains  and  conduits," 
approved  March  30,  1889,  and  an  amendment  thereto  ap- 
proved February  25,  1890. 

Sbct.  2.  That  when  a  main  sewer  is  built  in  any  street, 
and  it  is  deemed  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  that 
parallel  sewers  for  house  connections  should  be  built,  no  con- 
nections shall  enter  such  main  sewer,  nor  will  the  abutting 
property  owner  be  assessable  for  the  Main  Sewer.  Where 
parallel  sewers  are  built,  owners  of  property  will  be  assessed 
for  the  same  as  now  prescribed  by  law,  and  permits  for  house 
connections  thereto  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  1 :  Provided,  That  no  such  parallel  sewers 
shall  be  laid  inside  of  the  curb  line. 

Sect.  3.  Where  streets  are  to  be  paved  or  repaved,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  author- 
ized, when  in  hisjudgment  it  becomes  necessary,  to  have  made 
lateral  connections  from  the  curb  line  to  any  of  the  sewers 
noAv  laid  in  said  streets,  and  to  collect  the  cost  thereof  as 
herein  provided. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person  or  persons  making  connections  with 
sewers  other  than  with  the  provisions  of  this  and  existing 
ordinances,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  (50)  dollars,  said 
penalty  to  be  collected  as   like  penalties  are  now  recoverable, 
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and  no  permit  shall  be  issued  to  any  one  so  oft'ending  until  all 
fines  and  penalties  have  been  paid.  All  ordinances  or  parts 
of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN   ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  construction  of  sewers  and  the  laying  and 
relaying  of  gas  and  water  pipe  in  streets  to  be  paved  or 
repaved  by  passenger  railway  companies. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadeljyhia  do  ordain,  That  whenever  a  street  or  streets 
are  to  be  paved  or  repaved  by  a  passenger  railway  company 
or  companies,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  construct  sewers  and  lay 
and  rela}'  gas  and  water  pipes,  wherever  the  same  may  be 
necessary,  before  said  paving  or  repaving  shall  be  done.  The 
said  work  to  be  done  in  accordance  with  existing  ordinances, 
the  cost  of  laying  or  relaying  said  gas  and  water  pipes  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriate  item  in  the  annual  appropriation 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  the  same  assessed 
against  abutting  properties  in  manner  and  form  as  provided 
in  existing  ordinances.  Any  excess  over  and  above  the 
assessments  in  the  cost  of  constructing  sewers  provided  for  in 
ordinance  of  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriate 
item  in  the  said  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

Sect.  2.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  "same  are  hereby  repealed.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  prohibit  setting  and   resetting   of  curbs  by  unuuthorized 
persons. 

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  (lommon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  require 
all  curb  setters  to  be  registered  in  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

Sect.  2.  That  any  contractor  who  shall  set  or  reset  curbs 
without  a  permit  from  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  or  without 
lines  and  heights  first  obtained  from  the  District  Surveyor, 
or  not  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  furnished  by 
him,  or  if  he  fails  to  replace  gutters,  and  the  shoulder  of  the 
street,  or  to  repave  the  footway  back  of  the  curb,  and  remove 
surplus  dirt,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
may  revoke  his  right,  and  he  shall  in  no  case  be  allowed  to 
set  or  reset  curbs,  and  be  restored  to  his  privilege  only  at 
the  discretion  of  the  said  Director.  No  person  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  curb  regulations  by  the  District  Surveyor,  nor 
shall  he  set  or  reset  curbs  without  being  registered. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person  failing  to  comply  with,  or  violating 
this  ordinance,  or  any  provision  thereof,  the  penalty  for  which 
shall  not  have  been  herein  otherwise  provided  for.  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offense,  to  be  recoverable  before  any  police  magistrate  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  upon  complaint  of  an  officer  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  or  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  and  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Sect.  4.  All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsis- 
tent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Regulating    the   laying  of  granite   block    pavements    in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.    The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
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of  this  ordinance  the  following  specifications  shall  be  used  in 
paving  and  repaying  streets  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
including  the  repaving  of  streets  by  passenger  railway  com- 
panies, with  granite  blocks  : 

1.  The  contractor  shall  do  all  work  necessary  to  complete 
the  pavement  to  finished  grade,  furnish  all  material  necessary 
therefor,  and  clean  the  street  within  forty-eight  hours  after 
each  square  of  the  pavement  is  completed. 

No  more  than  two  S(|uares  or  blocks  of  the  street  shall  be 
open  at  any  one  time. 

The  finished  grade  for  the  gutters  shall  be  generally  five 
inches  below  the  top  of  the  curb,  except  Avhere  a  change  is 
directed  by  the  District  Surveyor  to  msure  proper  surface 
drainage. 

2.  The  crowning  or  rise  of  the  finished  pavement  from  the 
gutters  towards  the  centre  of  the  street  shall  be  at  a  rate  of 
two  and  one-half  feet  per  one  hundred  feet,  except  at  inter- 
sections, or  where  the  surface  drainage  demands  a  different 
crown,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  District  Surveyor.  Gutter 
and  crown  stakes  must  be  set  each  fifty  feet. 

3.  The  street  shall  be  excavated  and  graded  from  curb  to 
curb,  accurately  to  sub-grade,  and  thoroughly  compacted  by 
rolling  with  a  five-ton  roller,  not  less  than  five  feet  in  diameter, 
to  exactly  fifteen  inches  below  the  finished  grade,  soft  and 
spongy  places  dug  out  and  filled  solidly,  this  base  to  be  filled 
with  sharp  foundation  sand  or  gravel,  and  thoroughly  com- 
pacted by  rolling  with  the  above-mentioned  roller,  until  the 
new  surface  from  curb  to  curb  is  exactly  fifteen  inches  below 
finished  grade. 

Upon  the  sub-grade,  after  rolling  with  a  roller  weigh- 
ing not  less  than  five  gross  tons  to  a  solid  foundation  thus 
pi-epared,  shall  be  laid  a  bed  of  hydraulic  cement  concrete,  six 
(6)  inches  in  thickness,  to  be  made  as  follows  : — 

American  natural  cement  may  be  used,  or  Portland  cement 
of  approved  manufacture,  either  foreign  or  domestic. 

All  cement  shall  be  delivered  on  the  ground  (10)  days 
before  it  is  required  for  use,  it  shall  be  inspected  and  tested, 
and  that  rejected  shall  be  immediately  removed  by  the  con- 
tractor. The  Inspector  shall  be  notified  of  each  delivery  of 
cement.  The  accepted  cement  must  be  protected  from  mois- 
ture and  placed  on  a  wooden  platform  or  blockings  raised  from 
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the  ground,  and  may  be  reinspected  at  any  time.  The  finest 
ground  cement,  and  of  uniform  (quality,  shall  have  the 
preference. 

The  Portland  cement  shall  be  of  the  best  ([uality,  weighing 
not  less  than  112  lbs.  per  imperial  bushel,  and  96  per  cent,  by 
weight  shall  pass  a  wire  cloth  sieve  of  2,500  meshes  per 
square  inch.  Briquettes  of  neat  cement  one  sijuare  inch  in 
cross  section,  seven  days  in  water  after  setting,  shall  have  an 
ultimate  tensile  strength  of  three  hundred  pounds. 

Tlie  natural  cement  shall  be  of  the  best  quality,  96  per 
cent.,  by  weight,  shall  pass  a  wire  cloth  sieve  of  2,500  meshes 
per  square  inch.  Briquettes  of  neat  cement  one  square  inch 
in  cross  section,  one  day  in  Avater  after  setting,  shall  have  an 
ultimate  tensile  strength  of  fifty  pounds,  and  after  seven  days 
in  water,  one  hundred  and  tAventy  pounds. 

Concrete,  when  American  concrete  is  used,  shall  be  com- 
posed of  one  measure  of  cement  and  two  of  clean,  sharp 
sand,  thoroughly  mixed  dry,  or  when  Portland  cement  is  used, 
one  measure  of  cement  and  three  of  clean  sharp  sand,  thor- 
oughly mixed  dry  and  then  made  into  a  mortar  with  the  least 
possible  amount  cf  water  ;  the  broken  stone  shall  be  solid  trap, 
slag,  limestone  or  other  equally  hard  stone,  free  from  dust  or 
dirt,  and  of  a  size  that  its  largest  dimension  will  pass  through 
a  one  and  one-half-inch  ring,  to  be  thoroughly  drenched  with 
water,  but  containing  no  excess  of  water  in  the  heap,  will  then 
be  incorporated  immediately  with  the  water  in  such  quantities 
that  ,vhen  rammed  free  mortar  shall  appear  upon  the  surface ; 
this  proportion,  when  ascertained,  Avill  be  regulated  by  measure. 

The  concrete  shall  be  evenly  spread  on  the  foundation  and 
rammed  with  wooden  rammers  until  thoroughly  compacted 
and  has  a  clear  mortar  surface,  which  surface  shall  be  nine 
(9)  inches  below  the  grade  of  the  top  of  the  finished  pavements 
and  parallel  thereto. 

The  whole  operation  of  mixing  and  laying  each  batch  must 
be  performed  as  expeditiously  as  possible  by  the  employment 
of  a  sufficient  number  of  skilled  men,  and,  if  necessary,  must 
be  protected  from  the  action  of  the  sun  and  wind  until  set. 
No  concrete  will  be  allowed  to  be  used  which  has  been  mixed 
more  than  three  (3)  hours. 

No  carting  will  be  allowed  on  the  concrete,  it  Avill  be  set 
hard  and  solid  to  bear  traffic,  and  be  approved  by  the  Inspector 
before  paving  upon  it. 
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The  concrete  foundation  shall  be  capable  of  sustaining  such 
test  as  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall 
deem  necessary. 

Sharp  approved  coarse  Jersey  paving  sand,  none  of  which 
shall  pass  a  No.  30  sieve  shall  be  spread  three  (3)  inches  in 
thickness  upon  the  concrete  foundation,  and  the  atone  paving 
blocks  bedded  thereon.  The  blocks  shall  be  properly  assorted 
or  gauged,  those  of  the  same  width  or  depth  to  be  placed  in 
consecutive  rows,  and  blocks  diifering  in  width  more  than 
one-quarter  inch  will  not  be  allowed  in  the  same  row. 
They  shall  be  placed  vertically  on  edge  in  close  contact  with 
each  other  across  the  street  in  straight  rows,  at  right  angles  to 
the  curbing,  except  at  intersections,  which  shall  be  paved  at 
an  angle  of  forty-five  (45)  degrees  to  the  lines  of  the  inter- 
secting roadways.  Blocks  in  adjoining  rows  shall  be  set  to 
break  joints  by  a  space  of  not  less  than  four  inches,  and  when 
thoroughly  rammed,  they  will  be  brought  to  the  exact  grade 
and  making  joints  not  over  one-half  inch  in  thickness.  At 
all  times  during  the  progress  of  the  work  one  hundred  feet 
linear  of  the  paving  must  be  laid  continuously  in  advance  of 
filling  and  ramming  to  permit  the  proper  inspection  of  the 
blocks  and  the  work. 

4.  The  paving  blocks  shall  be  fitted  blocks,  with  square 
heads  and  in  sizes  from  six  (6)  to  six  and  one-half  (6 J)  inches 
in  depth,  three  and  one-half  (3|)  inches  in  width,  eight  (8) 
to  twelve  (12)  inches  in  length  ;  four  (4)  inches  in  width,  eight 
(8)  to  twelve  (12)  inches  in  length,  and  four  and  one-half  (4 J) 
inches  in  width,  eight  (8)  to  twelve  (12)  inches  in  length,  to 
be  sorted  at  the  quarries  at  the  above  sizes  and  kept  separate, 
and  delivered  and  set  separately,  all  the  faces  of  the  blocks  to 
be  not  warped,  parallel,  free  from  bunches,  depressions  and 
inequalities  exceeding  one-quarter  inch,  and  no  stones  shall 
measure  less  than  the  above  named  lowest  figure.  The  pave- 
ment must  be  laid  so  that  the  blocks  shall  be  uniform  in  width 
in  sections  across  the  full  width  of  the  street,  and  the  paving 
when  laid  shall  measure  as  follows :  Three  and  one-half  (3|) 
inch  blocks  to  lay  thirty-two  (32)  per  square  yard,  four 
(4)  rows  to  measure  sixteen  (16)  inches  Avhen  laid  ;  four  (4) 
inch  blocks  to  lay  twenty-eight  (28)  per  square  yard,  four  (4) 
rows  to  measure  eighteen  (18)  inches  when  laid ;  four  and 
one-half  (4J)  inch  blocks  to  lay  twenty-five  (25)  per  square 
yard,  four  (4)  rows  to  measure  twenty  (20)  inches  when  laid. 
The  paving  laid  to  be  paid  for  at  a  contract  price  per  square 
11 
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yard,  and  in  case  the  work  laid  in  tlie  street  does  not  comply 
with  the  conditions  of  the  specifications  in  the  quantities  and 
measurement  of  the  blocks  required  by  the  several  widths,  a 
reduction  of  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent,  shall  be  made  from  the 
contract  price  per  square  yard  in  payment  for  all  sections  of 
paving  that  exceed  the  widths  prescribed  for  each  four  (4) 
rows  of  blocks  when  laid  of  each  of  the  several  widths 
described  herein  to  be  used  in  the  paving  or  repaying  of 
streets ;  the  reduction  in  measurement  to  be  computed  by  the 
width  of  the  work  in  default  by  the  width  of  the  street 
between  curbs ;  any  such  reduction  made  to  be  credited  off 
the  bills  for  pavement  in  the  street  pro  rata  to  each  front. 

5.  The  pavement  will  be  rammed  three  times  with  fifty-five 
(55)  pound  rammers,  until  no  further  settling  occurs  under  the 
ramming.  While  being  rammed  the  joints  shall  be  kept  Avell 
filled  with  dry  pebbles.  ^  Any  blocks  that  do  not  conform  to 
the  exact  grade  shall  be  reset  and  rerammed.  The  pebbles 
for  filling  joints  shall  be  quartz,  hard,  clean,  well  washed  and 
not  easily  crushed,  one-eighth  (|)  to  one-half  (|)  inch  in 
diameter,  entirely  free  from  dust,  dirt,  or  foreign  material,  and 
thoroughly  dry  when  delivered.  Immediately  after  the  final 
ramming,  the  pebbles  shall  be  swept  out  to  a  depth  of  one  (1) 
inch  from  the  top  of  the  pavement,  and  the  joints  filled  full 
with  hot  paving  pitch,  applied  in  liquid  form.  The  pitch  must 
be  prepared  for  paving  purposes  so  that  it  can  be  easily  applied 
in  the  liquid  state  when  artificially  heated,  and  used  to  thor- 
oughly fill  the  joints  and  not  spread  over  the  face  of  the  paving. 
While  the  paving  pitch  is  still  hot,  dry  sand  shall  be  spread 
very  thinly  over  the  entire  surface  of  the  pavement. 

If  the  weather  be  damp  while  the  paving  is  being  done,  or 
if  the  pebbles  become  wet,  they  shall  be  artificially  heated, 
and  kept  hot  until  they  are  flooded  with  paving  cement. 

Sect.  2.  All  streets  paved  or  repaved  other  than  under 
contracts  made  in  the  regular  way  with  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia shall  in  all  particulars  conform  to  these  specifications,' 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized  to  assign 
inspectors  to  see  that  the  work  is  properly  done.  Before  any 
permit  shall  be  issued  or  contract  made  for  paving  said  streets, 
a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  such  inspection  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  by  the  persons,  firms, 
or  corporations  applying  for  such  permits  or  contracts. 
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Sect.  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  three  million 
five  hundred  thousand  (3.500,000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  taken  from  the  loan  authorized 
by  "•An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  a  sum  not  exceediing  three 
million  five  hundred  thousand  (3,500,000)  dollars,  for  exten- 
sions and  improvements  of  a  permanent  character  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,"  approved  February  6,  1893,  to  the  fol- 
lowing items  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  for  said  year,  viz  :  to  new  item  2h  (Bureau  of 
Highways),  for  repaving  of  streets  not  occupied  by  passenger 
railways,  said  streets  to  be  designated  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (550,000)  dollars ;  for 
the  repavmg  of  Broad  street,  from  Passyunk  avenue  to  Fitz- 
water  street,  and  from  Spring  Garden  street  to  Filbert  street 
and  other  streets  adjacent  thereto,  three  hundred  thousand 
(300,000)  dollars  ;  for  repaving  tramway  streets  and  streets  of 
twenty  (20)  feet  or  less  in  width  from  curb  to  curb,  four  hun- 
dred thousand  (400,000)  dollars ;  total,  one  million  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (1,250,000)  dollars :  Provided,  That 
the  item  for  repaving  tramway  streets  and  streets  of  twenty 
(20)  feet  or  less  in  width,  from  curb  to  curb,  shall  include  the 
entire  cost  of  all  kinds  of  municipal  work  made  necessary  by 
reason  of  the  repaving. 

To  new  item  17|  (Bureau  of  Surveys),  for  the  construction 
of  main  sewers,  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(1,250,000)  dollars,  of  which  sum  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  (250,000)  dollars  shall  be  expended  upon  the  Ara- 
mingo  canal  system. 

To  new  item  9J  (Bureau  of  Water),  for  extending  the  build- 
ings, constructing  boilers,  building  and  erecting  pumping 
engines,  including  connection  at  Spring  Garden  Pumping 
Station,  four  hundred  and  five  thousand  (405,000)  dollars  ; 
for  extending  buildings  and  for  a  new  pumping  main  at  the 
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Lardner's  Point  Pumping  Station,  three  hundred  and  seventy 
thousand  (370,000)  dollars;  for  new  buildings  and  construc- 
tion of  a  new  conduit,  to  establish  a  new  pumping  station 
for  the  Queen  Lane  Reservoir,  two  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  (225,000)  dollars;  total,  one  million  (1,000,000) 
dollars.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Providing  what  shall  be  considered  satisfactory  evidence  of 
payment  of  water-pipe  claims  or  liens  in  certain  cases  ;  and 
authorizing  the  striking  off  or  satisfaction  of  such  claims  or 
liens  and  the  issuance  of  permits.  '' 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  all  cases  where  water- 
pipe  has  been  laid  in  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in 
front  of  property  subject  to  lien  at  the  time  such  pipe  was 
laid,  and  the  claims  or  bills  therefor  were  assessed  against  the 
owners  or  registered  owners  of  such  property  and  entered 
on  the  records  of  the  Water  Department  or  Bureau,  but  no 
lien  or  liens  for  such  claims  were  filed  by  the  City  Solicitor 
against  such  property,  or  if  filed  were  not  proceeded  in 
according  to  law  so  that  on  proper  application  the  writs  of 
scire  facias  on  the  claim  shall  be  or  have  been  quashed,  or  the 
judgment  obtained  shall  be  or  have  been  stricken  off  by  the 
Courts  having  proper  jurisdiction,  or  where  the  judgment, 
though  regularly  obtained,  shall  not  have  been  duly  revived 
according  to  law ;  or  where  attachments  to  the  water-pipe 
have  been  made,  whether  the  property  was  subject  to  lien  or 
not,  and  water  rents  thereon  are  shown  by  the  books  of  the 
Water  Department  or  Bureau  to  have  been  paid  to  the  City  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  six  years  and  no  lien  for  water-pipe 
laid  in  front  of  such  property  has  been  duly  filed  and  regularly 
revived  in  accordance  with  law  ;  then  and  in  all  such  cases,  it 
shall  be  presumed  that  such  liens  or  claims  have  been  paid,  and 
proof  of  any  of  the  facts  as  aforesaid  shall  be  considered  by  the 
City  Solicitor  and  the  Water  Department  or  Bureau  as  satis-

factory  evidence  of  the  payment  of  said  liens  or  claims. 
Whereupon  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  cause  all  such  liens  or  claims  to  be  satisfied  of 
record,  and  the  Water  Department  or  Bureau  is  authorized  to 
strike  oif  such  claims  from  its  books,  and  shall  issue  permits 
for  attachments  permitting  the  use  of  water  upon  such 
premises,  upon  proper  application  being  made  therefor.  All 
ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN   ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  lease  ducts 
in  the  City  conduits  which  are  not  at  present  needed  for 
City  service. 

Whereas,  The  Department  of  Public  Safety  is  endeavor- 
ing to  have  all  overhead  wires  and  poles  removed  from  the 
streets ; 

And  whereas,  One  of  the  Companies  having  wires  on 
Broad  street  has  offered  to  rent  one  of  the  City's  ducts  on 
that  street  and  remove  its  poles  and  overhead  wires ; 

And  avhereas,  The  City  has  ducts  and  wires  in  the  Broad 
street  conduit,  and  in  some  others  which  are  not  at  present 
needed,  and  can  be  rented  without  detriment  to  the  City's 
service  and  with  benefit  to  the  treasury,  now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  lease  to  any  incor- 
porated company  having  the  consent  of  City  Councils  by 
ordinance  to  occupy  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia on  which  conduits  of  the  City  are  laid  for  telegraph 
and  telephone  purposes  any  duct  or  wires  belonging  to  the 
City  which  shall  not  be  needed  for  the  City's  immediate  use, 
the  lease  to  be  made  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  under  the  following  conditions :  The  sum  to 
be  dnnually  paid  for  a  two-and-a-half  inch  duct  to  be  three 
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hundred  (300)  dollars  for  a  mile  of  duct  or  less ;  for  over  a 
mile  and  less  than  two  miles,  five  hundred  and  fifty  (550) 
dollars;  and  for  each  additional  mile,  or  part  thereof  of  con- 
tinuous duct,  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  ;  and  the  charge  for 
a  wire  shall  be  annually  ten  (10)  dollars  per  mile,  or  part 
thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  company  to  which  any  duct  is  leased  shall 
agree  to  place  in  the  duct  such  kind  of  cable  and  conductors 
as  the  Director  shall  approve,  and  shall  only  have  access  to 
the  duct  leased  by  permit  from  the  Electrical  Bureau  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  of  that  Bureau. 

Sect.  8.  The  lease  shall  be  renewed  from  year  to  year, 
unless  the  Director  shall  decide  that  the  City  needs  the  ducts, 
or  a  better  contract  can  be  made  for  the  City,  in  which  event 
three  months'  notice  of  an  intention  to  terminate  the  lease 
shall  be  given  to  the  lessee. 

Sect.  4.  All  leases  shall  date  from  the  first  of  January, 
the  rent  to  commence  from  the  time  permit  is  issued  to 
occupy  or  use  any  Avire  or  duct.  All  rent  shall  be  paid  in 
advance. 

Sect.  5.  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  every  lease  made  in 
pursuance  hereof  that  the  company  leasing  any  duct  will,  as 
soon  as  its  cable  is  placed  in  the  conduit,  remove  its  overhead 
wires  and  poles  upon  the  line  of  the  conduit. 

Sect.  6.  No  injury  shall  at  any  time  be  done  to  the  City's 
conductors  or  conduits,  and  every  lessee  shall  execute  a  bond 
to  the  City  with  security  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor, 
and  in  an  amount  equal  to  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  for  each 
mile  of  duct  leased,  conditioned  to  pay  any  and  all  damage 
done  by  it  to  the  City's  ducts,  conduits,  manholes,  conductors 
or  electrical  service  in  any  manner. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  every  lease  that  the 
lessee  shall  not  sub-let  the  privilege  leased  to  it  nor  sub-let 
any  conductor.

or  Lambertville  blocks  with  gravel  joints,  viz  :  Eighteenth 
street,  from  Jackson  street  to  seventy-five  feet  south  of  Wolf 
street ;  Nineteenth  street,  from  Mifilin  to  McKean  street ; 
unpaved  portion  of  Moore  street,  from  Twenty-first  to  Twenty- 
second  street ;  Cumberland  street,  from  Seventeenth  to 
Twentieth  street ;  Commerce  street,  from  Lehigh  avenue  to 
Huntingdon  street,  without  a  sewer  being  first  constructed  in 
said  street.  The  following  streets  with  best  quality  vitrified 
paving  bricks,  viz  :  Tenth  street,  from  Wolf  street  to  Moya- 
niensing  avenue ;  Stewart  street,  from  Wolf  street  to  Moya- 
mensing  avenue,  without  a  sewer  being  first  constructed  in  said 
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street ;  Dillmore  street,  from  Wolf  street  to  Moyamensing 
avenue,  without  a  sewer  being  first  constructed  in  said  street ; 
Durfer  street,  from  Old  Second  to  Fourth  street,  without  a 
.  sew^er  being  first  constructed  in  said  street ;  Judson  street, 
from  Parrish  to  Poplar  street ;  Twenty-third  street,  from 
Parrish  to  Poplar  street ;  Myrtle  street,  from  Twenty-second 
to  Twenty-third  street ;  Ogden  street,  from  Twenty-second  to 
Twenty-third  street  ;  Orion  street,  from  Fairmount  avenue  to 
Mantua  avenue ;  Wrecken  street,  from  Cedar  to  Commerce 
street,  without  a  sewer  being  first  constructed  in  said  street. 
The  following  streets  with  sheet  asphaltum,  with  broken  stone 
base  and  binder,  viz  :  Cedar  street,  from  Margaretta  to  Meadow 
street ;  Norris  street,  from  Thirtieth  to  Thirty-third  street  ; 
Berks  street,  from  Thirtieth  to  Thirty-third  street,  the  cost  to 
the  City  for  said  paving  not  to  exceed  to  sum  of  fifteen  thou- 
sand (15,000)  dollars.  The  conditions  of  which  contract  shall 
be,  that  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  collect  the  cost  of 
said  paving  from  the  owners  of  property  respectively  fronting 
on  said  street,  and  shall  also  enter  into  an  obligation  to  the 
City  to  keep  said  streets  in  good  repair  for  three  years  after 
the  paving  is  finished  :  Provided^  Said  streets  shall  be  first 
dedicated  or  properly  opened,  and  that  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  first  advertise  for  proposals  for 
paving  said  streets,  and  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest 
bidder,  and  that  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said  streets 
shall  not  be  charged  more  than  the  contract  price.

The  cost  of  said  work  except- 
ing such  as  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Department  of  Charities 
and  Correction,  shall  not  exceed  three  thousand  (3,000)  dol- 
lars, the  said  amount  to  be  taken  from  Item  4  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of 
Highways.

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Oommon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Fhiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  be  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications,  advertise  for  proposals  and  award  a 
contract  for  all  th^  material  required  to  complete  the  work  of 
grading  according  to  the  revised  grade,  the  cartways  and 
sidewalks  of  the  approaches  to  the  line  of  the  right  of  way  of 
the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad,  at  Cottman  street 
and  Princeton  and  Holmesburg  avenues,  and  on  the  line  of 
the  Philadelphia  and  Holmesburg  Railroad  at  Hagerman 
street,  and  for  macadamizing  such  portions  of  said  cartways, 
and  for  the  paving  Avith  brick  said  sidewalks,  and  for  resetting 
the  curb  of  such  portions  as  have  already  been  paved  and 
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curbed  at  |the  expense  of  the  owners  of  property  ;  and  also 
for  constructing  and  lowering  the  necessary  sewers  and  gas 
and  water  pipes  so  as  to  abolish  the  grade  crossings  at  said 
streets ;  the  cost  to  the  city  for  said  work  not  to  exceed  thirty 
thousand  (30,000)  dollars,  to  be  taken  from  Item  26,  Section 
4,  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Highways),  for  the  year  1893. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
is  "hereby  authorized  to  notify  the  owners  of  property  on  Cott- 
man  street,  from  State  road  to  Tulip  street ;  Princeton  ave- 
nue, from  Keystone  street  to  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Rail- 
road ;  Holmesburg  avenue,  from  State  road  to  Hagerman 
street,  and  Hagerman  street,  from  Holmesburg  avenue  to 
Rhawn  street,  that  at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from 
the  date  of  said  notice,  said  streets  will  be  required  for  public 
use. 

Sect.  3.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  requested  to 
enter  security  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  arising  from 
the  change  of  grades  made  necessary  to  complete  said  work 
and  for  opening  said  streets,  and  upon  the  filing  of  said  bond 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized 
to  proceed  with  the  work.

The  Select  and  Common  Councih  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  accordance  wnth  the  pro- 
visions of  the  charter,  granted  under  '•  An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  and  government  of  Street  Railway  Companies 
in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  May  14,  1889,  permission 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Forty-second  street  and  West  Park  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  Twenty-fourth, 
Twenty-seventh  and  Thirty-fourth  Wards,  as  follows :  Begin- 
ning at  Thirty-second  street  and  Lancaster  avenue,  thence 
north  on  Thirty-second  street  to  Powelton  avenue,  thence  east 
on  Powelton  avenue  to  Thirty-first  street,  thence  north  on 
Thirty-first  street  to  Mantua  avenue,  thence  northwest  on 
Mantua  avenue  to  Parrish  street,  thence  west  on  Parrish  street 
to  Forty-second  street,  thence  north  on  Forty-second  street  to 
Westminster  avenue,  thence  south  on  Forty-second  street  to 
Powelton  avenue,  thence  southwest  on  Powelton  avenue  to 
Market  street,  thence  west  on  Market  street  to  Forty-fifth 
street,  thence  south  on  Forty-fifth  street  to  Springfield  avenue, 
thence  southwest  on  Springfield  avenue  to  Forty-ninth  street, 
thence  returning  northeast  on  Springfield  avenue  to  Forty-fifth 
street,  thence  north  on  Forty-fifth  street  to  Market  street, 
thence  east  on  Market  street  to  Powelton  avenue,  thence 
northeast  on  Powelton  avenue  to  Forty-second  street,  thence 
north  on  Forty-second  street  to  Aspen  street,  thence  east  on 
Aspen  street  to  Mantua  avenue,  thence  southeast  on  Mantua 
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avenue  to  Thirty-first  -street,  thence  south  on  Thirty-first 
street,  crossing  Powelton  avenue  to  Thirty-second  street  and 
Lancaster  avenue  and  place  of  beginning.  The  laying  of 
said  track  or  railway  shall  be  commenced  within  six  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  and  completed  within  two 
years  thereafter. 

Sect.  2,  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Forty-second  Street  and  West  Park  Passenger 
Railway  Company  to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling 
power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks,  as  the  same  are  authorized  to 
be  laid  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance.  Said  motors  to  be 
supplied  from  overhead  wires,  supported  by  iron  poles  not  less 
than  twenty  feet  high,  which  the  said  company  is  authorized 
to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to  be  placed  opposite  each  other 
within  the  curb  lines  and  connected  with  street  wires,  or  at 
the  option  of  the  company  to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the 
streets  with  a  double  bracket  thereon  suspending  the  overhead 
construction.  That  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  au- 
thorized shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  to  not  interfere  with 
the  building  or  erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway 
or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named. 
The  same  to  be  of  the  kind,  style,  and  system  as  that  now  con- 
structed by  the  Catharine  and  Bainbridge  Streets  Raihvay 
Company,  and  all  feed-wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  De- 
partments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  proceed  with  the 
work  of  constructing  the  railwa}^  and  trolley  system  authorized 
by  this  ordinance,  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  enter  into 
an  agreement  or  contract  Avith  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City), 
which  agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other  things,  provide  :  That 
the  said  Railway  Company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain 
in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized,  or 
unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines 
of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  ;  that  the  said  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government,  control 
or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  trollev  system,  all  kinds  and 
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cliaracter  of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  pro- 
files, elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at 
all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  Public  Safety.  That  the  said  company 
shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley  system  when- 
ever directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils ;  that  the  said 
Railway  Company  shall  run  cars  over  their  entire  line,  at 
intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between  the  hours  of  6 
and  9  A.M.  and  5  and  8  P.M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding 
ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between 
the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.M.,  when  they  shall  run  at 
least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single 
continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  the  present 
fare,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.M.,  when 
it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents ;  that  the  railway  or  trolley 
system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting  and  operating  of 
an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  ave- 
nues herein  named  ;  that  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley 
system  shall  be  begun  Avithin  six  months,  completed  and  in 
operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year, 
and  that  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  furnish  and  execute 
a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with 
security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  ex- 
ecution and  carrj'ing  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
this  ordinance  and  the  agreement  or  contract  herein  authorized, 
which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  Railway  Company  shall 
default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  lepave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  with  Belgian  blocks  or 
other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied 
by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and 
also  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved 
pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said 
department,  said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for 
such  length  of  street  as  siiall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley 
wires  or  by  other  electric  motive-power  system.      Such    re- 
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paving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets  as 
soon  as  the  construction  of  the  road-bed  or  of  the  poles  or 
trolley-wires  or  other  electric  motive-power  system,  shall  be 
commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  with 
all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  system 
is  being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by 
ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets 
and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said 
railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive-power  company  con- 
structed therein,  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all  times  here- 
after keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair,  when  directed  to  do 
so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said 
trolley  or  other  electric  motive-power  system  shall  be  main- 
tained on  such  streets  ;  Provided^  That  such  repaving  or  re- 
pairing aforesaid,  shall  not  free  the  said  company  from  any 
other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the  street  occupied  by  it 
that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  that  has 
been  passed  or  that  may  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or 
obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and  repairing  that 
is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly, 
and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
by  said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

is  hereby  granted  to  the  Forty-ninth  Street  and   Westminster 
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Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company,  tc  lay  tracks  in  the 
Twenty-fourth,  Twenty-seventh  and  Thirty-fourth  Wards,  as 
follows :  Beginning  at  Forty-second  street  and  Westminster 
avenue;  thence  west  on  Westminster  avenue  to  junction  of 
same  with  Forty  fourth  street  and  Merion  avenue ;  thence 
northw  est  on  Merion  avenue  to  W^yalusing  avenue ;  thence 
west  on  Wyalusing  avenue  to  Fiftieth  street ;  thence  south  on 
Fiftieth  street  to  junction  of  same  with  Forty-ninth  and  Hav-

Said  motors  to 
be  supplied  from  overhead  wires  supported  by  iron  poles  not 
less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which  the  said  company  is  author- 
ized to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to  be  placed  opposite  each  other 
Avithin  the  curb  lines  and  connected  with  street  Avires,  or  at  the 
option  of  the  company  to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets 
with  a  double  bracket  thereon  suspending  the  overhead  con- 
struction ;  that  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized 
shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  build- 
ing or  erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  rail- 
road on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named  ;  the  same 
to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed 
by  the  Catharine  and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company, 
and  all  feed  wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  De- 
partments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  proceed  Avith   the 
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work  of  constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  author- 
ized by  this  ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter 
into  an  agreement  or  contract  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
(who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the 
City),  which  agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved 
by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other  things,  Provide : 
That  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  main- 
tain in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized 
or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its 
lines  of  railway,  or  by  its  trolley  system  ;  that  the  said  rail- 
Avay  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government, 
control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  that  in  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds 
and  character  of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans, 
profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every 
way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  De- 
partments of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety  ;  that  the  said 
company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley 
system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils ; 
that  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars  over  their  entire 
line,  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes  between  the  hours 
of  6  and  9  A.  M.,  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting 
between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  when  they 
shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged 
for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  present  fare,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5 
o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  10  cents ;  that  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built 
and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting 
and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  an^  of  the 
streets  or  avenues  herein  named,  that  work  upon  the  said  rail- 
way and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within  six  months, 
completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named 
within  one  year,  and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall 
furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor  in  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon 
the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  ao;reement  or   contract 
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herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the 
money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  if  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  repave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  with  Belgian  blocks  or 
other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied 
by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement  and 
also  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved 
pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the 
said  department,  said  repaving  to  be  done  Irom  curb  to  curb 
for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and 
trolley  wires  or  by  other  electric  motive-power  system.  Such 
repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets  as 
soon  as  the  construction  of  the  road-bed,  or  of  the  poles  or 
trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  motive-power  system  shall  be 
commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  with 
all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  system 
is  being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by 
ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets 
and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said 
railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive-power  company  con- 
structed therein,  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all  times  here- 
after keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair  when  directed  to  do 
so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said 
trolley  or  other  electric  motive-power  system  shall  be  main- 
tained on  such  streets :  Provided,  That  such  repaving  or  re- 
pairing aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  company  from  any 
other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the  streets  occupied  by 
it  that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  that  has 
been  passed,  or  that  may  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or 
obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and  repairing  that 
is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assem- 
bly, and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Amendatory  to  an  ordinance  approved  January  7,  1891,  en- 
titled "  An  Ordinance  to  authorize  The  Manufacturers' 
Electric  Company  to  lay  and  maintain  underground  con- 
duits and  wires  lor  electrical  purposes  and  to  erect  poles 
within  certain  limits." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Section  1  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  authorize  The  Manufacturers' 
Electric  Company  to  lay  and  maintain  underground  conduits 
and  wires  for  electrical  purposes  and  to  erect  poles  within 
certain  limits,"  approved  the  7th  day  of  January,  1891,  be 
amended  by  striking  out  all  the  words  between  the  word 
"  works  "  on  the  ninth  line  and  the  word  "  creeks  "  on  the 
thirteenth  line  and  inserting  the  following :  *'  within  the 
territory  comprised  in  the  following  limits,  to  wit :  commenc- 
ing at  a  point  east  of  the  east  side  of  Broad  street  and  north 
of  the  north  side  of  Susquehanna  avenue,  thence  along  a  line 
north  of  the  north  side  of  Susquehanna  avenue  to  a  point  west 
of  the  west  side  of  American  street,  thence  along  a  line  west 
of  the  west  side  of  American  street  to  the  north  side  of 
Dauphin  street ;  thence  along  the  north  side  of  Dauphin 
street  to  the  west  side  of  Howard  street ;  thence  along 
the  west  side  of  Howard  street  to  a  line  north  of  the 
north  side  Huntingdon  street ;  thence  along  a  line  north  of 
the  north  side  of  Huntingdon  street  to  the  Delaware  river  ; 
thence  along  the  Delaware  river  to  Frankford  creek  ;  thence 
along  Frankford  creek  to  Wingohocking  creek  ;  thence  along 
Wingohocking  creek  to  a  point  east  of  the  east  side 
of  Broad  street ;  thence  along  a  line  east  of  the  east  side  of 
Broad  street  to  the  place  of  beginning.  And  within  the  terri- 
tory lying  south  of  Lehigh  avenue  the  said  company  is  au- 
thorized to  construct  and  operate  overhead  wires  and  electri- 
cal conductors  upon  such  poles  erected  and  maintained  by  the 
City  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
(Electrical  Bureau),  and  upon  all  poles  now  erected  in  said 
last-mentioned  territory,  or  hereafter  erected  therein  for  public 
lighting  over  which  said  company  now  has  or  may  hereafter 
acquire  control,  and  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  maintained 
for  the  purpose  of  public  lighting  and  to  make  house  connec- 
tions from  their  electrical  conductors  along  the  route  of  same. 
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Said  company  is  authorized  to  replace  any  of  their  poles  in 
said  last-mentioned  territory  destroyed  or  injured  by  accident 
or  decay.  This  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  as  authoriz- 
ing the  erection  of  any  additional  poles  in  said  last-mentioned 
territory  ;  Provided,  The  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  first 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company  to  pay  for  printing 
this  ordinance.  Upon  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that 
efiect,  all  the  overhead  conductors  herein  authorised  shall 
be  removed  by  said  company  in  such  portions  of  the  territory 
embraced  in  the  above-mentioned  limits  as  said  ordinance 
shall  designate,  within  six  months  of  the  passage  of  the  same  ; 
or  in  case  of  city  poles,  immediately  on  notice  from  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety.  '  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall 
be  taken  to  authorize  the  said  company  to  put  up  or  maintain 
orerhead  poles,  wires  or  conductors  on  Germantown  avenue, 
but  on  the  said  street  all  the  company's  wires  and  conductors 
shall  be  placed  underground. 

Sect.  2.  All  underground  electrical  conductors,  tubes,  con- 
duits, manholes,  etc.,  laid  or  constructed  under  this  ordinance, 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  ap- 
proved August  5,  1886,  regulating  the  construction,  laying  and 
maintaining  of  underground  electrical  conductors,  tubes,  con- 
duits, manholes,  etc.,  and  in  accordance  with  such  other  ordi- 
nances as  are  now  in  force  or  that  may  be  hereafter  enacted,  so  far 
as  the  same  does  not  conflict  with  this  ordinance.  The  said  The 
Manufacturers'  Electric  Company  shall,  at  its  own  cost  and 
expense,  furnish  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Department  of 
Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau),  three  ducts  of  two-and-one- 
half  inches  internal  diameter,  or  whatever  the  said  Depart- 
ment and  the  said  company  may  agree  upon  as  the  equivalent 
of  the  same,  wherever  conduits  are  laid  in  the  highways  under 
this  ordinance,  the  said  ducts  to  be  chosen  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Bureau.  The  ducts  laid  for  the  City  shall  thereafter 
be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  and  access 
thereto  and  to  the  manholes  shall  be  unrestricted.  The  said 
company  shall  wire  and  furnish  the  lamps  and  light  all  City 
buildings  occupied  as  police  and  fire  stations  within  the  said 
territory,  in  the  vicinity  of  their  overhead  and  underground 
conductors  free  of  charge  to  the  City ;  such  wiring  shall  be 
completed  and  light  supplied  within  ninety  days  after  notice 
shall  have  been  given  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 
In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  said  company  to  remove  any 
poles  or  overhead  wires  or  conductors,  directed  by  ordinance 
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to  be  removed  within  the  time  specified  in  such  ordinance,  or 
within  six  calendar  months  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  be  entitled 
to  remove  and  take  down  such  poles  or  overhead  wires,  anv 
and  all  expense  incurred  thereby  to  be  paid  at  once  by  the 
said  company.  The  said  company  shall  repave  the  streets 
opened  by  it  for  the  purpose  of  laying  conduits  w4th  pavement 
similar  to  that  on  the  street  opened  or  with  Belgian  block 
pavement  if  the  blocks  be  furnished  to  said  company. 
Provided^  Said  company  shall  not  be  required  to  repave  any 
street  its  full  width  when  the  same  shall  be  more  than  twenty 
feet,  the  paving  to  be  done  under  and  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications  in  use  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for 
the  repair  of  streets  of  the  character  and  locality  of  those 
opened  by  said  company.  Any  and  all  wires  or  fixtures 
erected  or  maintained  by  the  company  on  City  poles,  for 
whatever  purpose,  not  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  shall,  upon  five  days'  notice  from  the  said  Department, 
be  removed  therefrom,  and  upon  failure  to  comply  with  said 
notice  the  w4res  and  fixtures  may  be  removed  by  the  Depart- 
ment aforesaid  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  company. 
The  said  company  shall  give  a  bond  to  be  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars  for 
the  faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
as  well  as  to  protect  the  City  from  any  loss  or  damage,  or  for 
any  claims  for  loss  or  damage  that  may  arise  from  the  exercise 
of  any  or  all  of  the  privileges  granted  by  this  ordinance,  and 
to  cover  any  expense  incurred  by  the  City  in  the  removal  of 
poles,  wires  or  fixtures  belonging  to  said  eompany.  Before 
any  permit  is  issued  for  the  breaking  of  the  streets  or  the 
erection  of  poles,  the  said  company  shall  file  an  agreement 
with  the  City  Solicitor  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  And  shall  erect  and  maintain  free  of  cost  to  the 
City  ten  (10)  all-night  arc  lights  at  such  places  as  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  along  the 
lines  of  its  electrical  conductors.  All  wires  to  be  erected 
under  the  supervision  and  approval  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau).  Nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  grant  permission  to  run  cars  or  vehicles 
by  overhead  service  on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City.

To  set  aside  the  Old  Station  House  in  the  Twenty-first  Ward 
for  the  purposes  of  a  library  building. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadel2)hia  do  ordain.  That  the  building  known  as  the 
Old  Station  House,  in  the  Twenty-first  Ward  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  set  aside  for  the  purposes  of  a  library  building.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  construction  of  theatres  hereafter  built  and  to 
prescribe  the  use  of  certain  appliances  in  theatres  for  the 
protection  of  life  and  property. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  hereafter  every  theatre, 
opera  house,  or  other  building  intended  to  be  used  for  the- 
atrical or  operatic  purposes,  or  for  public  entertainments  of 
any  kind  where  stage  scenery  and  apparatus  of  any  kind  are 
employed,  shall  be  built  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
this  ordinance,  and  no  building  which  at  the  time  of  the  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance  is  not  in  actual  use  for  theatrical  and 
operatic  purposes,  and  no  building  hereafter  erected,  not  in 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
used  for  theatrical  purposes  or  for  public  entertainments  of 
any  kind  where  stage  scenery  and  apparatus  are  employed, 
until  the  same  shall  have  been  made  to  conlorm  to  the  re- 
quirements of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  Every  building  of  the  classes  referred  to  in  the 
above  section  shall  have  a  frontage  as  wide  as  the  widest  part 
of  the  auditorium  or  assembly  hall,  including  side  passages  or 
lobbies,  the  whole  width  and  height  of  which  frontage  shall  be 
upon  a  street  at  least  thirty  feet  in  width  opposite  the  entire 
frontage.  Every  such  building  shall  have  at  least  one  front 
on  the  street,  and  in  such  fronts  there  shall  be  suitable  means

of  exits  or  entrance  on  said  street.  In  addition  to  the  afore- 
said exits  and  entrances  on  the  streets  there  shall  be  reserved 
for  service,  in  case  of  emergency,  an  open  court  or  space  on 
the  side  not  bordering  on  the  street  where  such  building  is 
located  on  a  corner  lot,  and  on  both  sides  of  said  building 
■where  there  is  but  one  frontage  on  the  sti'eet,  the  width  of 
such  open  court  or  courts  shall  not  be  less  than  seven  feet 
■where  the  seating  capacity  is  not  over  one  thousand  people  ; 
above  one  thousand  and  not  over  eighteen  hundred  people, 
eight  feet  in  width ;  and  above  eighteen  hundred  people,  ten 
feet  in  width.  Said  open  court  or  courts  shall  begin  on  a  line' 
with  or  near  the  proscenium  wall,  and  shall  extend  to  the  street, 
and  shall  be  provided  with  doors  opening  outward  which  shall 
be  opened  during  a  performance,  and  must  be  used  only  as. 
means  of  entrance  or  exit.  From  the  auditorium  opening  into 
said  courts  or  on  side  streets  there  shall  not  be  less  than  two 
exits  from  the  parquet  on  each  side,  in  each  tier,  from  and 
including  the  parquet  and  each  and  every  gallery.  Each 
exit  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  pro- 
vided with  doors  of  wood  completely  encased  with  sheet  iron 
or  tin.  All  of  said  doors  shall  open  outw^ardly  and  must  be 
opened  by  movable  bolts,  the  bolts  to  be  kept  drawn  during 
performances.  Every  theatre  accommodating  three  hundred 
persons  shall  have  at  least  two  exits ;  Avhen  accomodating 
five  hundred  persons,  at  least  three  exists  shall  be  provided ; 
these  exits  not  referring  to  or  including  the  exits  to  the  open 
court  at  the  sides  of  the  theatre.  Door-ways  of  exit  or  en- 
trance for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  not  be  less  than  five  feet 
in  width,  and  for  every  additional  one  hundred  persons  or  por- 
tions thereof  to  be  accommodated  in  excess  of  five  hundred,  an 
aggregate  of  twenty  inches  additional  exit  width  must  be  al- 
lowed. All  doors  of  exit  or  entrance  shall  open  outwardly 
and  be  hung  to  swing  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  become  an 
obstruction  in  a  passage  or  corridor,  and  no  such  doors  shall 
be  closed  or  locked  during  any  representation  or  when  the 
building  is  open  to  the  public,  distinct  and  separate  places  of 
exit  and  entrance  shall  be  provided  for  each  gallery  above 
the  first.  A  common  place  of  exit  and  entrance  may  serve 
for  the  main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  the  first  gallery,  pro- 
vided its  capacity  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  capacity  of  the 
outlets  from  the  main  floor  and  the  said  gallery.  All  inside 
stairways  leading  to  the  upper  galleries  of  the  auditorium 
shall  be  enclosed  on  both  sides  with  wall  of  fireproof  materials. 
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Stairs  leading  to  the  first  or  lower  gallery  may  be  left  open 
on  one  side,  in  ■\vliich  case  they  must  be  constructed  as  herein 
provided  for  similar  stairs — leading  from  the  entrance  hall  to 
the  main  floor  of  the  auditorium.  But  in  no  case  shall  stairs 
leading  to  any  gallery  be  left  open  on  both  sides.  When 
straight  stairs  return  directly  on  themselves,  a  landing  of 
full  width  of  both  flights  without  any  steps  shall  be  provided. 
Stairs  turning  at  an  angle  shall  have  a  proper  landing  without 
winders  introduced  at  said  turns.  All  aisles,  stairways  and 
passages  in  such  buildings  shall  be  of  even  or  increasing 
^vidth  toward  the  exit,  at  least  seven  feet  high  throughout, 
■without  obstruction  below  that  height,  properly  arranged  for 
the  easy  egress  of  the  audience,  and  of  a  width  in  respect  of 
each  division,  gallery  or  compartment,  computed  according  to 
the  above  rule.  No  aisles  or  passages  in  such  buildings  aris- 
ing towards  its  exit,  except  stairways  from  story  to  story  and 
necessary  steps  in  galleries  and  balconies  shall  have  a  gradient 
within  the  auditorium  of  more  than  two  in  ten  nor  elsewhere 
of  more  than  one  in  ten.  In  buildings  of  the  classes  referred 
to  hereafter  built,  the  cut  of  the  stairs  stringers  shall  not  ex- 
ceed seven  and  one-half  inches  rise,  nor  less  than  ten  and  one- 
half  inches  tread.  No  winders  shall  be  less  than  seven  inches 
wide  at  the  narrowest  part.  There  shall  be  no  flights  of  more 
than  fifteen  or  less  than  three  steps  between  landings  ;  every 
landing  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  wide  from  step  to  step  ;  all 
stairs  and  landings  of  all  buildings  of  the  classes  referred  to 
hereafter  built  shall  have  throughout  proper  hand-rails  on  both 
sides  secured  to  walls  or  to  strong  posts  and  balusters.  Stair- 
ways twelve  feet  or  more  wide  shall  have  one  or  more  inter- 
mediate rails  not  more  than  eight  feet  apart  and  properly  sup- 
ported. The  lights  for  the  rear  of  the  auditorium,  and  for  all 
passages  and  stairways  of  exit  of  every  building  of  the  classes 
referred  to,  hereafter  built  shall  be  independent  of  the  lights 
of  the  rest  of  the  auditorium  and  of  the  platform  or  stage,  and 
shall  be  so  arranged  that  they  cannot  be  turned  down  or  off 
from  the  platform  or  stage.  All  exits  from  every  building 
of  the  classes  referred  to  shall  be  opened  for  the  use  of  every 
departing  audience,  and  shall  have  fastenings  on  the  inside 
only.  The  stage  of  every  theatre  hereafter  built  shall  be  sepa- 
rated from  the  auditorium  by  a  brick  wall  eighteen  inches  thick, 
which  wall  shall  extend  the  entire  width  and  height  of  the 
building,  and  two  feet  six  inches  above  the  roof  like  a  party 
wall.     There  shall  be  no  openings  through  this  wall  except 
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the  curtain  opening  and  not  more  than  two  others  which  shall 
be  h)cated  at  or  below  the  level  of  the  stage,  these  latter  open- 
ings shall  not  exceed  twenty-one  superficial  feet  each,  and 
shall  have  tinned  wood  self-closing  doors,  securely  hung  to 
rabbeted  iron  frames  or  rabbets  in  the  brick  work.  The  finish 
or  decorative  features  around  the  curtain  opening  of  every 
theatre  shall  be  of  incombustible  materials  well  secured  to 
masonry.  All  scenery,  curtains  and  woodwork  of  the  stage 
of  every  theatre  shall  be  thoroughly  covered,  and  if  practicable, 
saturated  with  fire-resisting  material.  No  fixed  portion  of  the 
stage  shall  be  of  wood.  There  shall  be  lobbies  adjoining  each 
division  of  the  auditorium  of  every  theatre  hereafter  built, 
separated  therefrom  by  a  partition  of  brick  or  equally  non- 
combustible  material,  and  sufiiciently  large  to  furnish  standing 
room  for  all  persons  that  such  division  may  at  any  time  con- 
tain. There  shall  be  no  openings  in  such  partitions  except  as 
are  required  by  previous  section,  and  such  openings  shall  be 
no  more  than  eight  feet  high.  The  proscenium  or  curtain  open- 
ing of  every  theatre  shall  have  a  fire-resisting  curtain  of  in- 
combustible material,  reinforced  by  wire  netting  or  otherwise 
strengthened.  If  of  iron  or  similar  heavy  material,  and  made 
to  lower  from  the  top,  it  shall  be  so  contrived  as  to  be  stopped 
securely  at  height  of  seven  feet  above  the  stage  floor  ;  the  re- 
maining opening  being  closed  by  a  curtain  or  valance  of  fire- 
resisting  fabric ;  such  curtain  shall  be  raised  at  the  beginning 
and  lowered  at  the  end  of  each  and  every  performance,  and 
shall  be  of  proper  material,  construction  and  mechanism.  All 
scene  docks,  carpenters  or  property  shop  and  wardrobes 
in  every  theatre  hereafter  built,  shall  be  separated  from  tlie 
stage,  auditorium  and  dressmg-room  divisions  by  solid  brick 
walls  not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick,  with  no  openings  to 
the  auditorium  or  dressing-room  divisions  ;  and  all  openings  to 
the  stage  shall  have  sheet  iron  or  tinned  wood  self-closing  doors, 
securely  hung  to  rabbets  in  the  brick  work.  All  rooms  in  the 
theatres  for  the  use  of  persons  employed  therein  shall  have  at 
least  two  independent  exits.  All  stage  gaslights  sliall  be  ])ro- 
tected  by  proper  nettings.  There  sliall  be  one  or  more  venti- 
lators near  the  centre  and  above  the  highest  portion  of  t!ie 
stage  of  every  theatre,  equal  in  combined  area  of  opening  of 
one-tenth  of  the  area  of  stage  floor.  Every  such  ventilator 
shall  have  a  valve  or  louvre  so  counterbalanced  as  to  ojieii 
automatically,  and  shall  be  kept  closed  when  not  in  use,  by  a 
cord   reaching   to  the   prompter's  desk   and  readily  operate*! 
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therefrom,  sucli  cord  shall  be  of  combustible  material  and  so 
arranged  that  if  it  i.s  severed  the  ventilator  will  open  auto- 
matically. There  shall  be  at  least  two  two-inch  high  service 
stand  pipes  on  the  stage  of  every  theatre  with  ample  provision 
of  hose  and  nozzle  at  each  level  of  the  stage  on  each  side,  and 
the  water  shall  be  kept  turned  on  during  the  occupation  of  the 
building  by  any  audience ;  the  said  pipe  shall  have  two  gates, 
one  above  the  other,  with  proper  test  or  waste  valve,  the  lower 
gate  to  be  kept  open  at  all  times.  The  proscenium  opening  of 
every  theatre  shall  be  provided  with  a  two  and  one-half-inch 
perforated  iron  pipe  or  equivalent  equipment  of  automatic  or 
open  sprinklers,  so  constructed  as  to  form  when  in  operation 
a  complete  water  curtain  for  the  entire  proscenium  opening, 
and  there  shall  be  for  the  rest  of  the  stage  a  complete  system 
of  fire  apparatus  and  perforated  iron  pipe,  automatic  or  open 
sprinklers,  said  pipes  or  sprinklers  shall  be  supplied  with 
water  by  high  pressure  service,  and  be  at  all  times  ready  for 
use.  Every  theatre  shall  be  supplied  with  a  sufficient  number 
of  fire  extinguishers  and  water  buckets  properly  manned ;  and 
there  shall  be  at  every  performance  a  competent  man  whose 
sole  duty  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  said  stand  pipe,  hose,  etc. 
Every  steam  boiler  which  may  be  required  for  heating  or  other 
purposes  shall  be  located  outside  of  the  building,  and  the  space 
allotted  to  the  same  shall  be  inclosed  by  walls  of  masonry  on 
all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  of  such  place  shall  be  constructed  of 
fire-proof  materials ;  all  doorways  in  said  walls  shall  have  iron 
doors.  No  floor  registers  for  heating  shall  be  permitted ;  no 
coil  or  radiator  shall  be  placed  in  any  passageway  or  aisle 
used  as  an  exit,  but  all  said  coils  or  radiators  shall  be  placed 
in  recesses  formed  in  the  wall  or  partition  to  receive  the  same, 
and  no  furnace,  engine  or  heating  apparatus  shall  be  allowed 
under  the  auditorium,  nor  under  any  passenger  stairway  of 
any  exit.  Interior  walls  built  of  fireproof  materials  shall 
separate  the  auditorium  from  the  entrance  vestibule  and  from 
any  room  or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  from  any  lobbies,  cor- 
ridors, refreshment  or  other  rooms.  All  staircases  for  the 
use  of  the  audience  shall  be  enclosed  with  walls  of  brick  or 
fire-proof  materials,  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Build- 
ings, in  the  stories  through  which  they  pass,  and  the  openings 
to  said  staircases  from  each  tier  shall  be  the  full  width  of  said 
staircase.  The  moulded  frame  around  the  proscenium  opening 
shall  be  formed  entirely  of  fire-proof  materials  ;  if  metal  be 
used  the  metal  shall  be  filled  in  solid  with  non-combustible 
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materia!  and  securely  anchored  to  the  wall  with  iron.  The 
proscenium  curtain  shall  be  placed  at  least  three  feet  distant 
from  the  footlights  at  the  nearest  point.  Iron  ladders  or  stairs 
securely  fixed  to  the  wall  on  the  stage  side,  shall  be  provided 
to  overcome  any  difference  of  level  existing  between  the  floor 
of  the  galleries  on  the  stage  side  of  the  fire  wall  and  those  on 
the  side  of  the  auditorium. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  be  authorized  and  directed  not  to  issue  any  permits 
for  the  building  of  any  theatres,  the  plans  of  which  shall  not 
be  in  conformity  with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and 
that  any  one  violating  any  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for  each  viola- 
tion.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  to  enter  into  a 
new  lease  Avith  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  the 
present  lessees  of  Washington  avenue  wharf,  Delaware 
river,  the  same  to  take  effect  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
present  lease. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  Public  Safety 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a 
new  lease  to  take  effect  upon  the  expiration  of  the  present 
lease,  March  1,  1894,  w4th  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, present  lessees  of  Washington  avenue  wharf  (Delaware 
river),  for  a  term  of  ten  (10)  years,  at  an  annual  rental  of 
eleven  hundred  (1,100)  dollars  :  Provided,  That  the  lessees 
shall  dredge  the  dock  whenever  so  required  by  the  Board  of 
Port  Wardens,  and  keep  the  wharf  in  good  order  and  repair 
during  the  term,  and  at  the  end  thereof  deliver  the  wharf  in  good 
order  and  repair  without  any  cost  or  expense  to  the  City  for  im- 
provements, extensions  or  repairs.     All  the  improvements  or 
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repairs  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  and  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau  of  City- 
Property)  :  Provided,  further,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  Company 
for  the  printing  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  and  restrain  the  hawking,  vending  and  peddling 
of  fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  produce,  wares  and  merchandise 
on  the  highways  and  footways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  owner  or  OAvners  of  any 
cart,  wagon  or  barrow,  or  other  vehicle,  or  any  person  using 
the  same  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  and  exposing  to  sale  in 
the  public  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  any  vegetables, 
fruits,  berries,  fish,  oysters,  general  produce,  wood,  coal,  or 
any  wares  or  merchandize  of  any  description  whatsoever, 
shall,  on  or  between  the  first  (1)  and  thirty-first  (31)  days  of 
January,  1893,  and  each  year  thereafter,  apply  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Markets  and  City  Property  for  a  license,  stating 
his,  her  or  their  name  or  names  and  place  or  places  of  resi- 
dence. 

Sect.  2.  Licenses  shall  only  be  granted  under  this  ordin- 
ance to  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  for  the 
current  year,  and  no  abatement  shall  be  made  for  licenses 
issued  for  the  fractional  part  of  a  year. 

Sect.  3.  For  each  and  every  cart,  w^agon,  dray,  wh  ^elbar- 
raw,  or  any  vehicle  used  for  the  purpose  of  hawking,  vending, 
and  peddling  fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  produce,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise, a  separate  license  shall  first  be  obtained  by  the 
owner  thereof,  and  in  all  cases  where  more  than  one  license 
is  taken  out  by  any  person,  co-partnership  or  corporation,  the 
fact  shall  be  noted  upon  said  additional  license  in  its  numeri- 
cal order,  and  every  vehicle  shall  be  conspicuously  marked, 
in  painted  letters  and  figures  not  less  than  two  (2)  inches  long,. 
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with  the  name  of  the  licensee  and  number  the  same  as  the 
license  which  was  granted  for  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  owner  of  each  cart,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle, 
who,  after  having  registered  the  same,  shall  change  his  or  her 
place  of  abode,  or  shall  have  made  sale  or  transfer  of  such 
vehicle,  to  appear  within  ten  (10)  days  after  such  removal  or 
sale,  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Markets  and  City 
Property,  and  state  the  place  to  which  they  have  removed, 
or  to  whom  any  sale  or  transfer  has  been  made,  and  have  the 
same  endorsed  without  charge  upon  the  certificate  of  license. 

Sect,  4.  That  upon  application  being  made  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Markets  and  City  Property,  he  is  hereby  authorized 
upon  payment  to  him,  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
of  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)  dollars  for  each  wagon  or  other 
vehicle  drawn  by  two  horses  or  other  animals,  or  ten  (10) 
dollars  for  each  wagon  or  other  vehicle  drawn  by  one  horse 
or  other  animal,  or  five  (5)  dollars  for  each  barrow  or  hand- 
cart, to  grant  a  license  to  said  applicants  for  the  purpose  of 
hawking  or  vending  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  any  fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  produce,  Avares  or 
merchandise. 

Sect.  5.  That  all  farmers  vending  the  produce  of  their  own 
farms  shall,  on  appearing  before  the  Commissioner  of  Markets 
and  City  Property,  and  satisfying  him  under  oath  or  affirmation 
that  they  are  farmers  selling  the  produce  of  their  o.vn  farms 
only,  be  entitled  to  receive  a  license  without  charge  therefor, 
providing  they  are  residents  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
All  non-residents  of  this  State  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
of  Section  4. 

Sect.  6.  That  nothing  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  allow  the  use  of  barrows  or  hand-carts  upon  the 
footways  other  than  is  now  allowed  by  existing  laws  and  ordin- 
ances, and  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  or  resolutions 
inconsistent  or  conflicting  with  this  ordinance  or  any  provis- 
ions thereof  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  7.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  make,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  a  false  registry  of  such  cart,  wagon,  or 
other  vehicle,  either  in  the  number  or  use  of  any  number,  or 
in  the  name  or  place  of  residence  of  such  owner,  or  after  a 
true  registry  is  made  shall  in  any  form  or  manner  alter  the 
certificate,  or  shall  forge  or  caused  to  be  foi'ged  or  counter- 
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feited,  or  shall  use  any  certificate  so  altered,  forged,  or  coun- 
terfeited, and  any  person  or  persons  using  any  vehicle  for  the 
vending,  hawking,  or  peddling  of  fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  pro- 
duce, wares,  or  merchandise  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  that 
is  not  the  property  of  a  licensee  under  this  ordinance  and 
which  is  not  properly  marked  and  numbered  shall  be  liable, 
on  conviction,  to  such  penalty  or  penalties  as  are  imposed  by 
law  :  Provided^  That  all  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors, 
marines  and  widows  shall  be  exempted  from  this  ordinance.

AN   ORDINANCE 

To  grant  permission  to  the  Philadelphia  West  Side  Passenger 
Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  Twenty-fourth, 
Twenty-seventh  and  Thirty-fourth  Wards,  to  use  electric 
motors,  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect 
and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  its  charter  granted  under '-An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
incorporation  and  government  of  street  railway  companies 
in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  May  14,  1889,  permission 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Philadelphia  West  Side  Passenger 
Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  Twenty-fourth,  Twenty- 
seventh  and  Thirty-fourth  Wards,  as  follows  :  Beginning  at 
Thirty-second  street  and  Lancaster  avenue ;  thence  south  on 
Thirty-second  street  to  Lancaster  street ;  thence  southwest  on 
Lancaster  street  to  junction  of  same  with  Thirty-third  and 
Ludlow  streets ;  thence  Avest  on  Ludlow  street  to  Forty-fourth 
street ;  thence  south  on  Forty-fourtli  street  to  Walnut  street ; 
thence  west  on  Walnut  street  to  Sixtieth  street ;  thence  south 
on  Sixtieth  street  to  Baltimore  avenue;  thence  north  on 
Sixtieth  street  to  Westminster  avenue;  thence  returning  south 
on  Sixtieth  street  to  Walnut  street ;  thence  east  on  Walnut 
street  to  Forty-fourth  street ;  thence  north  on  Forty-fourth 
street    to    Sansom  street  ;    thence  east  on  Sansom  street  to 
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Thirty-fourth  street ;  thence  north  on  Thirty-fourth  street  to 
Ludlow  street;  thence  east  on  Ludlow  street  to  the  junction 
of  same  with  Thirty-third  street  and  Lancaster  street ;  thence 
northeast  on  Lancaster  street  to  Thirty-second  street ;  thence 
north  on  Thirty-second  street  to  Lancaster  avenue,  and  place 
of  beginning. 

The  laying  of  said  tracks  or  railways  shall  be  commenced 
within  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  com- 
pleted within  two  years  thereafter. 

Sect.  2.  That  permission  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  Philadelphia  West  Side  Passenger  Railway  Company 
to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on 
its  tracks,  as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid  in  Section  1 
of  this  ordinance.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead 
wires  supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high, 
which  the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain, 
and  to  be  placed  opposite  each  other,  within  the  curb  lines, 
and  connected  with  street  wires,  or  at  the  option  of  the  com- 
pany to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a  double 
bracket  thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.  The 
same  to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and  system  as  that  now  con- 
structed by  the  Catharine  and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway 
Company,  and  all  feed  wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  S.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  with  the  work  of 
constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this 
ordinance  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment or  contract  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which 
agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other  things,  provide :  That  the 
said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in 
good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or  unim- 
proved, all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of 
railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  ;  that  the  said  railway  com- 
pany shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government,  control 
or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  its  road-bed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and 
character  of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship  plans,  profiles.

elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at  all 
times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of 
Public  Works  and  Public  Safety ;  that  the  said  company  shall 
take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley  system  whenever 
directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils ;  that  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  run  cars  over  their  entire  line  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between  the  hours  of  six  and  nine 
A.  M.  and  five  and  eight  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceed- 
ing ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting 
between  the  hours  of  twelve  midnight  and  five  A.  M.,  when 
they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be 
charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall 
not  exceed  the  present  fare,  excepting  between  midnight  and 
five  o'clock  A.  M..  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents;  that 
the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so 
built  and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  building  or 
erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on 
any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named  ;  that  work  upon 
the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within  six 
months,  completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route  herein 
named  within  one  year,  and  that  the  said  railway  company 
shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the 
faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  this  ordinance  and  the  agreement  or  contract  herein 
authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the  money 
shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  if  the  said  railway  com- 
pany shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks  or 
other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it 
not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and  also 
all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved  pavement, 
the  repaving  of-  Avhich  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said  Depart- 
ment, said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such 
length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley  wires, 
or  by  other  electric  motive  power  system.  Such  repaving 
shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets  as   soon  as 
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the  construction  of  the  road-bed,  or  of  the  poles  or  trollev 
wires,  or  other  electric  motive  power  system,  shall  be  com- 
menced thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  Avith  all 
reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  system  is 
being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by  ordi- 
nance otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets 
and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said 
railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power  company  con- 
structed therein ;  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all  times 
hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair,  when  directed 
to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the 
said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power  system  shall  be 
maintained  on  such  streets  :  Provided,  That  such  repaving 
or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  company  from 
any  other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the  streets  occupied 
by  it  that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  that 
has  been  passed  or  that  may  be  passed,  or  from  any  other 
duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and  repair- 
ing that  is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of 
Assembly,  and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

AN    ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  repaving  of  certain  streets,  the  construction 
of  sewers  and  the  laying  or  relaying  of  gas  and  water  pipe 
therein,  and  other  work  contingent  therewith. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into 
contracts  with  competent  pavers,  for  the  repaving  of  the  fol- 
lowing tramway  streets  and  streets  of  twenty  feet  or  less  in 
width  from  curb  to  curb,  or  so  much  of  said  work  as  can  be 
done  out  of  the  appropriation  made  for  said  purposes,  with 
sheet  asphaltum,  granolithic  cement  paving,  or  Neuchatel 
mastic,  upon  a  hydraulic   cement  concrete  foundation    or    a 
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bituminous  base  foundation  ;  and  for  constructing  the  neces- 
sary sewers,  laying  or  relaying  the  necessary  gas  or  ^^ater 
pipe,  and  doing  all  necessary  contingent  work  ;  the  cobble 
stones  removed  to  become  the  property  of  the  contractor  for 
use  in  said  foundations :  Everett  street,  from  Thirteenth  to 
Twelfth  street:  Milton  street,  from  Twelfth  to  Tenth  street; 
Mclllery  street,  from  Milton  to  Milton  street ;  Lagrange 
street,  from  Carpenter  to  Washington  avenue;  Mott  street, 
from  Lagrange  to  Thirteenth  street ;  Temple  street,  from 
Lagrange  to  Twelfth  street ;  Albert  street,  from  Thir- 
teenth to  Twelfth  street ;  Camilla  street,  from  Twelfth  to 
Eleventh  street  ;  Oliver  street,  from  Milton  to  Agnes  street ; 
Agnes  street,  from  Oliver  to  Christian  street ;  Florence  street, 
from  Carpenter  to  Milton  street ;  Paschall  street,  from 
Eleventh  to  Tenth  street ;  Manilla  street,  from  Tenth  to  Ninth 
street ;  Salter  street,  from  Eighth  to  Seventh  street ;  Auburn 
street,  from  Eighth  to  Tenth  street ;  Suffolk  street,  from 
Eighth  to  Tenth  street ;  Ringgold  street,  from  Eighth  to 
Passyunk  avenue  ;  Faulkner  street,  from  Carpenter  to  Mar- 
riott street ;  Tyler  street,  west  of  Faulkner  street ;  Marriott 
street,  from  Fourth  to  Moyamensing  avenue ;  Pennington 
street,  from  Carpenter  to  Marriott  street ;  Millman  street,  from 
Pennington  to  Moyamensing  avenue  ;  Hallowell  street,  from 
Seventh  to  Sixth  street ;  Paul  street,  from  Seventh  to  Sixth 
street ;  Mechanic  street,  from  Carpenter  to  Parker  street ;

railroads  and  branches  upon  and  across  streets  ;  to  authorize 
changes  and  revisions  in  the  lines  and  grades  of  certain 
streets ;  the  location  of  a  new  street ;  the  widening  of 
certain  streets,  and  the  shifting  of  the  tracks  occupied 
jointly  by  the  River  Front  and  the  Philadelphia  k  Reading 
Railroad  Companies,  and  the  entering  of  security,"  pro- 
viding for  an  extension  of  time  for  the  completion  of  the 
road  and  removing  certain  conditions. 
Whereas,  By  an  ordinance  approved  the  twenty-sixth  day 

of  December,  A.  D.  1890,  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Rail- 
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road  Company  -vas  authorized  and  empowered  to  build  a 
certain  line  of  railroad  and  branches  thereof,  as  in  and  by  the 
said  ordinance  will  more  fully  appear ;  and  by  the  fifth  section

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AN   ORDINANCE 

To  amend  ordinance  approved  April  11,  1893,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  authorize  the  repaying  of  certain  streets,  the 
construction  of  sewers  and  the  laying  or  relaying  of  gas 
and  water  pipe  therein,  and  other  work  contingent  there- 
with."

consent  to  any  agreement  between  the  said  railroad  companies 
as  will  result  in  the  joint  use  of  tracks  and  thereb}''  reduce 
the  number  of  tracks  which  may  be  required  to  handle  their 
business.  All  such  tracks  on  Richmond  street  shall  be  laid 
on  the  east  side  of  said  street  or  avenue  so  that  not  less  than 
50  feet  on  the  west  side  shall  be  used  for  ordinary  travel  and 
business  requirements. 

Sect  4.  That  before  this  ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  the  River  Front  Railroad 
Company,  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company, 
and  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company,  the  \Vil- 
liam  Cramp  &  Sons  Ship  &  Engine  Building  Company,  and 
Charles  IL  Cramp,  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  a  contract  or  agreement  providing  jointly  that  they 
will  accept  and  agree  to  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  further  agree  to  the  following :   The  Pennsyl- 
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vania  Railroad  Company  and  the  River  Front  Railroad  Com- 
pany, to  dedicate  or  release  to  the  City  so  much  of  their 
ground  as  shall  be  required  for  the  widening  or  opening  or 
extending  of  the  said  Richmond  street ;  and  Charles  H.  Cramp 
shall  agree  to  dedicate  or  release  to  the  City  so  much  of  his 
ground  on  the  east  and  west  side  of  Richmond  street  as  shall 
be  taken  by  the  proposed  widening.  The  William  Cramp  & 
Sons  Ship  &  Engine  Building  Company  agree  that  they'will 
make  no  claims  for  damage  done  or  injury  sustained  by  the 
widening,  extending  or  opening  of  Richmond  street  to  the 
width  of  one  hundred  and  ten  (110)  feet  or  the  vacation  of  the 
streets  or  because  of  any  change  hereinafter  auth  irized. 

Sect.  5.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  be,  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  for  the  payment  of 
any  damages  which  may  arise  by  reason  of  the  revision  of 
lines  and  grades,  the  taking  and  condemnation  of  any  property, 
and  the  changes  proposed  b}'-  this  ordinance,  and  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  preliminary  work  of  publishing  notice  and  the  final 
confirmation  of  the  plans  shall  have  taken  place,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  proceed  with  the  work  of  making  the  physical  changes  re- 
quired, and  shall  make  requisition  on  Councils  for  any  appro- 
priation which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  intent  and 
purpose  of  this  ordinance  and  complete  the  work  herein 
authorized.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  or  rendered  unnecessary  by  this  ordinance  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  repealed.

shall  be  retained  by  it,  whenever  requested  by  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  put  the  street  in  order. 
The  privilege  hereby  granted  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  by 
the  passage  of  a  resolution  or  ordinance  to  that  effect :  Pro- 
vided, The  Philadelphia  Traction  Company  shall  first  pay  into 
the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing 
this  ordinance  :  Provided  further,  That  this  special  privilege 
shall  not  exempt  the  said  Company  from  the  payment  of  the 
frontage  charges  for  vaults  under  sidewalks,  as  provided  for 
in  the  ordinance  of  September  17,  1888,  and  that  the  said 
charges  shall  be  first  paid  into  the  City*  Treasury.

The  Department  of  Public  safety  (Bureau  of 
City  Property)  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  authorized  to  pre- 
pare plans  and  specifications,  and  receive  proposals  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law,  and  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  erection 
of  said  building :  Provided,  That  the  sum  paid  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  lot  shall  not  exceed  twelve  thousand  (12,000) 
dollars  and  that  the  contract  and  sureties  be  approved  by 
Councils.

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor,  the  Director  of 
Public  Safety  and  the  Board  of  Health  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  the  tug  Visitor  and  any  of 
the  property  of  the  city  at  the  Lazaretto  station  to  the  State 
Quarantine  Board  and  to  arrange  and  fix  a  price  therefor. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Mayor,  the  Director  of  Public  Safety 
and  the  Board  of  Health  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  lease  the  station  to  the  State  Quarantine 
Board  for  one  year  from  the  1st  day  of  July  1893,  at  an 
annual  rental  to  be  fixed  by  the  Mayor,  the  Director  and  the 
Board :  Provided,  however.  That  the  lease  shall  contain  a 
clause  that  the  property  shall  be  kept  in  good  order  and  repair 
by  the  State  and  that  the  steward  in  charge  thereof  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  grant  permission  to  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  Electric 
Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  Twenty-eighth, 
Twenty-second  and  Twenty-third  Wards,  to  use  electric 
motors,  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect 
and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  its  charter,  granted  under  an  Act  to  provide  for  the 
incorporation  and  government  of  street  railway  companies, 
approved  May  14,  1889,  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
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Delaware  and  Soliuylkill  Electric  Railway  Company  to  lay 
tracks  in  the  Twent^'-eighth,  Twenty-second  and  Twenty- 
third  Wards,  from  Pine  and  Franklin  streets,  along  Pine 
street  to  Asylum  road  ;  to  Olney  road  ;  to  York  road  ;  diagon- 
ally across  the  same  to  Thorp's  lane;  to  Stenton  avenue;  to 
Wister  street ;  to  GermantoAvn  avenue  ;  to  Manheim  street ; 
to  Newhall  street ;  to  Hansbury  street ;  to  Laurens  street ; 
to  Queen  lane  or  street ;  to  Thirty-fifth  street ;  to  Midvale 
avenue ;  to  Ridge  avenue ;  and  to  construct  such  sidings  as 
may  be  necessary.  The  laying  of  said  tracks  or  railway 
shall  be  commenced  within  six  months  from  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  and  completed  within  two  years  thereafter. 

Sect.  2.  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  Electric  Railway 
Company  to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of 
its  cars  on  its  tracks  as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid  in 
Section  1. 

Sect.  3.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires, 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high  which 
the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
he  placed  opposite  each  other,  within  the  curb  lines,  and  con- 
mected  with  street  wnres,  or  at  the  option  of  the  company  to  be 
erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets,  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.  That  the  rail- 
way or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and 
erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting  and 
operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the 
streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kind, 
style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine 
and  Bainbridge  street  Railway  Company,  and  all  feed  wires 
shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  4.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing 
the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance, 
the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which  agreement  shall  be  in 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor^  and  shall,  among  other 
things,  provide  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to 
Iceep  and  maintain  in  good  order,  at  all  times,  Avhether  paved, 
macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads 
traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  ; 
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that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  bind- 
ing upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances 
now  in  force  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to 
the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads 
of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  trolley 
system  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies  or  work- 
manship, plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  sub- 
ject in  every  way  at  all  times  to  the  approval  and  inspection 
of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety. 
That  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  over- 
head trolley  system  Avhenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance 
of  Councils.  That  the  wires  necessary  for  supplying  the 
motors  crossing  bridges  on  the  line  authorized  shall  be  erected 
according  to  plans  to  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Directors  of  Public  Works  and  Safety.  That  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  run  cars  over  its  entire  line  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  five  minutes  between  the  hours  of  6  and  9 
A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten 
minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between  the 
hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  at 
least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single 
continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five  cents 
per  passenger,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock 
A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents. 

The  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall  be 
begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over  the 
entire  route  herein  named,  within  two  years,  and  that  the  said 
railroad  company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by 
the  Mayor  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars, 
conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agreement 
herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the 
moneys  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  with  Belgian  blocks  or 
other  improved  pavement  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Councils, 
or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and 
to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the  satis- 
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faction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it 
not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and  also  all 
other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved  pavement, 
the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said  Depart- 
ment ;  said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such 
length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  the  poles  and  trolley 
wires  or  by  other  electric  motive-power  system. 

Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said 
streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  road-bed  or  of  the 
poles  or  trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  motive-po\Ver  system 
shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  com- 
pleted with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as 
such  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets  or  as  Councils 
may,  by  ordinance,  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon 
the  streets  and  complete  the  same,  at  the  expense  and  cost  of 
the  said  railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive-power  com- 
pany constructed  therein ;  and  that  said  company  shall,  at  all 
times,  hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair  when  di- 
rected to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  so  long 
as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power  system 
shall  be  maintained  on  such  streets  :  Provided,  That  such 
repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  com- 
pany from  any  other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the  streets 
occupied  by  it  that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance  of 
Councils  which  has  been  passed  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it 
regarding  paving  and  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under 
and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly.  And  that  fifty  (50) 
dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company 
for  printing  this  ordinance.

Station  and  thereupon  to  abandon  the  present  Lazaretto.  To 
Bureau  of  Health,  Section  3.  To  new  Item  H,  for  salaries 
therein  provided  from  July  1st  to  December  3ist,  1893,  six 
hundred  (600)  dollars,  for  chief  clerk,  and  four  hundred  (400) 
dollars  for  assistant  clerk,  to  be  paid  in  equal  monthly  pay- 
ments as  per  Section  5  of  said  Act  of  Assembly  as  therein 
provided,  is  hereby  appropriated.

Granting  permission  to  use  electric  motors,  to  be  supplied 
from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  poles 
to  support  said  wires  on  certain  streets  along  Avliich  the 
Germantown  Passenger  Railway  Company  is  authorized  to 
lay  tracks,  and  to  lay  the  said  tracks,  and  to  permit  the 
People's  Passenger  Railway  Company,  lessee  of  the  said 
railway,  or  the  Germantown  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, lessor,  to  lay,  use,  erect  and  maintain  the  same. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Citi/ 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  People's  Passenger  Railway  Company,  lessee  of  the 
Germantown  Passenger  Railway  Company,  or  to  said  German- 
town  Passenger  Railway  Company,  lessor,  to  extend  its  line 
of  railway,  by  single  track,  from  the  intersection  of  Fourth 
street  and  Snyder  avenue,  along  Fourth  to  Wolf  street,  along 
Wolf  to  Eighth  street,  along  Eighth  to  Snyder  avenue,  and, 
also,  to  lay  the  necessary  curves,  turnouts  and  switches,  and 
to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its 
tracks  as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid.  That  until  Wolf 
street  shall  be  opened  from  Seventh  to  Eighth  street,  said 
company  may  construct  its  track  and  electrical  appliances  on 
Moyamensing  avenue  west  from  Seventh  to  Eighth  street, 
thence  on  Eighth  street  to  Snyder  avenue. 

Sect.  2.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  Avhich 
said  companies  are  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
be  placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb  lines  and  con- 
nected with  street  wires,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  companies,  to 
be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets,  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.  The  same  to 
be  of  the  kind,  style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by 
the  Catharine  and  Bainbridge  streets  Railway  Company,  and 
all  feed  wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  with  the  work 
of  constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by 
this  ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  or  companies  shall 
enter  into  an  agreement  or  contract  with  the  Mayor  of  the 
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City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf 
of  the  City),  which  agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other  things 
provide :  That  the  said  railway  company  or  companies  shall 
agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether 
paved,  macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or. 
roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  ; 
that  the  said  railway  company  or  companies  shall  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  before  any  permit 
is  issued  by  the  Department  of  Public  "Works  for  the  laying  of 
the  track  and  paving  herein  authorized,  that  they  will,  before 
using  the  track  on  said  Wolf  street  between  the  points  above 
named,  take  up  and  remove  the  track  now  on  Snyder  avenue 
from  Fourth  to  Eighth  street,  and  put  the  paving  in  a  condition 
satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government,  control  or 
regulation  of  railways,  or  railroads  of  any  kind,  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  its  roadbed,  cars,  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and 
character  of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  pro- 
files, elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way, 
at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Depart- 
ments of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety ;  that  the  said 
company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley  sys- 
tem, whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils  ;  that 
the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars  over  their  entire  line, 
at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between  the  hours  of  6 
and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M..  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding 
ten  minutes,  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between 
the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  at 
least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single 
continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  the 
present  fare,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock,  A.  M., 
when  it  shall  not  exceed  10  cents ;  that  the  railway  or  trolley 
system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting  and  operating  of  an 
elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues 
herein  named ;  that  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley 
system  shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in 
operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year, 
and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  furnish  and  execute 
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a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with 
security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  exe- 
cution and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
ordinance  and  the  agreement  or  contract  herein  authorized^ 
.which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  if  the  said  railway  company  shall 
default  in  its  agreement 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  or  companies  shall,  unde^ 
the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave 
in  good,  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  with  Belgian 
blocks  or  other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance 
of  Councils,  or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be 
occupied  by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pave- 
ment, and  also  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an 
improved  pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  said  Department ;  said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb 
to  curb  for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles 
and  trolley  wires,  or  by  other  electric  motive-power  system 
Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said 
streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed,  or  of  the 
poles  or  trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  motive-power  system 
shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  com- 
pleted with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as 
sueh  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Coun- 
cils may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed, 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter 
upon  the  streets  and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and 
cost  of  the  said  railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motor-power 
company  constructed  therein ;  and  that  said  company  shall  at 
all  times  hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair,  when 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long 
as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive-power  system  shall 
be  maintained  on  such  streets  :  Provided,  That  such  repaving 
or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  company  or  com- 
panies from  any  other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the 
streets  occupied  by  it  that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance 
of  Councils  that  has  been  passed,  or  that  may  be  passed,  or 
from  any  other  duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding 
paving  and  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in 
virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly.     And  that  fifty  (50)  dollars 
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shall  be  paid  into   the  City  Treasury,  by  said  company  for 
printing  this  ordinance.

That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby- 
granted  to  the  said  Philadelphia,  Cheltenham  and  Jenkintown 
Passenger  Railway  Company  to  use  electric  motors  as  the 
propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks  as  the  same  is  author- 
ized to  be  laid  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance ;  said  motors  to 
be  supplied  from  overhead  wires  supported  by  iron  poles  not 
less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which  the  said  company  is  author- 
ized to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to  be  placed  opposite  each 
other  within  the  curb  lines  and  connected  with  street  wires, 
or,  at  the  option  of  the  company,  to  be  erected  in  the  middle 
of  the  streets,  with  a  double  bracket  thereon  suspending  the 
overhead  construction.  That  the  railway  or  trolley  system 
herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  not  to  inter- 
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fere  with  the  building  or  erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated 
railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein 
named.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and  system  as  that 
now  constructed  by  the  Catharine  and  Bainbridge  Streets 
Hallway  Company  ;  and  all  feed  wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing  the 
railways  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  the 
said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the 
■same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which  agreement  shall  be  in  form 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other  things 
provide,  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  keep 
and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  mac- 
adamized or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  trav- 
ersed by  its  lines  of  railway,  or  by  its  trolley  system  ;  that  in 
case  they  shall  acquire  by  lease  or  purchase  the  turnpike  on 
the  Old  York  road,  or  a  turnpike  on  any  other  highway  within 
the  city  over  or  upon  which  their  tracks  may  be  laid,  that  they 
will  dedicate  said  turnpike,  road  or  roads  as  public  highways 
to  the  City,  free  from  any  damage  or  cost  to  said  city,  and 
shall  at  once  abolish  all  toll-gates  on  said  turnpike  roads  within 
the  City  ;  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept 
as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and 
ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed, 
relating  to  the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  railways 
of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars,  or  its  trolley 
system,  all  kinds  and  character  of  material,  supplies  or  work- 
manship, plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  sub- 
ject in  every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspec- 
tion of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety. 
That  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  over- 
head trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance 
of  Councils.  That  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars 
over  its  entire  line,  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes, 
between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  at  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and 
at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the 
day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M., 
when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to 
be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line, 
shall  not  exceed  five  cents  per  passenger,  excepting  between 
midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten 
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cents.  That  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system 
shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation 
over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year,  and  that 
the  said  railway  company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in 
the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and 
carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  agreement  herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  for- 
feited to  the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  if  the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its 
agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good,  sub- 
stantial and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks,  or  other 
improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Councils,  or 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  to 
be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it  not 
already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and  also  all 
other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved  pavement, 
the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said  depart- 
ment ;  said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such 
length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley  wires, 
or  by  other  electric  motive-power  system.  Such  repaving  shall 
be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets  as  soon  as  the  con- 
struction of  the  roadbed,  or  of  the  poles  or  trolley  wires,  or 
other  electric  motive  power  system,  shall  be  commenced 
thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  with  all  reason- 
able and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  system  is  being 
constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by  ordinance 
otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets  and 
complete  the  same,  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said  rail- 
way, trolley,  or  other  electric  motive-power  company  con- 
structed therein  :  and  the  said  company  shall  at  all  times 
hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair  when  directed 
to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the 
said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive-power  system  shall  be 
maintained  on  such  streets :  Provided^  That  such  repaving 
or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  company  from 
any  other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the  streets  occupied 
by  it  that  may  be  required   by  any  ordinance  of  Councils 
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which  has  been  passed,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  or 
from  any  other  duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding 
paving  and  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in 
virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly.  And  that  fifty  (50)  dollars 
shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company  for 
printing  this  ordinance.

AN   ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
to  grade  the  footways  when  streets  are  directed  to  be  graded 
by  ordinance  of  Councils. 

Section  1.      The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Oiiy 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,    That  all  ordinances  passed  by 
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these  Councils  for  the  grading  of  streets  or  highways  shall  in- 
clude the  grading  of  such  streets  or  highways  from  house  line 
to  house  line. 

Sect.  2.  The  cost  of  the  grading  of  the  footways  shall  be 
chargeable  to  the  property  owners,  and  bills  for  the  same  shall 
be  made  against  the  properties  on  said  streets  or  highways, 
Provided,  That  the  contract  for  said  grading  shall  after  due 
advertisement,  and  in  connection  with  the  grading  of  the  por- 
tion of  the  street  or  highways  between  the  curb  lines,  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder ;  And  provided,  That 
the  work  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  specifications  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  that  owners  of  property  shall  not  be  charged  for  said  grad- 
ing of  footways  at  more  than  contract  price. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  Councils  shall  direct  the  grading  of  any 
street  or  highway  as  provided  in  Section  1,  and  also  in  all 
cases  where  ordinances  have  been  heretofore  passed  for  the 
grading  of  streets  and  the  grading  has  not  yet  been  done,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  immediately  upon  the  awarding  of  such  contract,  to 
notify  the  owners  of  property  on  each  side  of  said  street  or 
highway,  to  grade  the  footways  of  full  width  to  the  established 
grade  of  the  City,  so  that  the  same  shall  be  unimpeded  and 
safe  for  public  travel,  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  of  said 
owner  or  owners  to  comply  with  the  said  notice,  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  cause  the  work  to  be 
done  under  the  contract  aforesaid. 

Sect.  4.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  work  done  under  the 
contracts  entered  into  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  W^orks, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  estimate  the  cost  and  expense 
for  the  grading  of  said  footways,  including  the  filling  of  slopes 
necessary  to  retain  the  footways,  and  assess  such  cost  and  ex- 
pense against  the  properties  in  front  of  which  the  work  shall 
have  been  done  in  the  name  of  the  registered  owner  or  owners 
thereof.  And  the  said  Director  shall  then  cause  bills  to  be 
made  out  for  such  work,  in  duplicate,  against  each  property, 
one  copy  of  which  shall  be  served  on  the  registered  owner  or 
owners  of  such  property,  or,  in  case  he  or  they  cannot  be 
found,  the  same  shall  be  left  upon  the  premises;  the  other 
copy  of  said  bill  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  in  favor  of  the  contractor  or  con- 


tractors,  being  delivered  to  him  or  them  in  lieu  of  cash,  and  if 
the  same  be  not  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  service 
thereof  upon  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property,  a  lien 
therefor  may  be  filed  in  the  proper  Court  against  the  respec- 
tive properties,  and  the  registered  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
in  the  name  of  the  City  to  the  use  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
contractor,  who  may  in  the  name  of  the  City,  but  at  his  owm 
expense,  take  the  necessary  legal  proceedings  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  said  lien,  and  also  employ  other  legal  remedies  for 
the  collection  of  said  claims.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

sum  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  ten  (10)  cents  ;  for  additional  terra 
cotta  pipe,  15  inches  in  diameter,  not  in  concrete,  per 
linear  foot,  the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  thirty-five  (35) 
cents — the  total  cost  of  the  work  to  be  done  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  ten  thousand  three  hundred  (10,300)  dollars. 
That  the  contract  of  Francis  P.  Deehan,  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  main  relief  sewer  on  Nineteenth  street,  from  Berks 
street  to  Dauphin  street  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved  ; 
and  that  the  Equitable  Trust  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby 
approved  as  surety  of  the  said  Francis  P.  Deehan,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  said  contract :  Provnied,  That  the 
said  contract  shall  contain  a  clause  that  the  said  sewer  shall 
be  completed  in  all  respects  according  to  the  plans,  specifica- 
tions and  estimates  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for 
the  following  sums  or  prices,  viz  :  for  circular  brick  sewer,  4 
feet  9  inches  in  diameter,  per  linear  foot,  including  all  appur- 
tenances, the  sum  of  nineteen  (19)  dollars  and  forty-three  (43) 
cents  ;  for  circular  brick  sewer,  3  feet  in  diameter,  per  linear 
foot,  including  all  appurtenances,  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  dollars 
and  forty-five  (45)  cents  ;  for  sewer  3  feet  6  inches  by  2  feet 
4  inches  in  diameter,  per  linear  foot,  including  all  appurte- 
nances, the  sum  of  ten  (10)  dollars  and  forty-five  (45)  cents  ; 
for  each  No.  1  brick  and  stone  inlet,  the  sum  of  ninety  six  (96) 
dollars ;  for  each  No.  2  brick  and  stone  inlet,  the  sum  of

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  permit  the  E.  C.  Knight  Sugar  Refining  Company  to 
construct  a  vault  under  and  across  Penn  street,  between 
South  and  Bainbridge  streets,  in  the  Fourth  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  E.  C.  Knight  Sugar  Refining  Company  to  excavate 
Penn  street,  from  the  south  side  of  South  street  to  the  south 
side  of  Bainbridge  street,  between  the  east  building  line  of 
Penn  street  to  the  west  curb  line  of  said  street,  to  the  depth 
of  twelve  feet  more  or  less,  and  to  arch  the  same  over  on  iron 
beams  and  brick  arches,  subject  to  the  usual  charge  for  con- 
structing subways  under  sidewalks  and  streets.  In  the  con- 
struction of  the  work  the  E.  C.  Knight  Sugar  Refining  Com- 
pany shall  provide  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  for 
the  removal  of  any  sewer,  gas  pipe,  water  pipe,  or  conduits, 
either  above  or  below  the  vault;  for  the  relaying  of  the  same 
to  such  points  or  positions  as  will  in  no  way  interfere  with  the 
said  water  or  gas  supply,  and  shall  be  at  all  the  cost  or  ex- 
pense of  any  change  or  relocation  as  provided  above.  Before 
beginning  the  work  the  said  E.  C.  Knight  Sugar  Refining  Com- 
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pany  shall  submit  plans  and  drawings  of  the  proposed  vault, 
and  before  a  permit  is  issued  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  said  plans  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors.  Provided^  That  E.  C.  Knight  Sugar  Refining 
Company  shall  first  make  an  agreement  with  the  City,  to  be 
filed  with  and  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  to  indemnify 
the  city  against  all  damages  Avhich  may  be  caused  by  reason  of 
this  privilege  being  granted  to  it,  so  long  as  the  vault  shall  re- 
main in  said  street,  and  shall  repair  and  repave  that  part  of  the 
street  opened  for  the  same  with  granite  blocks  or  sheet  asphal- 
tum,  and  shall  also  repair  all  defects  in  the  street  which  may 
appear  from  time  to  time  to  be  caused  by  said  opening  as  long 
as  this  privilege  shall  be  retained  by  it,  whenever  requested  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Woi  ks  to  put  the 
street  in  order.  The  privilege  hereby  granted  shall  be  re- 
vocable at  any  time  by  the  passage  of  a  resolution  or  ordinance 
to  that  eifect :  The  E.  C.  Knight  Sugar  Refining  Company 
shall  first  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dol- 
lars for  printing  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  certain  items  in  the  annual 
appropriations  to  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and 
Receiver  of  Taxes,  Board  of  Public  Education  and  Clerks 
of  Councils,  for  the  year  1893. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Oommon  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
four  hundred  and  forty-seven  (20,447)  dollars  and  ninety-six 
(96)  cents  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  De- 
partments of  Public  Works  and  Receiver  of  Taxes,  Board  of 
Public  Education  and  Clerks  of  Councils  for  the  year  1893, 
as  follows  :  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Gas,  to 
Item  4,  for  materials  and  supplies,  etc.,  five  thousand  and 
ninety-six  (5,096)  dollars  and  ninety-three  (93)  cents  ;  Bureau 
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of  Highways,  to  Item  4|,  for  surfacing  with  broken  stone 
Comly,  Longshore,  Washington  and  Unruh  streets  under  the 
Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad,  two  thousand  (2,000) 
dollars ;  and  for  surfacing  Howell  street,  from  Keystone  street 
to  Jackson  street,  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars,  in  accord- 
ance with  ordinance  approved  April  10,  1893  :  Provided^ 
That  the  property  owners  shall  not  be  released  from  the  cost 
of  paving  the  above  streets  as  may  be  directed  by  ordinance  ; 
Department  of  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  new  Item  10|,  for  the 
refunding  of  certain  twice-paid,  over-paid,  and  paid-in- error 
water  rents,  permits,  etc.,  paid  to  the  Department  of  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes,  Bureau  of  Water,  from  January  1  to  May 
31,  1893,  and  for  which  no  previous  ordinance  has  been 
passed  for  the  refunding  of  the  same :  warrants  for  the  same 
to  be  drawn  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  in  favor  of  the  persons 
named  in  the  schedule  filed  with  the  City  Controller,  two 
thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-one  (2,351)  dollars  and  three 
(3)  cents  ;  Board  of  Public  Education,  to  new  Item  4|,  for 
the  purchase  of  apparatus  for  the  Physical  and  Chemical 
Laboratories  at  the  New  Girls'  Normal  School,  five  thousand 
(5,000)  dollars ;  Clerks  of  Councils,  to  Item  7,  incidentals, 
three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  grant  permission  to  the  Southern  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany to  lay  tracks  in  the  First,  Second,  Twenty-sixth, 
Thirtieth  and  Thirty-sixth  Wards,  to  use  electric  motors  to 
be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and  maintain 
poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  its  charter  granted  under  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  and  government  of  Street  Railway  Com- 
panies   in   this    Commonwealth,"    approved   May  14,    1889, 
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permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Southern  Passenger 
Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  First,  Second,  Twenty- 
sixth,  Thirtieth  and  Thirty-sixth  Wards,  as  follows :  Begin- 
ning at  Schuylkill  avenue  and  Reed  street ;  thence  north  on 
Schuylkill  avenue  to  Wharton  street ;  thence  east  on  Wharton 
street  to  Twenty-fifth  street ;  thence  north  on  Twenty-fifth 
street  to  Carpenter  street ;  thence  east  on  Carpenter  street  to 
Stocker  street ;  thence  south  on  Stocker  street  to  Washington 
avenue  ;  thence  east  on  Washington  avenue  to  Thirteenth 
street ;  thence  north  on  Thirteenth  street  to  Carpenter  street ; 
thence  east  on  Carpenter  street  to  Moyamensing  avenue ; 
thence  southwesterly  on  Moyamensing  avenue  to  Reed  street ; 
thence  west  on  Reed  street  to  Seventeenth  street ;  thence 
south  on  Seventeenth  street  to  Dickinson  street ;  thence  west 
west  on  Dickinson  street  to  Twenty-third  street ;  thence  north 
on  Twenty-third  street  to  Reed  street ;  thence  west  on  Reed 
street  to  place  of  beginning.  Also  north  on  Thirty-second 
street  from  Reed  street  to  Wharton  street.  The  laying  of 
said  track  or  railway  shall  be  commenced  within  ten  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  completed  within 
three  years  thereafter. 

Sect.  2,  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Southern  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  use 
electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks, 
as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid  in  Section  1  of  this 
ordinance.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  which 
the  said  Company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
be  placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb  lines,  and  con- 
nected with  the  street  wires,  or  at  the  option  of  the  Company 
to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction.  That  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built 
and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  building  or  erecting  and 
operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad,  on  any  of  the 
streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  The  same  to  be  of  the  kind, 
style  and  system  as  that  now  constructed  by  the  Catharine 
and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company,  and  all  feed  wires 
shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  with  the  work  of 
constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this 
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ordinance,  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  enter  into  an 
agreement  or  contract  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City), 
which  agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other  things  provide :  That 
the  said  Railway  Company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain 
in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or 
unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines 
of  railways,  or  by  its  trolley  system  ;  that  the  said  Railway 
Company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government, 
control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  its  road  bed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all 
kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies,  or  workmanship, 
plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  &c.,  shall  be  subject  in 
every  way  at  all  times  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the 
Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety.  That 
the  said  Company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead 
trolley  system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  ot 
Councils ;  that  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  run  cars  over 
their  entire  line  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes  be- 
tween the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and 
at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the 
day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A. 
M.,  when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of 
fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire 
line  shall  not  exceed  five  cents,  excepting  between  midnight 
and  5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents; 
that  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be 
so  built  and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  building  or 
erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on 
any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named;  that  work  upon 
the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within  ten 
months,  completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route 
herein  named  within  three  years,  and  that  said  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved 
by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars, 
conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of 
all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  agree- 
ment or  contract  hei'cin  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to 
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the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
if  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  Company  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good, 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  with  Belgian  blocks,  or 
other  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils or  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied 
by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and 
also  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved 
pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said 
Department,  said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for 
such  length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley 
wires,  or  by  other  electric  motive  power  system.  Such  re- 
paving shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets  as 
soon  as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed  or  of  the  poles  or 
trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  motive  powder  system  shall  be 
commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  Avith 
all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  system 
is  being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by 
ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets 
and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said 
railway,  trolley,  or  other  electric  motive  power  company  con- 
structed therein  ;  and  that  said  Company  shall  at  all  times 
hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair  when  directed 
to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the 
said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power  system  shall  be 
maintained  on  such  streets  :  Provided,  That  such  repaving 
or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  Company  from 
any  other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the  streets  occupied 
by  it  that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  that 
has  been  passed  or  that  may  be  passed,  or  from  any  other 
duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and 
repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of  any 
Act  of  Assembly,  and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid 
into  the  C'ty  Treasury  by  said  Company  for  the  printing  of 
this  ordinance.

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AN  ORDINANCE 


To  grant  permission  to  the  Old  York  Road  Passenger  Railway 
Company  to  lay  tracks  on  the  Old  York  road,  use  electric 
motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and 
maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Council m  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  Old  York  Road  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  lay 
double  tracks  as  follows  :  beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Ger- 
mantown  avenue  and  Old  York  road ;  thence  northward  on 
Old  York  road  to  its  intersection  with  Broad  street,  wnth  the 
right  to  lay  curves,  switches  and  turnouts  requisite  to  make 
the  circuit.  The  laying  of  said  tracks  shall  be  commenced 
within  six  months  from  the  passage,  of  this  ordinance,  and 
shall  be  completed  within  one  year  thereafter,  saving  that  the 
time  consumed  by  negotiation  or  litigation  in  procuring  the 
right  of  way  over  the  Old  York  road  shall  not  be  counted. 

Sect.  2.  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  said  Old  York  Road  Passenger  Railway  Company  to 
use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its 
tracks  as  the  same  are  authorized  to  be  laid  in  Section  1  of 
this  ordinance.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead 
wires  supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high, 
which  the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain 
and  to  be  placed  opposite  to  each  other  within  the  curb  lines 
and  connected  with  street  wires,  or  at  the  option  of  the  com- 
pany to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  or  roads  with 
a  double  bracket  thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction. 
That  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be 
so  built  and  erected  as  to  "not  interfere  with  the  building  or 
erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on 
any  of  the  roads,  streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  The  same 
to  be  of  the  kind,  style  and  system  as  that  noAV  constructed  by 
the  Catharine  and  Bainbridge  Streets  Railway  Company,  and 
all  feed  wires  shall  be  buried. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing 
the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance, 
the  said  railway  Company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  City,  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which  agreement  shall  be  in 
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form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other 
things,  provide  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to 
keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved, 
macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  tra- 
versed by  its  lines  ot  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system.  They 
shall  acquire  by  lease  or  purchase  the  turnpike  on  the  Old 
York  road  within  the  City,  over  or  upon  Avhich  their  tracks 
may  be  laid  ;  that  they  will  dedicate  said  turnpike  road  as  a 
public  highway  to  the  City,  free  from  any  damage  or  cost  to 
said  City,  and  shall  at  once  abolish  all  toll  gates  on  said  turn- 
pike road  within  the  City.  That  the  said  railway  company 
shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  passed  relating  to  the  government,  control  or  reg- 
ulation of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of 
its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  character 
of  materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  eleva- 
tions, designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way  at  all  times 
to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public 
Works  and  Public  Safety.  That  the  said  company  shall  take 
down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley  system  whenever  di- 
rected to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils.  That  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  run  cars  over  its  entire  line  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  five  minutes  between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M. 
and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes 
at  all  other  hours  of  the  day  excepting  between  the  hours  of 
12  midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  run  at  least  every  hour. 
The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over 
the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five  cents  per  passenger,  ex- 
cepting between  midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall 
not  exceed  ten  cents.  That  Avork  upon  the  said  railway  and 
trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  completed 
and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within 
one  year,  saving  that  the  time  consumed  by  negotiation  or  lit- 
igation in  procuring  the  right  of  way  over  the  said  Old  York 
road  shall  not  be  counted,  and  that  the  said  railway  company 
shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned 
upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agreement  herein  au- 
thorized, which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the   City,  and  the  money

shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  if  the  said  railway  com- 
pany shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  company  shall,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good,  substan- 
tial and  workmanlike  manner  with  Belgian  blocks  or  other 
improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Councils  or 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  to 
be  done  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  said  department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it 
not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and  also 
all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved  pave- 
ment, the  repaving  of  which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said  de- 
partment, said  repaving  to  be  done  from  curb  to  curb,  for  such 
length  of  street  as  shall  be  occupied  by  poles  and  trolley  wires 
or  by  other  electric  motive  power  system.  Such  repaving 
shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets  as  soon  as 
the  construction  of  the  r(>adbed  or  of  the  poles  or  trolley  wires 
or  other  electric  motive  power  system  shall  be  commenced 
thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  with  all  reason- 
able and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  system  is  being 
constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by  ordinance 
otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets  and 
complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said  railway, 
trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power  company  constructed 
therein,  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  keep 
the  said  paving  in  good  repair  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  so  long  as  the  said  trolley  or 
other  electric  motive  power  system  shall  be  maintained  on  such 
streets:  Provided,  That  such  repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid 
shall  not  free  the  said  company  from  any  other  paving,  repav- 
ing and  repairing  the  streets  occupied  by  it,  that  may  be  re- 
quired by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  which  has  been  passed 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or 
obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and  repairing  that 
is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assem- 
bly. And  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1894. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authoriaed  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on 
the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assess- 
ment made  in  the  year  1893  (except  such  as  are  marked  agri- 
cultural and  farm  lands  and  rural  or  suburban),  a  tax  of  one 
(1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1894  as  one 
City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  following 
objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.: 

Item  1,  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2,  for  the  public  schools  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22)  cents. 

Item  3,  for  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4,  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5,  for  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6,  for  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7,  for  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8,  for  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9,  for  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10,  for  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11,  for  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12,  for  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13,  for  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality  the 
sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents  ;  and  said  amounts  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects  subject  to  further 
direction  by  ordinance  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate 
voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
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late  of  tax  shall  be  levied;  and  on  all  such  portions  maiked 
"  rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of  tax 
shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  lor  the  relief  and 
employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed  prop- 
erty situate  in  the  wards  Avhere  houses  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the  Eighteenth  Section 
of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect,  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  payable  to 
the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  October  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of 
November  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  there 
shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  December  and  before  the  first  day  of 
January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  per 
cent.  ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display,  from 
day  to  day,  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
tax  office  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance. And  all  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
them  to  the  lowest  bidders  ;  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  said 
contract,  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  assessed 
upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on  the  lines  of  said 
sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  ordinance  entitled 
"  An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment  upon  property  for 
the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or  drains,"  approved  May 
12,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto,  approved  February  16, 
1869,  any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition 
to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  ta  draw  war- 
rants for  street  intersections,  man-holes,  and  legal  deductions 
in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3, 
1868,  to  be  charged  to  Item  (for  branch  sewers)  of  annual 
appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Surveys)  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
twenty-three  thousand  (28,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  not  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  construction  of  any 
of  the  sewers  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  until  the  streets 
are  on   the   City  plan,   legally  opened   and    all    the    property 
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■abutting  thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rates:  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  where  the  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full 
City  rates,  and  the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he  may 
advertise  and  award  contracts  upon  the  receipt  of  a  duly  exe- 
cuted agreement  binding  the  owners  to  pay  the  regular  assess- 
ment charges.

To  permit  tlie  Drexcl  Institute  to  construct  a  conduit  under 
and  across  Thirty-second  street,  north  of  Chestnut  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  is  hereby  given 
to  the  Drexel  Institute  to  construct  and  maintain  a  conduit 
under   and   across    Thirty-second    street,  north  of   Chestnut 
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street,  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
ducting pipes  and  electric  wires  for  communicating  with  and 
lighting  the  properties  of  said  Institute  on  the  western  side  of 
said  Thirty-second  street.  The  said  conduit  shall  not  be 
more  than  four  (4)  feet  square,  and  shall  be  of  sufficient  depth 
below  the  surface  to  clear  all  existing  pipes,  and  shall  be  con- 
structed under  the  proper  supervision  and  direction  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  in  accordance  with  plans  to  be 
submitted  to  and  'approved  in  accordance  with  the  general 
ordinances  by  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors :  Provided, 
That  the  said  Drexel  Institute  shall  agree  to  be  responsible 
for  all  damages  that  may  be  caused  by  reason  of  this  privi- 
lege being  granted  so  long  as  the  said  conduit  shall  remain  in 
said  street,  and  shall  repair  and  repave  that  part  of  street 
opened  for  the  conduit,  and  shall  repair  all  defects  of  the  said 
street  that  may  appear  from  time  to  time  to  be  caused  by  said 
opening,  so  long  as  the  privilege  shall  be  retained,  whenever 
requested  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
to  put  the  street  in  order :  And  provided^  That  this  privilege 
shall  not  exempt  the  Drexel  Institute  from  the  payment  of 
the  frontage  charges  for  vaults  under  sidewalks,  as  provided 
for  in  the  Ordinance  of  September  17,  1888,  and  shall  be 
revocable  at  any  time,  without  notice,  by  the  passage  of  a 
resolution  or  ordinance  to  that  effect.  Fifty  dollars  shall  first 
be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  printing  this  ordinance.

Granting  pc  rmission  to  the  Overbrook  Steam  Heat  Company 
of  Philadelphia  to  enter  upon  certain  streets,  avenues,  and 
highways  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  Twenty-second 
Ward,  and  to  lay  therein  its  pipes,  conduits  and  service 
pipes  to  supply  steam  for  heating  to  the  buildings  erected 
thereon. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common.  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Overbrook  Steam  Heat 
Comj  any  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  granted  permission  to  enter 
upon  and  lay,  maintain  and  operate  its  pipes,  conduits  and 
service  pipes,  and  to  construct  the  necessary  manholes  and 
make  connections  for  supplying  steam  for  heating  from  its 
works  to  such  properties  and  buildings  whose  owners  or  occu- 
piers consent  thereto,  in,  under,  and  along  the  streets,  avenues, 
roads  and  highways  bounding  or  within  the  limits  of  the  tract 
of  land  of  the  Carpenter  Land  and  Improvement  Company, 
bounded  northwardly  by  Carpenter  street,  southerly  by  Upsal 
street,  easterly  by  Germantown  avenue,  and  westwardly  by 
Green  street,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia. The  work  of  said  company  shall  be  done  in  com- 
pliance with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  High- 
way Supervisors,  and  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of 
the  Department  ol  Public  Works  of  said  city  ;  And  provided, 
That  the  maximum  pressure  of  steam  in  the  pipes  and  con- 
duits in  said  streets,  avenues,  roads  and  highways  shall  at 
no  time  exceed  thirty  pounds  to  the  square  inch.

pipes  or  conduits  of  any  kind  thereunder,  and  that  the  Car- 
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penter  Land  and  Improvement  Company  agree  to  dedicate 
the  said  streets  as  shown  on  the  plan  to  be  aj>proved  by  the 
Survey  Department  within  three  years  or  sooner  if  requested 
to  do  so  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  pipes  used  by  said  company  for  the  con- 
veyance of  steam  shall  be  of  wrought  iron  and  tested  to  a 
pressure  of  at  least  250  pounds  per  square  inch,  and  incased 
in  wooden  logs.  The  wood  logs  shall  have  a  bore  of  at  least 
two  inches  greater  diameter  than  the  iron  pipes,  and  be  lined 
on  the  inside  with  tin,  and  constructed  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  prevent  the  radiation  of  heat.  Expansion  joints  or  "  vari- 
ators"  and  "anchor  specials,"  shall  be  placed  50  feet  apart  to 
provide  for  expansion  and  contraction  of  pipes.  The  pipes  of 
said  company  shall  be  used  for  conveying  steam  for  heating 
and  for  no  other  purpose.  One  or  more  lines  of  porous  tile 
shall  be  laid  below  the  wood  log  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
the  surface  or  spring  water  and  connected  at  the  lowest  points 
■with  the  sewer  by  proper  traps.  The  entire  construction  to 
be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  which  De- 
partment shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  and  test  said  pipes 
and  fixtures  at  any  time. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  company  shall  supply  steam  for  heating, 
free  of  charge  to  the  city,  to  all  its  public  school-houses,  fire^ 
and  police  station-houses,  patrol  and  other  public  buildings 
now  existing  or  hereafter  constructed  on  the  line  of  its  mains  ; 
and  that  the  authority  and  privileges  herein  granted  shall 
cease  and  determine  unless  the  work  hereby  authorized,  as 
well  as  the  plant  for  furnishing  steam,  shall  be  commenced 
within  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  and 
shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  so  much  as  is  not  completed 
within  five  years  alter  such  passage:  And  provided  further^ 
That  said  company  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum 
of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  this  Ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
6th  inst.,  in  which  you  quote  from  a  letter  received  from  Mr. 
John  T.  Windrim,  architect  for  the  Police  Station  at  Front 
and  Westmoreland  streets,  as  follows  : 

"  It  will  be  necessary  to  go  to  a  greater  depth  at  the  west 
end  of  the  lot  with  the  foundations  than  is  shown  or  described 
by  the  drawings  and  specifications,  owing  to  the  imperfect 
bottom  found  after  excavating.  The  contractors  refuse  to 
build  the  additional  depth  required  unless  compensated  for  it." 

You  further  desire  my  opinion  as  to  your  authority  to  order 
the  extra  work  and  pay  for  the  same. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  in  the  absence  of  any  specifi- 
cation to  the  contrary,  the  contractor  accepts  the  risk  of  not 
getting  a  proper  foundation  at  the  required  depth. 

As  to  your  authority  to  order  the  extra  work,  the  Ordin- 
ance of  July  5,  1877,  Section  1,  provides  :  "  All  contracts 
requiring  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  that  may  be  entered 
into  on  behalf  of  any  of  the  departments  of  the  city  of  Phil- 
adelphia, for  materials  to  be  furnished  or  work  to  be  done, 
shall  not  be  altered  in  any  material  matter,  either  in  quantity 
or  materials  to  be  furnished,  work  to  be  done,  or  prices  to  be 
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paid  for  said  work  and  materials,  without  the  Chief  of  the 
Department  for  which  said  contract  has  been  entered  into, 
shall  have  previously  laid  before  Councils  a  plan  and  estimated 
cost  of  the  proposed  changes,  and  obtaining  the  consent  of 
Councils  to  the  proposed  changes  and  alterations." 

In  conclusion  I  would  say,  that  in  my  opinion  the  failure 
of  the  contractor  to  get  a  proper  foundation  at  the  depth 
required,  is  one  of  the  risks  assumed  by  him  upon  entering 
into  the  contract,  and  that  in  any  event  you  have  no  authority 
to  order  the  extra  work  done  without  first  complying  with  the 
section  of  the  ordinance  above  quoted.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication   in 
which  you  ask  for  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions: 

1,  "  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  the  5th  of  August, 
1870,  what  do  you  conceive  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission- 
ers with  regard  to  advertisements  and  the  making  of  contracts 
for  the  construction  of  the  building  therein  referred  to  ?  " 

2.  "  What  is  the  status  of  the  Commissioners  in  relation 
to  Article  XV.,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  1873,  which 
reads  as  follows :  '  No  debt  shall  be  contracted  or  liability  in- 
curred by  any  municipal  commission,  except  in  pursuance  of 
an  appropriation  previously  made  therefor  b^  the  municipal 
government?'  " 


In  answer  to  your  first  question  I  reply  as  follows :  The 
Act  of  August  5tli,  1870,  which  provided  for  the  erection  of 
the  Public  Buildings,  reads,  inter  alia,  in  Section  1,  that 
*'  the  said  commissioners  shall  within  thirty  days  thereafter 
advertise  for  proposals  and  make  all  needful  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  said  buildings  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be 
found  practicable." 

Under  this  provision  of,  the  Act  the  Commissioners  were 
directed  to  advertise  for  proposals  and  to  award  the  contracts 
for  the  doing  of  the  work  required  in  the  construction  of  said 
building  to  responsible4)idders. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  Act  that 
the  Commissioners  should  advertise  for  proposals  before 
awarding  the  contracts.  In  view  of  the  language  above 
quoted,  I  believe  the  Commissioners  could  have  awarded  the 
contract  to  one  responsible  contractor  for  the  completion  of 
the  work  within  a  specified  term  of  years  and  at  a  specified 
sum  of  money,  and  the  agreement  drawn  in  accordance  with 
the  Act  would  provide  that  the  said  contractor  should  be  paid 
on  account  of  the  work  done  each  year  to  the  amount  of  the 
appropriation  made  by  Councils,  which  appropriation  the  Act 
required  was  to  be  raised  by  special  tax  or  made  out  of  an 
annual  tax. 

The  Act  seems  to  me  to  be  specific  in  that  advertisements 
should  be  made  for  proposals,  and  that  the  contract  or  con- 
tracts should  be  awarded  only  after  said  advertisements  had 
been  made. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question,  I  reply  that  in  the  case 
of  Perkins  vs.  Slack,  reported  in  86  Pa.  St.,  270,  the  Court 
held  that  the  Commission  was  subject  to  Section  2,  of  Article 
XV.  of  the  Constitution,  which  reads  :  "  No  debt  shall  be 
contracted  or  liability  incurred  by  any  municipal  commission, 
except  in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation  previously  made 
therefor  by  the  municipal  government."  Judge  Trunkey  de- 
livering the  opinion,  among  other  things  said,  that  "  the  Act 
of  Assembly  of  August  5,  1870,  providing  for  the  erection  of 
public  buildings  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  constitutional, 
and  is  law,  except  so  much  as  has  been  repealed  by  Section 
2,  Article  XV.,  of  the  new  Constitution  ;  that  '  obviously  ' 
this  section  '  prevents  new  contracts  until  appropriations  to 
pay  for  them  shall  have  been  made.  The  Commissioners 
cannot  expend  money  in  excess  of  the  sum  appropriated — the 


indebtedness  of  the  city  shall  not  be  increased  beyond  the 
means  provided  for  payment ;  to  that  extent  is  the  statute 
modified  or  repealed."  The  Court  further  held  that  there  is 
no  positive  repugnancy  between  that  section  of  the  Constitu- 
and  the  other  provisions  of  the  statute. 

Of  course,  it  must  be  admitted  that  such  contracts  as  had 
been  entered  into  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution 
were  valid  and  binding,  and  would  in  no  wise  have  been 
affected  by  said  provision.  But,  after  the  adoption  of  the 
Constitution,  the  language  of  the  Court  is  clear  that  the 
power  of  the  Commissioners  to  contract  was  absolutely  limited 
to  the  amount  of  the  annual  appropriations  made  by  Councils, 
and  they  had  no  authority  to  contract  for  anything  beyond 
that  limitation.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  27th  ult.,  in  reference  to 
the  payment  of  the  balance  due  Owen  McKenna  for  grading 
Nicetown  lane  from  Clearfield  street  to  Wissahickon  avenue, 
received. 

You  state  that  you  have  received  a  letter  from  Messrs. 
Alexander  and  Magill,  dated  the  17th  ult..  in  relation  to  the 
suit  for  damages  which  they  have  instituted  against  Owen 
McKenna,  and  that  they  request  you  to  make  no  payment  to 
Mr.  McKenna,  under  his  contract,  and  that  if  you  do  so,  they 
will  hold  the  City  liable.  You  desire  me  to  advise  you 
whether  you  shall  pay  or  withhold  this  warrant. 

You  do  not  state  upon  what  ground  damages  are  claimed 
from  Owen  McKenna,  but  I  assume  that  the  action  was 
brought  because  of  some  injury  resulting  from  the  work  of 
grading  the  street. 


I  believe  that  Owen  McKenna  has  given  a  bond  to  the 
City  to  indemnify  it  against  any  claim  for  personal  damages 
by  reason  of  the  said  grading.  As  the  action  is  against  Owen 
McKenna  and  not  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I  advise 
that  you  are  not  required  to  take  any  notice  of  the  letter 
from  Messrs.  Alexander  and  Magill.  The  proceeding  has 
not  been  reduced  to  judgment,  and  it  may  be  a  matter  for 
which  the  City  is  not  liable. 

If  the  bond  given  by  Mr.  McKenna  is  sufficient  to  secure 
the  City,  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  his  warrant  should  be 
withheld.  I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  if  you  consider  the 
bond  sufficient,  or  if  Mr.  McKenna  gives  you  a  sufficient 
bond,  that  you  are  justified  in  paying  him  the  warrant  due 
him  for  grading  the  said  street.

Dear  Sir  :  Your  letter  relating  to  the  duplicate  convey- 
ance of  property,  was  duly  received. 

I  agree  with  you  "  that  there  ought  to  be  some  plan  to 
prevent  this  thing  being  done,"  but  unfortunately,  there 
appears  to  be  none  except  what  action  the  injured  parties,  if 
any  there  be,  may  choose  to  adopt.  You  no  doubt  are 
acquainted  wi:h  the  provisions  of  the  several  Acts  of  As- 
sembly relating  to  the  registry  of  titles  to  real  estate  within 
the  County  of  Philadelphia,  and,  of  course,  know  that  the 
penalties  fixed  by  them  provide  only  for  a  failure  to  register 
as  therein  required. 

If  the  second  vendee  has  been  defrauded,  he,  of  course,  has 
a  right  to  proceed,  either  civilly  or  criminally  against  the 
vendor,  or  the  original  vendee,  if  the  market  value  of  his 
title  should  in  any  way  be  affected  by  the  second  conveyance, 
would  also  have  a  right  of  action  against  the  vendor. 


For  the  present,  I  would  endeavor  to  ascertain  from  the 
second  vendee  the  circumstances  of  the  transaction,  as  it  may 
be  that  the  property  has  been  re-conveyed  to  the  vendor  and 
no  record  thereof  made.

In  re  Construction  of  underground  works  prior  to  paving  or 
repaving. 

James  H.  Windrim,  Esq., 

Director  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir  : — In  a  communication  under  date  of  January 
25,  1893,  you  write  as  follows:  "  I  think  it  would  be  benefi- 
cial if  an  ordinance  was  passed  that  would  require  the  gas 
and  water  pipes  and  the  sewers  to  be  placed  in  streets  before 
paving  or  repaving,  that  would  authorize  the  City  to  collect 
for  the  same  from  properties  fronting  on  said  street.  Will 
you  please  advise  me  whether  pioperty  owners  could  be  made 
to  comply  with  such  an  ordinance." 

In  answer  thereto,  permit  me  to  refer  you  to  the  Act. of 
February  2,  1854,  (Sec.  40,  Brightley's  City  Digest,  page  28, 
par.  50),  in  relation  to  the  paving  of  streets  and  footways  and 
the  laying  of  water  pipes.  Also,  the  Act  of  x\pril  8,  1864, 
(Brightley's  City  Digest,  page  29,  par.  54)  in  relation  to 
sewers,  and  the  Ordinance  of  May  3,  1855,  (Brightley's  City 
Digest,  229,  par.  157.) 

You  will  see  from  these  Acts  of  Assembly  and  Ordinance, 
that  provision  is  already  made  for  the  collection  of  the  cost  of 
water  pipes  and  scAvers  from  property  owners. 

The  Ordinance  of  February  26,  1891,  (Ordinances  of  1891, 
page  50)  provides  for  the  construction  of  sewers  and  the  lay- 
ing of  gas  and  water  pipe  before  paving  or  repaving. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  means  by  which  you  could  lien 
property  for  the  laying  of  gas  pipe.     I  do  not  think  there  ia 


any  Act  of  Assembly  authorizing  it.  The  property  owners 
could  be  made  to  comply  with  any  ordinance  as  to  the  intro- 
duction of  sewers  and  the  laying  of  water  pipes,  in  conformity 
with  the  Act  of  Assembly.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  3d  inst.,  in  reference  to 
the  above  street,  with  letters  from  George  S.  Webster,  Chief 
Engineer,  and  Howard  A.  Davis,  Assistant  City  Solicitor,  and 
plan  of  said  street  received. 

It  appears  that  Cortland  street  is  not  upon  the  City  plan 
and  does  not  extend  from  one  public  street  to  another,  and  is 
not,  at  present,  physically  opened.  You  desire  to  be  informed 
whether  the  District  Surveyor  would  be  justified  in  surveying 
lots  fronting  on  said  Courtland  street. 

The  mere  fact  that  lots  had  been  sold  on  said  street,  or  a 
house  built  at  the  corner,  does  not  of  itself  make  a  street  a 
public  highway.  Even  if  the  same  had  been  dedicated,  it 
could  not  be  accepted  by  the  City  or  placed  upon  the  City* 
plan,  as  it  did  not  run  from  one  street  to  another.  The  Act 
of  June  6,  1871.  prevents  the  plotting  of  any  street  that  does 
not  extend  from  street  to  street. 

As  the  said  Cortland  street  is  not  upon  the  City  plan  and 
was  not  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance  of  April 
8,  1890,  and  was  not  then  open  or  dedicated,  the  District 
Surveyor  would  not  be  justified  in  surveying  lots  fronting  on 
said  Cortland  street.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  2d  inst.,  in  reference  to  the 
tearing  down  of  properties  for  the  widening  of  Fourth,  Fifth, 
Ranstead  and  Merchant  streets,  received. 

The  reference  made  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
Avays  to  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  of  April  27,  1886, 
does  not  apply  to  this  case.  In  that  proceeding  the  build- 
ings in  the  bed  of  Green  street  belonged  to  the  City,  as 
damages  had  been  awarded  to  the  owner  for  the  same.  In 
the  present  case  the  owners  have  not  been  awarded  any 
damages,  but  have  dedicated  the  land  necessary  for  the 
widening  of  the  streets,  and,  as  respects  the  properties  on 
Fourth  street,  the  owners  are  in  the  position  of  having  a  por- 
tion of  their  property  on  what,  since  the  widening  of  the 
street,  is  a  part  of  a  public  highway.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
owner  to  remove  obstruction  of  the  street,  and,  as  they  are 
willing  to  do  so,  the  interests  of  the  City  are  not  in  any  way 
affected. 

As  to  the  properties  on  Fifth  street  which  belong  to  other 
parties  than  the  Bourse,  and  for  which  damages  will  be  paid 
by  the  City,  as  the  Bourse  people  will  remove  the  same  with- 
out any  costs  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I  do  not  see  any 
reason  why  you  should  not  authorise  the  Bourse  to  perform 
the  work  as  representing  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  you  can  safely  permit  the  Bourse  to 
act  for  the  City  in  the  removal  of  these  properties,  provided 
the  City  does  not  have  to  pay  anything  for  doing  the  work.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  February  18th,  inquir- 
ing -whether  your  Department  may  construct  sewers  and  lay 
gas  and  water-pipes,  so  as  to  validly  charge  property  owners 
in  the  case  of  the  first  and  last,  in  those  cases  in  which  cart- 
way paving  is  done  by  the  passenger  railway  companies. 

I  understand  the  question  to  be  whether  the  provisions  of 
the  Ordinances  of  February  26,  1891  and  February  10,  1892, 
apply  to  cartway  paving  done  under  such  circumstances. 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  advising  you  that  those  Ordinances 
cannot  be  thus  interpreted.  They  apply  only  to  cases  where 
the  work  has  been  authorized  by  a  special  ordinance  of 
Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  December  30,  1892,  in  relation 
to  the  collection  of  water  rents,  received. 

You  desire  to  know  "  whether  you  can  lien,  levy  and  sell, 
as  in  the  case  of  property  tax,  or  in  other  words,  is  assess- 
ments for  the  use  of  water  a  rent  or  a  tax  ?" 

In  answer,  permit  me  to  say  that  a  water  rent  is  at  times 
denominated  a  rent,  and  in  the  Ordinance  of  October  16,  1858 
(Brightly's  Philadelphia  City  Digest,  202),  it  is  called  a  tax, 
but  whether  it  be  a  rent  or  a  tax,  it  is  not  a  lien  upon  the 
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property,  and  there  is  no  legislative  authority  to  levy  and  sell 
as  in  the  case  of  a  tax  on  property.  Taxes,  water  pipe  and 
other  municipal  claims,  become  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  only 
by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Assembly.  There  is  no  Act  of  the 
Legislature  making  water  rent  a  lien  on  the  property  or  pro- 
viding any  other  remedy  for  its  collection  than  that  of  an 
ordinary  debt.  Of  course,  you  have  a  remedy  by  turning  off 
the  water. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  decisions  holding  to  the  contrary, 
but  there  are  some,  such  as  Johnson's  Estate,  4  W.N.C.,  187, 
deciding  that  water  rent  is  not  a  lien.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  8th  inst.,  with  copy  of 
letter  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  en- 
closed, in  relation  to  a  contract  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer 
on  Walnut  street,  between  Broad  and  Fifteenth  streets,  re- 
ceived. 

It  appears  that  your  Department,  in  1889,  advertised  for 
bids  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  Walnut  street,  from 
Broad  to  Fifteenth  street,  under  the  impression  that  the  street 
had  been  authorized  to  be  paved  by  ordinance,  and  without 
any  ordinance  being  passed  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer, 
and  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  said  sewer  was 
awarded  to  George  W.  Ruch.  Subsequently,  on  December 
31,  1892,  an  ordinance  was  passed  for  the  construction  of  the 
sewer. 

You  desire  to  know  whether  the  construction  of  the  sewer 
can  be  proceeded  with  under  that  contract,  or  whether  it  will 
be  necessary  to  re7advertise  and  award  a  new  contract ;  and 
further,  whether  a  new  contract  can  be  made  and  executed 
under  the  original  bid. 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  reads  as  follows  :  '•  No  contract 
for  the  construction  of  any  new  building,  school  house,  bridge, 
culvert,  new  paving  of  streets,  redemption  of  the  tolls  of  any 
turnpike  or  plank  road,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  city,  shall  be 
binding  thereon,  without  an  ordinance  therefor  duly  enacted. 
No  contract  shall  be  made  by  the  head  of  any  department  for 
work  or  materials  for  the  city,  unless  for  objects  authorized  by 
Councils,  etc. 

The  Act  of  May  13,  1856,  is  as  follows  :  Section  26.  "  All 
goods,  merchandise  or  other  articles  of  any  kind  and  labor  and 
service  required  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  any  depart- 
ment thereof,  shall  be  purchased  or  contracted  for  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  etc.,"  and  the 
Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  6 :  "  All  stationery,  printing- 
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paper  and  fuel  used  in  Councils  and  in  other  departments  of 
the  city  government,  and  all  work  and  materials  required  by 
the  city,  shall  be  furnished,  and  the  printing  and  all  other  cost 
of  work  done  for  the  city  shall  be  performed  under  contract  to 
be  given  to  the  lowest  bi  Ider,  under  such  regulations  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  etc  " 

The  contract  made  with  George  W.  Ruch,  in  1889,  was 
invalid,  no  ordinance  having  been  passed  for  the  construction 
of  the  sewer.  I  assume  that  the  Ordinance  of  December  31, 
1892,  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer,  did  not  approve  of 
that  contract.  If  that  be  so,  then  there  would  be  no  authority 
for  executing  a  contract  with  the  said  George  W,  Ruch  under 
the  bid  received  from  him  in  1892.  Unless  Councils  approve, 
or  have  approved  of  the  contract  with  Geeorge  W.  Ruch, 
under  the  previous  advertisement,  it  will  be  necessary  for  you 
to  re-advertise  and  award  the  contract  in  accordance  with  the 
Ordinance  of  December  31,  1892.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  3d  instant  in  reference  to 
the  bills  for  paving  Allegheny  avenue  received.  You  desire 
to  know  whether  you  shall  direct  that  the  bills  for  the  paving 
of  Allegheny  avenue  between  Broad  and  Seventeenth  streets 
shall  be  made  out  separate  for  the  paving  of  the  centre  of  the 
street,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  City,  and  separate  for  the  side 
portions  of  the  street,  chargeable  against  the  property  owners. 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  whether  you  should  so  separate 
the  bills  depends  entirely  upon  the  agreement  made  with  the 
contractor.  If  the  agreement  requires  him  to  take  assessment 
bills  the  law  will  require  him  to  receive  those  bills  in  payment. 
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and,  whether  they  are  collectible  or  not,  the  City  is  not  re- 
sponsible. In  this  connection  let  me  call  your  attention  to 
the  bills  for  paving  Allegheny  avenue  west  of  Nineteenth 
street  which  were  sent  to  this  Department,  and  also  bills  for 
Frankford  avenue.  The  Ordinance  of  May  3,  185^,  requires 
the  Supervisor  of  Highways  to  serve  a  duplicate  of  the  bills 
upon  the  property  owners.  (See  Brightley's  Digest,  "230,  pf. 
158  and  159.) 

As  the  six  months  will  soon  expire  on  some  of  those  bills 
the  service  should  be  immediately  made  by  your  Department. 
Please  have  duplicates  served  upon  the  property  owners,  and 
notify  this  Department  in  time  for  filing  the  liens.

Dear  Sir  : — 1  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  even  date, 
asking  me  to  kindly  furnish  you  with  a  copy  of  the  opinion  I 
gave  the  City  Controller  as  to  the  right  of  the  Public  Buildings 
Commission  to  enter  into  contracts  in  excess  of  their  appro- 
priation, and  whether  or  not  the  Public  Buildings  Commission 
have  any  greater  rights  than  City  Departments  to  enter  into 
contracts  in  excess  of  their  appropriations. 

In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows :  On  January  16,  1891,  I  re- 
ceived from  Thomas  M.  Thompson,  Esq.,  City  Controller,  the 
following  letter : 

"  Philadelphia,  January  16,  1891. 

Charles  F.  Warwick,  Esq., 

City  Solicitor. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  would  be  pleased  to  have  your  opinion  as  to 
the  rights  of  the  Controller  countersigning  warrants  for  cer- 
tain certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  by  the  Commissioners 
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for  the  erection  of  the*  Public  Buildings,  said  certificates 
amounting  to  .$564,135.25,  for  work  done  and  materials  fur- 
nished during  the  year  1890. 

Upon  examination  of  the  various  Ordinances  and  Acts  of 
Assembly,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Controller  has  no 
right  to  countersign  any  warrant  in  excess  of  appropriation 
made  by  Councils. 

Councils  have  appropriated  $750,000  to  the  Public  Build- 
ings Commissioners  for  1891,  intended  to  pay  for  materials 
and  contracts  for  this  year. 

1  would   be   pleased  if  you  would    give    the   matter  your 
prompt  attention,  that  those  having  these  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness may  be  enlightened  as  to  their  rights.

Shortly  after  the  receipt  of  this  letter  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Per- 
kins, stating  that  I  was  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  City  Controller  in  reference  to  matters  aifecting  the  Pub- 
lic Buildings  Commission,  and  that  I  would  gladly  hear  his 
views  in  relation  to  the  matter.  After  several  interviews  I 
then  wrote  the  following  communication  to  Mr.  Thompson, 
dated  January  29,  1891  : 

"  Philadelphia^  January  S9,  1891.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  had  several  interviews  recently  with 
Mr.  Perkins  in  relation  to  the  matter  you  submitted  to  me  for 
an  opinion,  and  I  am  convinced,  beyond  all  question,  that  you 
are  right  in  the  position  you  have  taken.  I  am  to  see  Mr. 
Perkins  again,  I  believe,  in  a  day  or  so,  and  after  an  interview 
with  him,  I  will  give  you  an  opinion  in  full,  if  you  desire  it, 
upon  the  question.  I  write  this  to  let  you  know  how  the 
matter  stands  at  present. 

In  several  interviews  I  have  had  with  him  he  utterly  fails 
to  show  me  any  law  that  supports  the  position  they  have 
taken.

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In  answer  to  your  second  question,  I  reply  that  Article  1-^, 
Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
is  as  follows :  "  No  debt  shall  be  contracted,  or  liability  in- 
"  curred,  by  any  municipal  commission,  except  in  pursuance 
"of  an  appropriation  previously  made  therefor  by  the  muni- 
"  cipal  government." 

In  the  case  of  Perkins  vs.  Slack  (86  Pa.  St.,  278),  the 
Courc,  in  passing  upon  this  section,  said :  "  Obviously  this 
"  prevents  new  contracts  until  appropriations  to  pay  for  them 
"  shall  have  been  made.  'L'he  Commissioners  cannot  ex.pfend 
"  money  in  excess  of  the  sum  appropriated — the  indebtedness 
"  of  the  City  shall  not  be  increased  beyond  the  means  pro- 
"  vided  for  payment.  To  that  extent  is  the  statute  repealed. 
"  Necessary  implication  can  go  no  farther.  There  is  no  posi- 
"  tive  repugnancy  between  that  section  of  the  Constitution 
"  and  the  other  provisions  of  the  statute.  Saving  that  all 
"  liabilities  incurred  shall  be  in  pursuance  of  previous  appro- 
"  priations  by  the  municipal  government,  the  j>rovisions  of  the 
"  Constitution  and  statute  can  stand  together.  The  Commis- 
"  sioners  make  the  requisition  for  the  work,  for  its  execution 
"is  theirs  ;  the  Councils  appropriate  the  means,  and  then  only 
"  can  contracts  be  made  to  bind  the  City."

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  inquiry  as  to 
whether  it  is  necessary  for  you  to  reappoint  the  employees  in 
the  Department  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  for  the  term  begin- 
ning first  Monday  in  April  next,  and  have  said  appointments 
confirmed  by  the  Select  Council,  will  say.  First:  That  in 
exercising  the  power  of  appointment  vested  in  you  as  Receiver 
of  Taxes  by  Act  6th  April,  1887,  Section  2  (P.  L.,  p.  19) 
your  authority  was  necessarily  circumscribed  by  your  tenure 
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of  oflBce ;  that  being  elected  for  three  years  only,  your  power 
to  appoint  was  limited  in  point  of  time  to  that  period.  It 
will  be  necessary,  therefore,  for  you  to  reappoint  those  whom 
you  may  desire  to  retain  in  the  Department  during  your 
second  term. 

Second  :  The  Ordinance  of  Councils,  4th  April,  1887,  p. 
174,  Section  15,  provides  that  "  the  names  of  all  appoint- 
ments of  officers  under  any  branch  of  the  City  government 
receiving  salaries  from  the  City  Treasury  shall  be  subject  to 
confirmation  by  Select  Council."  The  term  "officers"  used 
in  the  Ordinance  cited,  might  be  construed  not  to  refer  to 
clerks  or  other  employees,  yet  when  read  with  the  Ordinance, 
5th  June,  1877,  Section  1,  p.  158,  may  fairly  be  presumed 
to  do  so.  That  being  so,  and  you  being  required  to  reappoint, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  have  your  appointments  confirmed  by 
Select  Council.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  10th 
inst.,  with  ordinances  and  amendments  enclosed,  in  reference 
to  the  appropriation  for  the  extension  of  University  Teaching. 

You  state  "  that  at  a  meeting  of  Councils  on  March  9, 
1893,  the  enclosed  ordinance.  Appendix  204.  was  postponed 
for  the  present,  with  instruction  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor 
as  to  the  legality  of  the  bill,  with  the  accompanying  amend- 
ments. 

The  ordinance  as  submitted  for  my  opinion  I  read  as  fol- 
lows:  ''An  ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  Item  58 
in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
for  the  year  1893,  for  the  extension  of  university  teaching.

"  Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
(5,000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to 
new  Item  58  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  for  the  year  1893,  for  the  extension  of 
University  Teaching." 

It  appears  that  the  above  ordinance  makes  an  appropria- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  to  be  used  by  the  said 
Board  for  a  purpose  in  connection  with  the  public  school 
system. 

It  is  in  the  power  of  Councils  to  make  an  appropriation 
for  the  purposes  of  the  public  schools,  and  that  can  be  ex- 
pended by  the  B':>ard  of  Public  Education  in  such  manner  as 
they  deem  best,  in  connection  with  the  public  schools. 

The  Acts  of  March  13,  1818  (Smith's  Laws,  p.  54)  and 
February  17,  18(35  (P.  L.  176)  give  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  full  power  and  control  in  reference  to  the  public 
schools  and  the  regulation  of  the  same  in  the  First  School 
District. 

Assuming,  therefore,  that  the  appropriation  is  in  connection 
with  the  public  school  system,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  ordi- 
nance is  a  valid  one,  and  that  the  appropriation  can  be  made, 
to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education  in  such 
manner  as  they  deem  best,  in  connection  with  the  public 
schools.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
14th  inst.,  as  follows : 

I  have  been  instructed  by  the  Committee  on  Railroads  to 
submit  to  you  three  drafts  of  ordinances,  which  the  Committee 
on  Railroads    to-day  instructed  be  reported   favorably,  pro- 
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viding  that  your  opinion  is  first  obtained  as  to  tl'.e  rights  of 
the  said  corporations  to  occupy  certain  streets  in  the  Twenty- 
fourth,  Twenty-seventh,  and  Thirty-fourth  Wards. 

It  would  appear  from  the  facts  presented  to  the  Committee 
that  the  Forty-ninth  street  and  Westminster  avenue  Passenger 
Railway  Co.,  the  Forty-second  street  and  West  Park   Passen- 
ger Railway  Co.  and  the   Philadelphia  West  Side   Passenger 
Railway  Co  ,  three  separate  corporations,  obtained  charters  to 
construct  roads,  inter  alia,  upon  streets  as  follows  : 
Westminster  avenue.  Forty-second  to  Forty-fourth, 
Forty-ninth  street,  Baltimore  to  Woodland  avenue, 
Mantua  avenue.  Thirty-second  to  Thirty-third  street. 
Thirty-second  street,  Powelton  to  Mantua  avenue, 
Thirty-second  street,  Market  to  Arch  street. 
Forty-second  street,  Lancaster  to  Powelton  avenue, 
Thirty-fourth  street,  Ludlow  to  Chestnut, 
Walnut  street.  Forty-fourth  to  Sixtieth. 
The  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Co.  claims  that 
the  right  to  occupy  said  streets  between  points  named,  belongs 
to  the  said  Company,  they  having  filed  application  to  Councils 
under  dates  of  November  11,  1881  ;  January  26,  1885  ;  July 
1,  1875  ;  November  11,  1884  ;  December  26.  1885  ;  January 
25,  1885  ;  October  20,  1884,  and  October  3,  1883,  which  au- 
thority they  claim  was  acquired  by  a  supplement  to  the  charter 
of  the  said  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company. 

The  charter  of  the  said  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  is  in  P  L.  of  1858,  p.  585,  and  the  supple- 
ment under  which  they  claim  these  rights  in  P.  L.  of  same 
year,  p.  226. 

Please  advise  me  at  the  earliest  moment  as  to  whether  the 
claim  of  the  West  Philadelphia  P.  R.  Co.  under  the  charter 
and  supplement  thereto,  is,  in  your  opinion,  well  founded  and 
in  keeping  with  the  said  Act,  and  whether  it  prohibits  the 
three  passenger  railway  companies,  above  mentioned,  from 
laying  their  tracks  upon  said  streets. 

As  the  last  meeting  of  Councils  will  be  held  on  the  30th  of 
the  month,  it  is  necessary  to  have  these  b  lis  reported  in  "  a 
week's  time,  in  order  to  have  them  acted  upon  by  the  two 
Chambers.  You  will,  therefore,  see  the  necessity  of  sending 
me  a  prompt  response  to  this  communication.  I  must,  at  all 
events,  have  an  answer  to  the  above  not  later  than  the  22d 
inst." 
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The  Act  of  May  14,  1857,  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate 
the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company"  author- 
ized the  said  company  to  lay  a  double  or  single  track  of  rail- 
way, to  be  used  exclusively  with  horse-power  and  passenger 
travel,  from  the  intersection  of  Till  and  Washington  streets, 
in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  extending  eastward  by  Market 
street  Bridge,  etc.,  with  power  to  extend  the  said  road  from 
Till  and  Washington  streets,  to  Blockley  avenue,  or  Sixty-fifth 
street,  by  way  of  Logan  street,  Haverford  road  and  Vine 
street. 

By  Act  of  April  8,  1858  and  supplement  to  the  Act  of  in- 
corporaijion,  said  company  was  authorized  to  extend  their  said 
road  to  any  part  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  along  ary  of  the  public  streets  or  highways 
thereof,  provided  that  the  said  company  should  first  present 
to  the  Councils  of  the  said  City,  a  plan  and  statement  exhibit- 
ing the  route  of  any  such  proposed  extension,  and  if  Councils 
should  not  within  sixty  days  thereafter,  by  oi'dinance,  disap- 
prove thereof,  consent  of  Councils  should  be  deemed  to  be 
given  thereto. 

You  state  that  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway 
Company  had  filed  application  to  Councils  under  various 
dates. 

These  Acts  of  Assembly  authorize  the  said  West  Philadelphia 
Passenger  Railway  Company  to  construct  their  road  upon  the 
streets  mentioned  in  your  communication,  provided  said  com- 
pany has  complied  with  the  conditions  of  said  Acts. 

I  assume  that  the  Forty-ninth  street  and  Westminster 
avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company,  the  Forty-second  and 
West  Park  Railway  Company  and  the  Philadelphia  West  Side 
Railway  Company,  referred  to  in  your  communication,  were 
incorporated  under  the  Act  of  May  11,  I88i',  (P.  L.,  211), 
entitled  '•  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  and  govern- 
ment of  street  railway  companies  in  this  Commonwealth." 
That  Act  authorized  the  incorporation  of  a  company  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  a  street 
railway  on  any  street  or  highway  upon  which  no  track  is  laid, 
or  authorized  to  be  laid  or  to  be  extended  under  any  existing 
charter,  with  the  privilege  of  occupying  so  much  of  any  street,  • 
used  or  authorized  to  be  used,  under  any  existing  charter,  as 
is  thereinafter  provided,  for  public  use  in  the  conveyance  of 
passengers  by  any  power  other  than  by  locomotives. 
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It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  said  Forty-ninth  street  and 
Westminster  avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company,  the  Forty- 
second  street  and  West  Park  Passenger  Railway  Company  and 
the  Philadelphia  West  Side  Passenger  Railway  Company  have 
obtained  charters  for  the  construction  of  roads  upon  the  various 
streets  mentioned  in  your  communication,  and  that  the  West 
Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company  have  also  authority 
by  law,  to  use  the  same  streets. 

The  question  you  submit  to  me  is  the  determination  of  the 
rights  of  these  various  corporations  to  the  use  of  the  streets. 

The  rights  of  these  various  companies  is  a  matter  for  judicial 
determinatien  only,  and  as  the  City's  interest  is  not  in  any 
way  involved  in  the  controversy,  it  is  not  in  my  province  to 
express  any  opinion  upon  the  matter.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  18th 
inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  you  "  received  my  letter  of  the 
17th  inat.,  in  answer  to  your  communication  of  the  14th  inst. 

You  ask  for  further  information  for  the  committee  and 
submit  the  following  question :  "  Has  the  West  Philadelphia 
Passenger  Railway  Company,  under  the  Act  of  May  14, 
1857,  and  the  supplement  to  said  act  of  April  8,  1858,  the 
right  to  extend  their  road  to  any  part  of  the  Twenty-fourth 
Ward  of  the  City,  along  any  of  the  public  streets  or  highways 
thereof?  " 

In  answer  I  reply  as  follows :  The  act  of  May  14,  1857, 
entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  West  Philadelphia 
Passenger  Railway  Company,"  authorized  said  company  to 
lay  a  double  or  single  track  railway,  to  be  used  exclusively 
with  horse  power  and  passenger  travel,  from   the  intersection 
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of  Till  and  Washington  streets  in  the  Twenty-fourth  AVard, 
extending  eastward  by  way  of  Market  Street  Bridge,  etc., 
with  power  to  extend  the  said  road  fi'om  Till  and  Washington 
streets,  to  Blockley  avenue,  or  Sixty-fifth  street,  by  way  of 
Logan  street,  Haverford  road  and  Vine  street. 

By  Act  of  April  8,  1858,  and  supplement  to  the  act  of  in-

James  H.  Windrim,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  favor  of  the  18th  instant  regard- 
ing the  removal  of  house  on  Shawmont  avenue,  which  projects 
into  the  public  highway  a  distance  of  about  two  feet,  more  or 
less,  and  enclosing  copies  of  lettei's  from  W.  II.  Addicks,  Esq., 
to  Mr.  W.  C.  Buttriss  and  yourself  regarding  this  matter. 
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The  facts  of  the  case  are  these ;  The  jury  duly  appointed 
in  the  matter  of  the  opening  of  Shawmont  avenue,  by  report 
filed  December  10,  1890,  and  confirmed  March  14,  1891, 
directed  that  the  house  in  question,  belonging  to  VV.  C.  But- 
triss,  should  be  allowed  to  stand  until  such  time  as  the  exi- 
gencies of  business  or  travel  might  demand  its  removal,  and 
they  awarded  no  damage  to  Mr.  Buttriss  for  the  taking  of  said 
house. 

This  action  of  the  jury  is  that  prescribed  by  Act  27th 
December,  1871,  Section  2  (P.  L.  1300),  which  provides: 

"  When  a  jury  for  opening  or  widening  a  street,  or  for 
"  assessing  damages  on  the  same,  find  a  building  or  buildings 
"  extending  out  upon  the  sidewalk  a  distance  not  exceeding 
"  two-thirds  of  the  width,  such  buildings  may  be  left  until  the 
"  wants  of  business  and  travel  may  require  their  removal ; 
"  and  no  damages  shall  be  allowed  the  owner  therefor  until  a 
"  future  jury  shall  determine  the  necessity  of  their  removal 
"  and  the  amount  of  damages  then  to  be  paid." 

In  view,  therefore,  of  this  action  of  the  jury,  and  there 
having  been  no  jury  since  appointed  to  determine  whether 
there  exists  a  present  necessity  for  the  removal  of  the  house 
and  to  award  damages  to  be  caused  by  its  removal,  I  would 
therefore  state  that  the  said  house  may  remain  undisturbed 
until  such  time  as  further  legal  proceedings  shall  be  had,  as 
indicated.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  22d  inst.,  relating  to  the 
duty  of  the  several  passenger  railway  companies  to  make  pay- 
ment to  the  City  of  six  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  dividends 
declared  by  said  companies  over  and  above  six  per  cent,  per 
annum  on  their  capital  stock,  and  asking  me  to  define  your 
duties,  if  any,  in  the  premises  received. 
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The  Acts  of  Assembly  creating  said  companies  provide, 
inter  alia,  that  they  "■  shall  annually  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  of  the  City,  whenever  the  dividend  shall  exceed  six 
per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  capital  stock,  the  sum  of  six  per 
cent,  on  the  dividends  thus  declared." 

The  above  taxes  have  been  collected  by  the  Law  Depart- 
ment since  1878  ;  the  amount  thereof  ascertained  by  the 
statements  of  the  several  passenger  railway  companies,  veri- 
fied by  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  at 
llarrisburg.  The  taxes  for  the  year  1892  are  in  process  of 
collection;  the  statements  for  that  year  are  being  submitted 
to  this  department,  and  when  verified  as  above,  the  amount 
due  will  be  coMected  and  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Article  6,  of  the  Act  of  June  1st,  1885  (P.  L.,  44),  referred 
to  by  you,  provides  that  "  the  City  Treasurer  shall  demand 
and  receive  from  the  proper  officers  all  moneys  payable  to  the 
City  from  whatever  source,"  etc. 

Nothing  more  was  contemplated  by  the  above  recited 
article  than  that  the  City  Treasurer  shall  make  demand  upon 
the  proper  "  officers  "  of  the  City  for  any  funds  in  their  pos- 
session as  such  officers,  and  not  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
according  to  law.  The  Act  cannot  be  construed  so  as  to  in- 
clude any  person  or  corporation  not  an  officer  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and,  as  passenger  railway  companies  are  not 
officers  within  the  meaning  of  said  Act,  you  are  not  required 
thereby,  nor  have  you  the  authority,  to  call  upon  said  com- 
panies to  make  payment  of  any  moneys  that  may  be  due  the  City.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  .5th  inst.,  in   reference   to 
the    removal   of    houses   on    Forty-second   street,   Woodland 
avenue  and  Kingsessing  avenue,  received. 
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Ordinances  were  approved  March  12th,  1889  and  June 
21st,  18'J2,  for  the  opening  of  Forty-second  street,  Woodland 
avenue  and  Kingsessing  avenue.  On  May  2-4th,  1890,  the 
City  entered  security  for  the  opening  of  Forty-second  street 
and  Woodland  avenue  and  on  October  1st,  1892,  for  the 
opening  of  Kingsessing  avenue.  As  to  all  of  these  streets 
the  Court  entered  a  decree  for  their  immediate  opening. 

It  is  in  the  power  of  your  department,  in  accordance  with 
the  said  decrees,  to  immediately  open  the  said  streets.  Under 
the  circumstances  and  in  view  of  the  decree  of  the  Court,  I 
cannot  understand  why  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  should  not  assist  the  contractor  in  opening  said 
streets  In  carrying  out  the  decree  of  the  Court  you  are  not 
a  trespasser,  and  any  interference  with  the  contractor  upon 
the  part  of  the  tenants  makes  them  only  liable  to  any  breach 
of  the  peace,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  to  assist  your  department  in  enforcing  the  decree  of 
the  Court. 

There  is  nothing  for  you  to  do  but  to  enforce  the  decree, 
using  in  such  work  the  assistance  of  the  police.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  en- 
closing a  copy  of  resolution  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  City  Trusts,  relative  to  the  condition 
of  Delaware  avenue,  from  Vine  street  to  South  street,  and  the 
obligation  of  the  River  Front  Railroad  Company  to  keep  the 
street  in  repair,  requesting  my  ©pinion  as  to  your  powers  in 
the  premises. 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  the  Ordinance  of  May  31,  1877, 
(page  119)  provides,  int^r  alia,  "  that  the  River  Front  Rail- 
road Company  be  authorized  to  occupy  with  a  single  track 
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railroad,  for  ordinary  railroad  purposes  and  uses  ...  so  much 
of  Delaware  avenue  as  lies  between  Dock  street  and  the  south 
side  of  Callowhill  street." 

Section  5  further  provides  :  "  That  the  said  company  shall 
also  maintain  and  keep  in  good  repair,  the  tracks  hereby  au- 
thorized to  be  laid,  as  well  as  the  paving  between  the  curbs  of 
the  carriage  way  occupied  by  the  said  tracks  or  railroads." 

The  resolution  above  referred  to,  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  City  Trusts,  states  "  that  the  said  River  Front  Railroad 
Company  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
above  ordinance  under  which  i-t  has  the  right  to  maintain  and 
use  the  tracks  upon  Delaware  avenue,  between  Vine  and  Dock 
streets,  and  has  allowed  the  pavement  of  the  said  street  to  get 
into  so  bad  a  condition  as  to  be  dangerous  to  persons  using 
same,  and  not  fit  or  suitable  as  a  pavement  of  a  public  street 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

Under  the  ordinance  granting  the  franchises  to  this  com- 
pany, and  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State 
upon  the  question,  there  is  no  question  as  to  the  liability  of 
the  railroad  company  to  maintain  and  keep  in  good  repair  the 
streets  occupied  by  it. 

In  the  case  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Gray's  Ferry  Passenger 
Railway  Company  vs.  The  City  of  Philadelphia,  (2  W.  N.  C, 
639)  the  Court  held :  "  If  the  railway  company  neglect  the 
duty  imposed  upon  it  to  keep  the  entire  street  in  repair,  the 
municipal  authorities  may  obstruct  the  street  and  stop  the 
running  of  cars  in  order  to  make  such  repairs." 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  upon  failure  of  the  railroad 
company,  after  notice,  to  repave  and  keep  in  good  condition 
the  said  street  occupied  by  them,  that  you  have  authority  to 
enforce  the  ordinance,  and,  if  necessary,  stop  the  running  of 
their  cars  until  the  notice  is  complied  with  or  the  work  com- 
pleted by  the  City.

of  opinion  that  the  two  offices  are  not  incompatible. 

The  Act  of  May  15,  1874,  Section  14,  (P.  L.  186)  provides 
that  members  of  Councils  shall  not  hereafter  hold  any  city  or 
county  office  in  the  choice  of  the  people  while  serving  as  a 
member  of  said  Councils.  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  School 
Director  is  not  such  an  office  as  comes  within  the  prohibition 
of  said  Act.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following : 

RESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  City   Solicitor  for   an  opinion   relative   to 
paving  and  repaving  of  sidewalks  and  of  new  curb  stones. 

Resolved.,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
requested  to  furnish  these  Councils  at  the  next  stated  meeting 
with  an  opinion  as  to  whether  Councils  have  the  lawful  right 
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to  prohibit  by  ordinance  the  paving  or  repaying  of  sidewalks 
with  any  other  material  than  flag  or  artificial  stone,  and  to 
compel  owners  of  property  to  remove  existing  curbstones  in 
front  of  their  property,  and  in  place  thereof  to  set  dressed 
granite  or  artificial  atone,  and  provide  suitable  penalties  to 
enforce  the  same.  And  if  his  opinion  be  in  the  affirmative  to 
accompany  it  with  a  form  of  ordinance  required  for  the  above 
mentioned  purposes. 

In  answer  thereto  I  would  say  that  Councils  have  the  right 
to  determine  what  kind  of  a  sidewalk  pavement  shall  be  laid 
in  front  of  a  property,  and  also  what  kind  of  curbstone  shall 
be  set,  where  a  pavement  is  not  already  laid  or  the  curbstone 
set. 

In  the  case  of  Wister  vs.  City,  (80  Pa.  St.,  505)  it  was  de- 
cided that  a  property  owner  could  not  be  compelled  to  substi- 
tute a  dressed  granite  curbstone  for  one  which  was  then  in 
good  condition.  When  a  new  pavement  is  to  be  laid  or  curb 
to  be  set,  Councils  have  the  right  to  say  what  kind  of  material 
should  be  used,  but  they  cannot  compel  a  property  owner  to 
take  up  a  good  pavement  or  remove  a  good  curbstone  and  re- 
place it  at  his  expense  by  a  new  or  improved  pavement  or 
curbstone.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
this  date,  in  which  you  desire  me  to  inform  you  if  there  is 
an  Ordinance  of  Councils  prohibiting  the  erection  of  iron 
awnings  in  the  City. 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  the  Ordinance  of  December 
31,  1855,  Sections  3  and  5,  provide  that  "  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  to  erect  or  renew  on  any  footway  or  pavement  any  post 
other  than  iron  for  the  support  or  suspension  of  awnings,  or 
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to  attach  any  rails  to  awning  posts  that  shall  be  less  than  7 
feet  6  inches  clear  from  the  pavement ;  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  erection 
or  maintenance  of  any  permanent  sheds  across  the  sidewalk." 

It  therefore  appears,  from  this  Ordinance,  that  it  is  unlawful 
to  erect  any  permanent  shed  across  the  sidewalk,  whether  of 
wood  or  iron,  and  the  removal  of  such  a  permanent  shed  may 
be  compelled  by  proceedings  in  equity, 

I  would  further  call  your  attention  to  my  opinion  of  October 
22,  1885.     (See  Ordinances  of  Councils,  1885,  page  87.)

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  2d  in- 
stant, stating  that  on  November  7,  1892,  and  again  on  Decem- 
ber 16  of  the  same  year  you  wrote  me  letters  asking  for  an 
opinion  relative  to  the  laying  of  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  tracks 
on  Kettlewell  street. 

When  your  first  letter  reached  me  I  was  requested  by  Mr. 
George  S.  Graham,  representing  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany, to  delay  the  matter  temporarily,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Ellis,  who  had  charge  of  the  matters  referred  to,  was 
absent  from  the  city,  but  that  he  would  return  in  a  few  days. 
I  waited,  and  then  communicated  with  Mr.  Graham,  but  re- 
ceived no  reply,  and  the  matter  has  been  in  statu  quo  ever 
since.  I  was  anxious  to  hear  from  the  other  side  before  send- 
ing an  opinion,  as  I  was  informed  that  there  were  certain 
facts  which  they  desired  to  submit  to  me  in  relation  to  the 
matter. 

I  have  only  to  say,  however,  that  as  it  stands  now,  in  my 
opinion  the  railroad  company  has  no  right  to  occupy  that 
street  with   its  tracks  until  permission  be  specially  given  by 
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Councils.     I  base  this  opinion  upon  the  facts  wl\ich  you  have 
submitted  to  me,  the  other  side  having  neglected   or   delayed 
giving  me  the  information  they  promised.

Dear   Sir  : — Your  communication  of  the  4th  instant  in 
reference  to  the  connection  of  surface  drainage  from   private 
property  received. 

The  custom  of  your  Department  in  serving  notice  upon  the 
owners  of  the  property  using  the  alley  to  connect  the  surface 
water  with  the  drainage  is  the  only  possible  way  of  carrying 
out  the  Ordinances  referred  to  by  you  and  the  Act  of  April 
10,  1867.  If  the  connection  with  the  sewer  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  draining  the  water  from  the  premises  bounding  on  or 
using  the  alley,  then  you  are  right  in  serving  the  notice  upon 
the  owners  of  those  properties,  and  holding  them  responsible 
for  whatever  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  the  alley  in  a  con- 
dition satisfactory  to  the  public  health,  and  for  carrying  out 
the  directions  of  said  Ordinances.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  29th  ult.,  referring  to  me  a 
communication  from  Charles  F.  Kennedy,  Chief  Inspector  of 
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Nuisances,  to  the  President  and  members  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  under  date  of  April  24,  1893,  received. 

The  Chief  Inspector  desires  to  know  whether  the  Board  of 
Health  has  authority  to  substitute  an  improved  or  impervious 
pavement  for  the  ordinary  brick  one,  in  paving  alleyways 
declared  to  be  nuisances. 

In  answer  permit  me  to  say  that  if  the  Board  of  Health  de- 
clares an  alleyway  to  be  a  nuisance  and  orders  the  property 
owners  to  repave  it,  and  they  fail  to  do  so,  it  is  in  the  power 
of  the  Board  of  Health  to  repave  said  alleyway  with  an  im- 
proved pavement  if  in  their  judgment  that  is  the  best  way  of 
abating  the  nuisance  and  they  do  not  thereby  incur  unneces- 
sary expense.  When  any  of  the  property  owners  desire  the 
Board  of  Health  to  repave  with  an  improved  pavement,  it 
would  be  additional  evidence  to  sustain  them  in  concluding 
that  it  was  the  proper  way  to  abate  the  nuisance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in  which 
you  ask  my  opinion,  "  whether,  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of 
September  19,  1890,  the  Secretary  of  War  has  exclusive  au- 
thority to  regulate  the  lines  for  the  piers,  wharves  and  bulk- 
heads of  the  Delaware  River  front  of  the  City  in  the  preserva- 
tion and  improvement  of  the  harbor"  and  that  my  Ordinance 
submitted  to  Councils  on  the  matter  of  a  plan  for  harbor  im- 
provement for  piers,  bulk-heads,  etc.,  should  not  conflict  with 
the  authority  of  the  United  Sates  Government." 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  Article  4,  Section  8,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  provides,  inter  alia,  "  That 
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Congress  shall  have  power  to  regulate  commerce  with  foreign 
nations  and  among  the  several  States."  This  is  one  of  the 
most  important  powers  conferred  by  the  Constitution.  Under 
this  grant  the  Legislative  branch  of  our  federal  government 
has  done  and  can  do  many  things.  The  word  "regulate"  as 
employed  in  this  section  of  the  Constitution,  not  only  em- 
braces the  manner  in  which  such  commerce  shall  be  conducted, 
but  also  all  improvement  of  the  means  of  communication,  and 
within  this  scope  is  found  a  justification  of  all  our  internal 
improvements.  The  numerous  cases  decided  in  the  United 
States  courts  involving  this  Article  of  the  Constitution,  held 
that  Congress  has  almost  unlimited  power  in  carrying  out  its 
system  of  commercial  intercourse. 

The  operations  of  the  Government  in  this  regard  have  been 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Engineering,  under  the  direction 
of  the  War  Department,  to  which  Congress  has  confided  the 
execution  of  this  work,  and  an  annual  appropriation  has  been 
passed  devoted  to  works  of  this  character, — an  appropriation 
of  three  million  of  dollars  having  been  made  for  the  removal 
of  the  Islands  in  the  River  Delaware  and  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  the  harbor  and  the  extension  of  the  commerce  of 
the  Port  of  Philadelphia.  This  work  has  been  carried  on 
under  the  supervision  of  an  Engineer  detailed  from  the  War 
Department,  whose  action  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
United  States  Government  at  Wast  ington. 

In  carrying  out  this  system  of  harbor  improvement  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  by  Act  of  September  19, 1890, 
Section  12,  Provided:  "  When  it  is  made  manifest  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  that  the  establishment  of  harbor  lines  is  essen- 
tial to  the  preservation  and  protection  of  harbors,  he  may  and 
is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  such  lines  to  be  established, 
beyond  which  no  piers,  wharves,  bulkheads  or  other  works 
shall  be  extended,  or  deposits  made,  except  under  such  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  him. 

Under  this  Act  the  Philadelphia  Harbor  Line  Board  ap- 
pointed for  the  establishment  of  harbor  lines  of  the  Port  of 
Philadelphia,  recommended  a  pier-head  or  bulk-head  lines 
for  the  westerly  shore  of  the  Delaware  River,  from  Moore 
street  to  Otis  street,  Philadelphia.  This  recommendation 
and  plan  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  January  20, 
1891. 

The  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  of  June  8, 1891, 
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revise  and  establish  lines  for  wharves,  piers,  etc.,  Provided: 
'■'•  That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  cities  of  the  first 
class  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  from  time  to  time, 
to  revise  and  establish  the  line  beyond  which  no  wharf  or  pier 
shall  extend,  and  also  to  revise  and  establish  an  arbitrary  low- 
water  line  or  bulk-head  line  on  the  JJelaware  River,  in  front 
of  cities  of  the  first  class,  in  conformity  with  those  now  in 
use  by  the  Secretary  of  War  or  as  they  may  from  time  to  time 
be  established  by  him  during  the  progress  of  the  work  of  the 
improvement  of  the  harbors  of  said  cities." 

Under  authority  of  this  Act,  the  Select  and  Common  Coun- 
cils of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  Ordinance  dated  the  seventh 
day  of  October,  1891,  Provided:  "That  in  accordance  with 
the  authority  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  approved  June  8,  1891  (P.L.  209),  the  line 
beyond  which  no  wharf  or  pier  shall  extend,  and  the  arbitrary 
low-water  line  or  bulk-head  line,  shall  be  established  in  con- 
formity with  the  plan  or  plans  of  said  lines  adopted  by  the 
Secretary  of  War  from  time  to  time  and  filed  by  the  Board  of 
Harbor  Commissioners  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Works." 

This  Act  of  Assembly  and  the  Ordinance  required  that  a 
Avharf  pier  or  bulk-head  line  in  front  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  be  established  in  conformity  with  those  now  estab- 
lished by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  under  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Act  of  Congress  of  September  19,  1890, 
the  Secretary  of  War  has  authority  to  establish  lines  beyond 
which  no  piers,  wharves,  bulk-heads  or  other  works  shall  be 
extended,  and  that  any  ordinance  of  Councils  as  to  the  matter 
of  a  plan  for  harbor  improvement,  must  be  in  conformity  Avith 
and  should  not  conflict  with  the  plans  and  authority  of  the 
United  States  Government.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  the  16tli  inst.,  in 
reference  to  Bill  No.  348,  received. 

The  Act  referred  to  (copy  of  which  was  appended  to  your 
communication),  is  entitled  '"  An  Act  to  repeal  an  Act  en- 
titled "  An  Act  limiting  the  duration  of  the  lien  of  county, 
"  city,  borough,  township  and  school  taxes  and  municipal  im- 
"  provement  claims,"  approved  "the  fourth  day  of  May, 
1889." 

The  Act  is  intended  as  a  repeal  of  the  Act  of  May  4,  1889, 
so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  county,  road,  school  and  poor 
taxes,  and  does  not  appear  to  refer  to  city  taxes.  It  will  be 
difficult  to  determine  what  may  be  the  construction  of  the  Act 
as  to  whether  "  county  "  qualifies  road,  school  and  poor  taxes, 
or  whether  it  is  intended  to  separate  them  into  county  tax, 
road  tax,  school  tax  and  poor  tax. 

I  do  not  think  the  Act  will  affect  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
though  its  phraseology  may  cause  some  trouble,  as  our  city 
tax  is  made  up  in  part  of  road,  school  and  poor  taxes,  and 
some  portions  of  the  county,  as  in  the  Thirty- dfth  Ward,  and 
I  believe,  in  the  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second  Wards, 
have  a  separate  poor  tax. 

If,  however,  the  Act  means  only  road,  school  and  poor  taxes 
in  a  county,  as  distinguished  from  the  city  tax,  it  would  not 
apply  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Dear  ^'ir  : — Your  favor  of  the  25th  ult.,  in  relation  to  the 
permit  to  the  Philadelphia  Traction  Company  or  the  West 
Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company,  under  Ordinance 
of  April  Ist,  1891,  and  the  supplement  of  March  30,  1893, 
received. 

You  desire  to  know  whether,  in  view  of  the  Agreement 
filed,  the  Traction  Company  or  the  West  Philadelphia  Pass- 
enger Railway  Company  can  be  compelled  to  pave  Woodland 
avenue,  and  whether  you  have  the  right  to  require  feed  wires 
on  Woodland  avenue  to  be  buried. 
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It  appears  that  you  have  issued  one  permit  under  the  said 
ordinances,  but  that  the  company  insists  upon  separate  per- 
mits. 

As  the  Ordinance  of  April  1st,  1891,  gives  the  privileges  of 
the  Trolley  System  on  streets  different  from  those  under  the 
ordinance  of  March  30,  1893,  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  permit 
should  be  issued  under  each  ordinance. 

As  the  Ordinance  of  April  1st.  1891,  states  that  the  erec- 
tion and  construction  of  the  necessary  standards  and  appli- 
ances needed  to  operate  overhead  electric  wires,  etc.,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  it 
is  in  your  power  to  require  said  companies  to  do  whatever 
your  judgment  approves  in  reference  to  the  construction  of  the 
said  road. 

The  Ordinance  of  March  30th,  1893,  Section  4,  requires 
the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company  "to  re- 
pave  the  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it  ...  .  including  Wood- 
land avenue  to  Forty-ninth  street." 

If  the  said  company  accepts  the  privileges  under  the  said 
ordinance,  it  would  be  required  to  repave  Woodland  avenue.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  seventh  instant,  in  which  you  request  my  opinion  on  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  proposed  Ordinance  of  June  1, 
1893,  and  the  right  and  power  of  Councils  to  grant  the  privi- 
leges therein  contained. 

The  proposed  ordinance  to  which  you  refer  is  "  to  author- 
ize the  immediate  opening  of  a  portion  of  the  Almshouse 
grounds  set  apart  for  park  purposes  by  the  ordinance  ap- 
proved July  6,  1883,  for  public  use  as  a  museum  and  botani- 
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cal  garden  and  park,  and  conveying  the  same  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  trust  for  the  purposes 
herein  set  forth." 

The  Act  of  May  1,  1861,  P.  L.  482,  is  a  further  supple- 
ment to  the  Act  incorporating  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
provides  inter  alia,  "  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby 
empowered  to  make  public  or  private  sale,  and  convey  in  fee 
simple  or  reserving  ground  rents,  the  present  Almshouse 
grounds,  or  any  part  thereof,  situate  in  the  Twenty-fourth 
Ward  of  said  City,  containing  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
acres,  more  or  less,  and  the  buildings  thereon  erected,  subject 
to  the  following  conditions  :" 

1.  "  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  reserve  a  part  of 
said  ground,  not  exceeding  forty  acres,  to  be  laid  out  and 
maintained  as  an  open  public  place  forever,  for  the  health 
and  recreation  of  the  people." 

The  Ordinance  of  July  6,  1883  (p.  213),  is  an  ordinance 
"  to  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  Almshouse  property,  to  be  im- 
proved, for  the  health  and  public  welfare  of  the  citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  and  providing  for  the  grading  of  the  same." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  the  Almshouse  property 
in  West  Philadelphia,  bounded  by  South  street,  Spruce  street, 
Thirty-fourth  street,  Vintage  avenue,  on  to  the  southern  bound- 
ary of  the  City  property,  and  thereto  to  the  Schuylkill  river, 
and  Schuylkill  river,  be,  and  is  hereby  set  apart  for  the  pur- 
poses of  being  improved,  for  the  health  and  public  welfare  of 
the  citizens  of  Philadelphia." 

It  will  be  seen  that  by  the  Act  of  May  1,  1861,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  City  "  shall  reserve  a  part  of  said  ground  not 
exceeding  forty  acres,  to  be  laid  out  and  maintained  as  an 
open  public  place  forever,  for  the  health  and  recreation  of  the 
people,"  and  that  the  Ordinance  of  1883  carries  out  the  j)ur- 
pose  of  the  Act  of  1861,  and  designates  that  portion  of  the 
Almshouse  property  which  shall  be  set  aside  as  a  public  park. 

The  proposed  ordinance  which  you  submit  to  me  provides 
for  "  the  immediate  opening  of  a  portion  of  the  Almshouse 
grounds  set  apart  for  park  purposes,  by  the  ordinance  ap- 
proved July  6,  1883,  for  public  use  as  a  museum  and  botani- 
cal garden  and  park,  and  conveying  the  same  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  trust  for  the  purposes 
herein  set  forth." 
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.  I  am  of  opinion  that  under  the  Act  of  1861,  and  under  the 
Ordinance  of  1883,  Councils  have  power  to  convey  in  trust  to 
the  Univei-sity  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
the  Ordinance  of  1893,  that  portion  of  the  Almshouse  prop- 
erty designated  in  said  ordinance  as  a  public  park,  provided 
the  same  shall  always  be  iree  and  open  to  the  public.  The 
purpose  of  the  Act  of  1861  is  simply  to  reserve  the  ground  as 
a  public  park  for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
people,  and  if  that  end  is  secured  by  conveying  this  land  in 
trust  to  the  University,  the  City  is  carrying  out  the  original 
intention  of  the  Act.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  8th  inst.  received. 

I  have  examined  the  form  of  notice  and  approve  of  the 
same,  except  that  I  would  leave  out  the  reference  to  the  Acts 
of  Assembly  and  insert  in  place  of  the  words  "  as  provided  in 
the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  1769  and  May  16,  1891," — in  ac- 
cordance with  law. 

I  do  not  think  it  wise  to  refer  to  the  Act  of  May  16,  1891, 
as  we  always  contend  that  under  the  Act  of  1769  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  has  ample  power  to  enter  upon  private  property 
to  construct  a  sewer,  and  we  do  not  want  to  be  brought  too 
much  under  the  Act  of  May  16,  1891.  With  the  above 
correction,  I  return  the  form. 

The  notice  should  be  served  upon  the  tenant  as  well  as  the 
owner,  and  as  long  a  time  should  be  given  as  the  circum- 
stances will  warrant.  Of  course,  if  the  owner  can  be  found 
it  should  be  served  upon  him  personally,  or  at  his  house.  If 
the  owner  cannot  be  found,  theu  service  should  be  made  on 
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the  tenant.  If  the  owner  and  agent  cannot  be  found  and 
there  is  a  tenant  in  possession  I  would  serve  the  owner's 
notice  upon  the  agent.  If  the  owner  be  a  non-resident  and 
his  whereabouts  is  known,  a  registered  letter  should  be  sent 
him.  Failure  to  serve  notice  will  not  interfere  with  the 
City's  right  to  construct  the  sewer,  but  in  order  to  save 
trouble  it  would  be  well  to  make  every  eifort  to  notify  the 
owners  and  tenants.  It  might  aid  us  in  settling  the  claim 
for  damages  and  probably  avoid  delay  in  the  construction  of 
the  sewer.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  favor  of  June  9,  1893,  ask- 
ing advice  in  the  disposition  of  a  bill  against  Morris,  Tasker 
&  Company  for  resetting  curb  between  Moyamensing  avenue 
and  Fourth  street,  claim  for  which  is  resisted  by  Franklin 
Swayne,  representing  said  Morris,  Tasker  &  Company,  on  the 
ground  that  the  City  has  taken  the  square  in  front  of  which 
said  paving  was  done  for  use  as  a  public  park,  I  would  state 
as  follows : 

By  Ordinance  of  Councils  the  square  bounded  by  Morris 
street,  Fourth  street,  Tasker  street  and  Moyamensing  avenue 
was  authorized  to  be  taken  and  used  for  a  public  park,  and  on 
the  twenty-eighth  day  of  February,  1893,  the  covenant  of  the 
City  was,  by  agreement  of  the  parties,  filed  in  lieu  of  a  bond, 
whereby  the  City  bound  itself  to  pay  all  damages  which  might 
arise  by  said  taking.  It  is  well  settled  that  the  filing  of  a 
bond  to  secure  damages  for  the  taking  of  land  by  eminent 
domain  divests  the  title  of  the  owner,  who  then  looks  to  his 
bond  for  the  ultimate  settlement  of  his  claim. 
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In  the  present  instance  the  covenant  referred  to  takes  the 
place  of  a  bond,  and  does  that  which  would  be  accomplished 
by  a  bond,  and  I  therefore  think  that  the  work  having  been 
done  after  the  filing  of  said  covenant,  there  is  no  liability 
upon  Morris,  Tasker  &  Company  for  payment.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  22d  ult.,  in  relation  to 
charges  for  water  pipe  laid  in  front  of  suburban  property,  etc., 
received. 

You  state  that  you  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Water,  in  which  he  asks  for  further  information 
and  my  opinion  on  the  desirability  of  the  Bureau  of  Water 
continuing  to  lay  water  pipe  in  front  of  property  assessed  at 
rural  or  farm  rates. 

The  Chief,  in  his  letter,  states  that  the  notices  sent  from 
this  office  in  reference  to  this  case  were  marked  "lien  gone, 
frontage  to  be  collected  by  your  Department."  He  further 
states  that  '•  he  has  received  several  such  notices  since  the 
passage  of  the  Ordinance  of  April  7,  1893,  and  that  he  can- 
not understand  if  he  is  directed  to  collect  the  frontage  in  these 
cases,  and  to  give  a  permit  without  collecting  frontage  in  the 
exactly  similar  cases  referred  to  in  this  letter." 

Your  letter  does  not  state  the  similar  cases  mentioned,  nor 
can  we  understand  from  the  abstract  of  the  Chief's  letter,  as 
given  by  you,  why  he  should  be  unable  to  understand  the  com- 
munications from  this  Department. 

In  another  letter,  dated  May  22,  to  which  you  have  attached 
two  letters  of  May  20,  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water, 
you  desire  my  advice  as  to  how  the  Chief  is  to  enforce  the 
payment  of  the  claims. 
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As  to  the  notice  received  April  15,  1893,  in  relation  to  lien 
against  property  Kensington  and  Cambria  street,  it  is  likely 
that  it  was  written  without  knowledge  of  the  Ordinance  of 
April  7,  1893 ;  as  to  the  liens  on  Fifty-second  street,  we  be- 
lieve that  they  Avere  stricken  off  because  the  property  was 
suburban  or  rural,  so  that  while  in  one  of  the  cases  the  Ordi- 
nance may  apply,  in  the  other  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Water  can  enforce  payment  by  refusing  to  give  a  permit  for 
the  water  until  the  bill  is  settled. 

In  regard  to  the  desirability  of  continuing  to  lay  water  pipe 
in  front  of  property  assessed  at  rural  or  farm  rate,  that  is  a 
matter  entirely  for  City  Councils  or  your  Department.  The 
Ordinance  of  April  7,  1893,  does  not  apply  to  the  case  of  a 
claim  for  water  pipe  against  rural  property.  If  the  property 
was  rural  or  suburban  aj;  the  time  the  water  pipe  was  laid, 
then  your  Department  can  enforce  payment  by  refusing  to 
give  a  permit  for  the  water,  even  if  a  lien  was  not  filed,  or  if 
filed,  was  not  proceeded  in  according  to  law,  so  that  the  Scire 
Facias  may  have  been  quashed  or  the  judgment  stricken  off, 
or  where  the  judgment  has  not  been  revived  according  to  law. 

The  Ordinance  applies  only  to  water  pipe  charges  against 
rural  property  where  attachments  to  the  water  pipe  have  been 
made  and  water  rent  has  been  paid  to  the  City  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  six  years.  Of  course,  in  certifying  to  the  Water 
Bureau  the  action  of  the  Court,  or  the  failure  to  file  lien, 
etc.,  we  do  not  determine  whether  the  property  was  rural  or 
suburban  at  the  time  the  water  pipe  was  laid, — that  is  a 
matter  for  the  Bureau  of  Water.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  asking  for  the  "  construction  and 
application  of  the  proviso  attached  to   ordinance  of  Councils, 
approved  June  15th,  1892,"  and  for  my  opinion  as  to  the 
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following  question :  "  Is  a  boiler  whicti  was  in  use,  inspected 
and  rated  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  February 
16th,  1882,  but  being  removed  to  new  locality,  and  thereby 
changing  ownership  and  user,  to  be  considered  as  a  new 
boiler  and  come  under  the  rating  prescribed  by  ordinance  of 
June  15th,  1892,  or,  is  it  to  be  rated  still  under  the  provisions 
of  the  ordinance  of  February  16th,  1892,"  was  duly  received. 

The  proviso  referred  to  is  as  follows  : — "  That  the  ordinance 
shall  not  apply  to  boilers  already  constructed  or  about  to  be 
constructed  under  contracts  executed  prior  to  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance." 

The  Ordinance  of  February  16th,  1892,  of  which  the  above 
mentioned  ordinance  of  June  16th,  1892,  is  amendatory,  pro- 
vides for  the  inspection  of  boilers  and  prescribes  a  method  by 
which  the  inspection  shall  be  made  and  conducted,  and  the 
tests  that  shall  be  used  in  ascertaining  the  maximum  pressure 
to  which  the  boiler  shall  be  subjected. 

Subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  of  1882  in  the 
construction  of  a  boiler  the  maker  would  necessarily  have  in 
view  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance,  and  would,  in  con- 
sequence thereof,  construct  the  boiler  in  such  manner  as  to 
satisfactorily  meet  the  tests  prescribed  thereby. 

By  the  Ordinance  of  June  15th,  1892,  the  tests  to  be 
applied  are  modified  or  altered  to  such  a  degree  as  to  seriously 
afiect  the  capacity  of  a  boiler  to  withstand  them,  thereby 
lessening  the  maximum  pressure  allowed  under  the  tests  pre- 
scribed by  the  Ordinance  of  1882.  It  would  manifestly  be 
unfair  to  change  the  standard  of  tests  in  such  a  way  as  to 
affect  the  rights  of  a  party  acting  in  good  faith  and  with  a 
bona  fide  intention  to  comply  with  a  law  made  for  his  guid- 
ance. If  this  should  be  done  great  hardship  would  necessarily 
follow. 

To  meet  cases  of  this  kind  Councils  evidently  inserted  the 
proviso  above  referred  to,  in  the  Ordinance  of  June  15th, 
1892,  The  language  used  in  the  proviso,  or  rather,  its  con- 
struction, is  not  as  clear  as  could  be  wished,  but  still,  I  think, 
the  intention  of  Councils  is  manifest. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  boilers  in  contempla- 
tion of  Councils  which  should  not  be  subjected  to  the  tests 
prescribed  by  the  Ordinance  of  1892,  were  those  (1)  that  had 
been  constructed  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  ordinance,  and 
(2)  those  constructed  subsequent  to  its  passage  but  for  which 
contracts  had  been  made  prior  thereto. 
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It  was  evidently  the  intention  of  Councils  to  raise  the 
standard  of  boilers  in  use  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  but  to 
do  so  in  such  manner  as  not  to  bear  hardly  on  those  having 
boilers  then  in  use,  or  in  the  course  of  construction,  having 
been  built  or  contracted  for,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Ordinance  of  1882. 

If  the  boiler  then  having  been  built  or  contracted  for  prior 
to  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  of  June  15th,  1892,  would 
not  be  subject  to  the  tests  prescribed  by  the  latter  ordinance, 
would'  the  change  of  ownership  subject  the  boiler  to  the  new 
test  ?  If  it  would  be  unfair  to  impose  the  new  test  while  in 
possession  of  the  original  owner ;  it  would  be  equally  unfair  to 
him  to  subject  it  to  the  new  test  after  leaving  his  possession, 
because  its  market  value  would  be  depreciated  and  the  injury 
to  him  would  practically  be  the  same  as  though  the  boiler 
were  subject  to  the  test  prescribed  by  the  Ordinance  of  1892. 
That  being  true,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  mere  change  of 
ownership  or  user,  the  boiler  having  been  constructed  or  con- 
tracted for  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance  of  1892, 
would  not  make  it  subject  to  the  tests  prescribed  by  the  latter 
ordinance.  The  tests  to  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  ordinance  of  June  15,  1892,  would  apply  there- 
fore, to  boilers  constructed  subsequent  to  its  passage,  and 
which  had  not  been  contracted  for  prior  thereto.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  recent  date  Avith  enclosure, 
asking  for  my  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia to  detach  ferrules  from  water  pipe  and  to  refuse  to  fur- 
nish or  supply  premises  with  water  until  all  arrearages  for 
water  rents  have  been  paid,  was  duly  rpceived. 
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The  facts  of  the  particular  case  to  which  you  refer,  as  con- 
tained in  letter  addressed  to  you  under  date  of  July  12, 1893, 
by  E,  0.  Michener,  attorney  at  law,  are  as  follows : — 

In  1892,  Mr.  D.  E.  Dallam  purchased  premises  No.  2602 
Kansas  street  at  Sheriff  sale.  The  property  appears  charged 
on  the  books  of  the  Water  Bureau  as  delinquent  in  payment 
of  water  rents  from  1878  to  1892.  Mr.  Dallam  called  at 
your  office  and  tendered  payment  of  the  water  rents  as 
charged  for  the  years  1888  to  1892,  inclusive.  This  was 
refused  and  demand  made  for  the  fifteen  years  rent  alleged  to 
be  delinquent.  Since  then  Mr.  Dallam  sold  the  house  and 
the  present  owner,  on  May  29,  1893,  paid  the  water  rent  for 
the  current  year  (1893)  and  has  receipt  therefor.  Notice  has 
now  been  received  by  the  present  owner  that  unless  the 
arrears  since  1878  are  paid  the  property  will  be  deprived  of 
water  and  the  ferrule  drawn. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  have  authority  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Ordinance  of  Councils,  22  March,  1862  (Ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  1862,  p.  85)  to  withdraw  the  ferrule  and 
to  refuse  to  supply  water  until  arrearages  of  water  rent  for 
said  premises  shall  have  been  paid. 

There  is  no  personal  liability  on  the  part  of  the  present 
owner  of  the  premises  for  the  water  rent  in  arrear ;  no  action 
at  law,  therefore,  could  be  maintained  against  him  for  their 
recovery.  Water  rent  when  due  is  a  debt  of  the  then  owner 
of  the  property  and  is  not  a  lien  against  the  premises  sup- 
plied with  water.  In  a  suit  instituted  against  an  owner, 
personally  liable  therefor,  rents  be«ng  more  than  six  years  in 
arrear  could  not  be  recovered  as  all  in  excess  of  the  time 
would  be  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitation.  The  fact  that 
the  City  could  not  recover  water  rents  more  than  six  years 
in  arrear  would  not  preclude  it,  however,  from  making  such 
regulations  to  enforce  the  collection  as  should  be  deemed 
necessary. 

While  the  City  did  not  exercise  its  right  to  turn  off  the 
water  when  it  might  have  done  so,  its  neglect  in  that  respect 
cannot  be  taken  advantage  of  by  its  water  tenant  or  one  who 
has  succeeded  to  his  title,  whether  by  Sheriff's  sale  or  other- 
wise. 

You  have  the  right,  therefore,  to  withdraw  the  ferrules,  in 
all  such  cases,  and  to  refuse  to  furnish  or  supply  the  City's 
water  until  all  arrearages  shall  have  been  paid. 
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I  would  advise,  however,  inasmuch  as  the  water  rent  has 
been  paid  for  this  year,  that  you  defer  cutting  off  the  supply 
until  the  time  for  which  the  rent  has  been  paid  shall  have 
expired.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  June  28th  received. 

You  desire  to  know  whether  the  bills  for  the  paving  of  the 
market  plots  on  East  York  stieet  should  be  made  out  against 
the  City  or  against  the  property  owners  fronting  on  said  plots. 

There  has  been  no  decision  relieving  the  property  owner 
from  liability  for  such  paving,  and  therefore  the  bills  should 
be  made  out  against  the  property  owner  and  liens  filed  therefor, 
if  not  paid. 

The  decision  referred  to  in  Spring  Garden  street  was  merely 
as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  affidavit  of  defence  and  did  not  de- 
termine the  liability.  If  the  contractor  has  not  agreed  to 
accept  assessment  bills  in  payment,  then  a  bill  can  also  be 
made  out  against  the  Passenger  Railway  Company,  and  in  the 
event  of  the  property  owner  being  relieved  we  can  hold  the 
Passenger  Railway  Company.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  28th  ult.,  with  copy  of 
letter  from  L.  L.  Smith  enclosed,  was  duly  received.  In  your 
communication  you  state  : — 

"  I  enclose  herewith  a  plan  of  property  which  Wm.  B. 
Chambers  conveyed  November  T,  1883,  to  Daniel  J.  McBride, 
and  which  he,  on  November  7,  1885,  conveyed  to  Eliza  Ann 
Kelly.  On  June  21,  1887,  Daniel  Kelly  and  Eliza  Ann,  his 
wife,  conveyed  the  property  marked '' No.  2"  to  James  P. 
McGuigan,  and  on  June  25th,  McGuigan  conveyed  this  same 
property  "No.  2"  to  Eliza  Ann  Kelly.  Subsequently  there 
was  a  Sheriff's  sale  and  a  deed  of  this  last  named  lot  brought 
here  to  be  registered,  and  was  so  registered  on  our  books  of 
plans  in  the  name  of  Savery  Bradley  as  of  Daniel  Kelly  by 
Sheriff.  Since  then  I  have  been  waited  upon  by  Mr.  Lewis 
Smith,  who  told  me  that  Daniel  Kelly  had  no  interest  in  this 
property,  that  it  belonged  to  his  wife,  and  he  asks  that  it  shall 
be  registered  in  the  name  of  Eliza  Ann  Kelly." 

And  you  request  me  to  inform  you  as  to  whether  you  should 
let  the  registry  stand  in  the  name  of  Savery  Bradley,  or  enter 
the  property  -'No.  2"  in  the  name  of  Eliza  Ann  Kelly. 

In  answer  thereto  I  reply  as  follows  : — The  Act  of  March 
14,  1865,  Section  2  (P.  L.  320)  requires  that  "  The  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  .  .  .  shall 
cause  to  be  made  books  of  plans  of  the  said  city  .  .  ,  which 
show  the  situation  and  dimension  of  each  property  therein 
.  .  .  and  who  are  the  owners."  By  Section  3  of  said  Act  it 
is  provided  that  "  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall 
keep  up  the  books  in  his  office,  so  as  to  show  at  all  times  who 
are  the  owners  of  the  lots  on  the  plan,  etc." 

It  was  manifestly  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  Act 
quoted  from,  that  not  only  shall  all  conveyances  be  registered 
in  the  Department  of  Surveys  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  in  books 
provided  for  that  purpose,  but  also  that  the  registration  shall 
properly  designate  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the  premises  in 
question. 
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When  therefore  it  is  possible  for  you  to  determine  from  the 
proof  submitted  the  persons  in  whose  name  or  names  the  title 
should  be  registered,  it  is  your  duty  to  comply  with  the  Act  of 
Assembly,  and  keep  your  books  in  such  manner  as  to  show 
who  are  the  owners ;  this  should  be  done,  however,  only  in 
cases  free  from  doubt. 

Applying  the  rule  to  the  matter  before  us,  we  have  the  fol- 
lowing circumstances  to  guide  us  in  ascertaining  in  whose 
name  the  property  should  be  registered :  Eliza  Ann  Kelly 
acquired  title  November  7,  1885,  and  continued  to  hold  it 
until  June  21,  1887,  when  herself  and  husband  joined  in  a 
deed  (as  required  by  the  Act  of  June  3,  1887,  Section  1), 
and  conveyed  the  premises  to  James  McGuigan,  a  straw-man, 
who  on  June  25th  re-conveyed  the  premises  to  Eliza  Ann 
Kelly.  With  the  reasons  for  the  making  of  the  conveyances 
of  June  21st  and  25th,  we  have  nothing  to  do,  deeming  it 
sufBcient  to  say  that  the  title  to  the  said  premises  remained  as 
before  in  Eliza  Ann  Kelly.  If  the  conveyances  have  been 
properly  cited  by  you  as  given  above,  Daniel  Kelly,  the 
husband  of  Eliza  Ann  Kelly,  had  no  right,  title  or  interest 
in  the  premises  in  question,  and  therefore  the  Sheriff's  vendee 
would  acquire  none  by  the  sale  on  execution  against  the  said 
Daniel  Kelly ;  nor  would  the  wife's  title  to  the  premises  be 
affected  thereby. 

In  view  of  the  facts  in  this  case,  and  applying  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  March  14,  1865,  above  cited  thereto,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  property  should  be  registered  in  the  name 
of  Eliza  Ann  Kelly.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  10th  instant,  enclosing  a 
copy   of  Act  of  Assembly  of   June  8,   1893,  and  copies  of 
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letters  from  Mayer  Sulzberger  Esq.,  and  Mr.  Gillingliam  to 
you,  and  your  letter  to  Mr.  Gillingham,  received.  You  desire 
my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  permit  asked  for  by  the  Mercan- 
tile Club  can  be  granted. 

I  understand  that  the  Mercantile  Club,  a  social  organization, 
is  about  to  erect  a  building  on  Broad  street,  above  Master  for 
club  purposes  ;  that  the  building  will  be  divided  into  various 
rooms,  including  social  hall  or  ball  room,  bowling  alley,  ban- 
quet house,  etc.,  and  they  desire  to  secure  from  you  a  permit 
for  its  erection. 

I  assume  that  you  are  troubled  by  the  40th  Section  of  the 
Act  of  June  8,  1893,  and  that  you  are  in  doubt  whether  the 
proposed  club  house  comes  within  that  section  ;  I  have  carefully 
examined  the  section  referred  to,  and  believe  that  it  was  in- 
tended to  apply  to  buildings  erected  for  the  purposes  therein 
stated,  namely,  as  a  theatre  or  opera-house  for  theatrical  or 
operatic  purposes,  or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind 
where  stage  scenery  and  apparatus  are  employed. 

The  building  of  the  Mercantile  Club  is  not  such  a  building 
as  mentioned  in  that  section,  and  while  they  may  have  a  ban- 
quet hall  or  a  place  for  private  entertainments,  it  is  not  a 
place  for  public  entertainments. 

I  have  not  examined  the  statement  attached  to  the  letter  of 
Mr.  Sulzberger  ,as  that  is  a  matter  entirely  for  you. 

If  the  plans  of  the  intended  club  house   conform  with   the 
law  in  every  particular,  the  permit   can  be  granted  without 
regard  to  the  requirements  of  Section  40.

In  re  Right  of  City  to  enter  private  property  without  entering 
security. 

James  H.  Windrim,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  11th  instant  in 
reference  to  the  right  of  the  City  to  enter  upon  private  prop- 
erty to  lay  water  or  gas  mains  received. 
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Your  department,  upon  being  authorized  by  Councils,  can 
enter  upon  private  property  to  lay  water  or  gas  mains  with- 
out entering  security.  The  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of 
the  Appeal  of  the  County  of  Delaware,  119  Pa.  State  Reports, 
page  159,  recited  that  the  power  of  taxation  in  a  municipality 
was  sufficient  Security  under  section  8,  Article  XVI,  of  the 
Constitution. 

The  Act  of  1891  provides  for  the  entering  of  security  by 
a  municipality  in  such  cases,  but  we  do  not  consider  it  neces- 
sary to  proceed  under  that  act,  unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  the 
Court.  In  all  such  cases  you  can  proceed  with  the  work,  and 
if  the  owner  thinks  he  is  entitled  to  security,  he  can  apply  to 
the  Court  for  that  purpose.

The  agreement  is  informal,  but  is  sufficient 
for  the  purpose,  and  will  be  binding  upon  the  Trust  Company 
if  the  seal  be  affixed  thereto. 
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The  consent  of  the  material  men,  and  the  aflSdavit   of  the 
contractor,  will  be  additional   protection   to  the  City,  so  that 
you  can  feel  safe  in  making  the  final  payment.

My  Dear  Sir; — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  25th 
ult.,  in  which  you  state  that  you  wrote  to  me  on  June  5th 
and  on  July  24:th  ot  this  year  in  regard  to  complaints  against 
the  Lombard  and  South  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company 
for  spreading  gravel  on  Front  street  south  of  Market. 

The  ordinance  under  which  the  complaint  is  made  is  "An 
Ordinance  supplementary  to  an  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordi- 
nance relating  to  nuisances,'  approved  September  23d,  1864." 
The  said  ordinance  provides  that  the  following  shall  be 
declared  nuisances : — Section  2.  "  To  let  fall,  spill  or  dump 
any  ashes,  dirt,  rubbish,  or  garbage  from  any  cart,  wagon  or 
other  vehicle  upon  the  public  highways  of  the  city." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  that  ordinance  was  not  passed  to  cover 
such  a  case  as  that  which  has  been  sent  to  this  office.  The 
ordinance  was  passed  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  carters 
dropping  from  their  tail  board  dirt  or  rubbish  which  they 
were  carrying  from  one  point  to  another  in  the  city. 

As  I  understand  it,  the  passenger  railway  companies,  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  a  foothold  for  their  horses,  scatter 
gravel  between  the  cobble  stones,  or  upon  a  slippery  pave- 
ment, such  as  an  asphaltum  or  Belgian  block  pavement. 
Complaints  have  been  made  that  because  of  the  smoothness  of 
pavements  horses  are  apt  to  slip  and  wrench  themselves  in 
pulling  heavy  loads  through  the  City,  and  in  view  of  those 
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complaints  made  by  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Animals 
from  Cruelty,  the  companies  resorted  to  this  measure  for  the 
safety  of  their  horses. 

If  we  can  proceed  under  such  an  ordinance  to  prevent  the 
scattering  of  gravel  for  such  a  humane  purpose  as  this,  it 
would  unquestionably  be  against  the  law  if  the  streets  were 
covered  with  ice,  to  put  any  substance  upon  them  that  would 
assist  the  horses  in  their  movements.  I  give  you  this  as  my 
opinion,  because  it  has  been  urged,  and  you  ought  to  know 
why  we  are  pushing  only  one  case  at  this  time. 

We  have  one  case  pending  before  Magistrate  McCarthy, 
and  as  soon  as  the  question  is  there  decided  and  settled,  we 
will  be  able  to  take  action  one  way  or  another. 

A  case  involving  this  question  not  long  since  was  brought 
up  before  Judge  Bregy  in  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  and  the 
Judge,  in  disposing  of  the  case,  said  that  the  contractor  who 
had  made  the  complaint  and  who  had  urged  the  arrest,  ought 
to  have  stood  at  the  bar  of  the  Court  rather  than  those  who 
spread  the  gravel  for  such  a  humane  purpose.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  August  28,  1893,  was  received. 
In  it  you  state  that  "  on  May  11th  I  forwarded  to  your  office 
a  letter  of  information  requesting  the  preparation  of  a  contract 
to  be  executed  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Burton  for  furnishing  the  Bureau 
of  Water  Avith  pig  lead,  to  be  used  in  streets  south  of  Pine  and 
east  of  Broad  street.  Mr.  Burton  died  before  executing  the 
contract,  and  his  sureties  under  a  former  contract  are  com- 
pleting the  deliveries  of  the  lead  order.  Please  advise  me  if 
it  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  law  to  permit  Messrs. 
Nathan  Trotter  &  Co.,  sureties  for  Mr.  Burton,  to  execute 
this  contract." 
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In  answer  thereto  I  would  say  that  you  have  no  authority 
to  permit  Messrs.  Nathan  Trotter  &  Co.,  former  sureties  of 
Mr.  Burton,  to  execute  the  contract  mentioned. 

If  the  contract  between  Mr.  Burton  and  the  City  had  been 
duly  executed,  the  personal  representatives  of  Mr.  Burton 
would  have  been  entitled  to  all  rights  previously  vested  in  the 
latter;  the  Messrs.  Trotter  &  Co.,  unless  as  such  personal 
representatives,  can  have  no  interest  therein. 

Was  there  a  contract  between  Burton  and  the  City? 

Section  one.  Act  of  June  1st,  1885,  provides  that  all  con- 
tracts relating  to  City  affairs  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  and 
executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  by  the  officer  authorized  to 
make  the  same  after  due  notice.  As  the  agreement  was  not 
reduced  to  writing,  signed  and  executed  by  the  proper  officer, 
there  was  no  valid  contract  between  the  parties,  and  therefore 
no  rights  or  liabilities  which  otherwise  would  devolve  upon 
the  personal  representative  of  J.  C.  Burton  by  reason  of  the 
execution  thereof. 

I  presume,  however,  that  when  Mr.  Burton  forwarded  his 
bid  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  it  contained  the  bond 
in  usual  form  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
contract  if  it  should  be  awarded  to  him.  Ihat  being  so,  the 
City  has  the  right  to  call  upon  the  personal  representative  of 
Mr.  Burton  either  to  execute  the  terms  of  the  contract  or 
forfeit  the  penalty  fixed  in  the  bond. 

The  relation  of  Messrs.  Trotter  &  Co.  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia in  the  matter  is  that  of  a  third  party,  and  in  such 
case  a  contract  cannot  be  awarded  to  them  without  complying 
with  the  ordinances  of  Councils  respecting  advertising,  &c.

My  Drar  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  30th  ult., 
asking  me  to  advise  you  whether  or  not  the  Philadelphia 
Traction  Company,  under  ordinances  granting  it  trolley  privi- 
leges, or  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  has  the  right  to  construct  a 
subway  from  its  conduit  in  the  street  into  its  power  house, 
without  further  permit. 

I  saw  you  in  relation  to  this  matter  this  morning,  and  have 
only  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  the  permit  which  grants  them 
permission  to  lay  the  trolley  enables  them  to  construct  a  sub- 
way from  the  conduit  in  the  street  to  connect  the  trolley  with 
the  power  house.  I  believe  the  greater  permission  contains 
the  less. 

I  have  written  this  merely  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  of 
the  matter,  and  you  can  send  for  representatives  of  the  Com- 
pany and  arrange  with  them  in  accordance  with  the  under- 
standing we  had  this  morning.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  11th  ult.,  was  duly  received. 
In  it  you  say  ;  Mr.  William  Dixey,  representing  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad,  "  has  stated  to  me  that  the  solicitors  of  the 
"  Railroad  Company  disclaim  any  responsibility  for  doing  the 
"  work  or  paying  the  expenses  for  underpinning  the  tracks  of 
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"  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  by  piles  and  stringers 
"  when  such  are  required  to  protect  sewers  of  the  City  from 
"  damage,  should  it  become  necessary  to  construct  the  sewer 
"  under  the  line  of  their  road.  They  accept  only  such  re- 
"  sponsibility  in  cases  where  a  new  line  of  road  is  or  has  been 
''  constructed  after  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance  of  April  8, 
"  1890. 

"  The  Department  has  held  that  the  Railroad  Company  is 
"  responsible  to  protect  any  and  all  sewers  that  for  the  pur- 
"  pose  of  the  City  it  may  be  necessary  to  construct  parallel 
"  with  or  under  and  across  their  tracks,  to  comply  with  the 
"  Ordinance  which  says  '  all  tracks  of  railroads  upon  which 
"  freight  or  passenger  trains  drawn  by  locomotives  are,  or  are 
"  to  be  run,  shall  be  laid  upon  piles  and  stringers,  etc'  " 
"  Will  you  please  advise  me  if  the  position  the  Department 
"  takes  in  this  matter  is  correct." 

The  first  Section  of  Ordinance  of  April  8,  1890,  provides: 
"  That  all  tracks  of  railroads  upon  which  freight  or  passenger 
"  trains  drawn  by  locomotives  are,  or  are  to  be  run,  shall  be 
"  laid  upon  piles  and  stringers  so  driven  and  placed  over  and 
"  across  sewers  of  the  City  that  the  weight  of  the  tracks  and 
"  the  trains  running  upon  them  shall  rest  upon  the  said  piles 
"  and  stringers,  and  not  upon  the  sewers  beneath  ;  and  that 
"  wherever  such  tracks  are  already  laid  over  or  across  said 
"  sewers,  the  companies  owning  or  using  them  shall  relay  and 
"  support  them  in  the  manner  herein  described  whenever  re- 
"  quired  so  to  do  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works." 

Whether  a  municipal  improvement  is  or  is  not  necessary  is 
a  question  for  the  City  Councils,  and  having  authorized  the 
construction  of  a  sewer  or  other  public  work,  it  can  provide, 
by  ordinance  for  its  protection,  unless  the  power  so  to  do  is 
circumscribed  by  some  right  expressly  or  by  necessary  im- 
plication vested  in  another. 

The  rights  acquired  by  the  several  Railroad  Companies  in 
the  City  streets  or  highways,  are  those  only  which  are  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  construction  and  maintenance  of  their  lines 
of  road,  and  are  subject  to  all  reasonable  restrictions  and  regu- 
lations imposed  by  the  municipality  for  the  care  and  protection 
of  public  property. 

The  City  Charter  of  1789  confers  upon  Councils  'full 
power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  constitute  and  establish 
such  and  so  many  laws,  ordinances,  regulations  and  constitu- 
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tions  as  shall  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  government 
and  welfare  of  the  '■  said  city,  and  the  same  to  enforce  and 
"  put  in  use  and  execution  by  the  proper  officers  as  occasion 
"may  require,"  and  by  Act  of  Consolidation  1854  (P.  L.  25), 
'"  the  City  is  given  "  all  the  powers,  rights  and  immunities 
"■which  are  necessary  for  its  proper  government." 

It  cannot  therefore  be  denied  that  the  City  has  full  power 
to  impose  upon  the  several  railroad  companies  prior  to  the  con- 
struction of  their  lines  of  road  in  and  over  the  City  streets, 
such  reasonable  conditions  in  said  construction  as  should  be 
deemed  essential  for  the  protection  of  its  works. 

Nor  can  it  be  denied,  in  the  absence  of  an  express  stipula- 
tion whereby  the  City  surrendered  its  right  to  impose  condi- 
tions for  the  protection  of  its  works,  that  when  the  several 
railroad  companies  secured  the  right  to  occupy  the  city  streets, 
they  did  so  subject  to  all  the  rights  then  existing  in  the  city, 
and,  as  the  right  to  construct  sewei's  and  other  public  works 
and  impose  conditions  for  their  protection  existed  at  the  time, 
it  continues  to  exist  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  occasion 
for  its  enforcement  does  not  arise  until  the  work  of  construction 
of  the  road  has  been  completed. 

The  railroad  companies  have  acquired  no  rights  in  the  streets 
or  highways  of  the  city,  except  those  expressly  granted,  and 
in  occupying  the  same,  did  so  with  the  power  reserved  to  im- 
pose additional  burdens  as  the  necessity  of  the  same  should  be 
made  manifest  from  time  to  time. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  you  should  have  au- 
thority to  require  the  railroad  companies  to  do  as  the  Ordinance 
directs,  and  that  the  position  taken  by  you  in  the  matter,  in 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance,  is  correct. 

You  further  ask,  whether,  "  In  this  connection,  is  it  not 
"  right  for  the  Department  to  assume  that  the  railroad  com- 
"  pany  should  protect  gas  or  water  main  which  it  may  be 
"  necessary  to  run  under  or  parallel  with  the  tracks  of  a  steam 
"  railroad,  should  the  Department  consider  it  necessary  to  pro- 
"  tect  the  City  property  from  damage  by  the  use  of  the  tracks 
"  by  the  railroad  company  ?" 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Ordinance  of  April  8.  1890, 
does  not  authorize  you  to  make  like  exactions  of  the  several 
railroad  companies  respecting  gas  or  water  mains  as  applied 
to  sewers.  It  was  the  manifest  intention  of  Councils  to  pro- 
vide for  the  protection  of  "  sewers"  of  the  City.     We  must 
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interpret  the  word  '•  sewer"  in  the  ordinance  as  it  is  commonly 
used  and  understood.  Nothing  but  the  most  strained  con- 
struction could  make  it  imply  or  include  "  gas  or  water 
mains." 

By  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (Art.  4,  Sect.  1)  and  Ordinances 
of  Councils  30  Dec.  1886  (Sec.  8)  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  charged  with  .  .  .  construction,  care,  protection,  etc. 
.  .  .  of  structures  of  every  kind  for  public  use,  but  in  neither 
of  %vhich,  however,  are  you  authorized  to  require  the  railroad 
companies  to  protect  gas  or  water  mains  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided for  the  care  of  sewers. 

I  have  made  diligent  examination  of  the  ordinances  of 
Councils  in  an  endeavor  to  ascertain  whether  there  was  an 
ordinance  which  would  authorize  yon  to  call  upon  the  railroad 
companies  to  protect  gas  and  water  mains,  but  without  success. 

In  the  absence  of  Councilmanic  direction,  therefore,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  you  are  not  warranted  in  calling  upon  the 
companies  to  protect  gas  or  water  mains  which  it  may  be 
necessary  to  run  under  or  parallel  with  their  tracks.

Dear  Sir  : — On  a  recent  date  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
J.  B.  Elliott,  Secretary  of  the  Wharf  Commission,  in  which 
he  requested  that  the  answer  thereto  should  be  forwarded  to 
you. 

In  his  letter  Mr.  Elliott  asks,  (1)  What  right  of  water  way 
does  the  City  own  in  connection  with  her  wharf  properties, 
and  (2)  Has  the  City  the  right  to  lease  the  bulkheads,  and 
■what  rii^ht  of  water  way  does  she  possess  over  same  ?  " 

In  answer  to  the  first  question  I  would  say,  that  the  waters 
of  the  rivers  Delaware  and  Schuylkill,  in  and  about  the  City 
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of  Philadelphia,  belong  to  the  Commonwealth  and  are  held 
lor  the  use  of  its  citizens  as  public  highways  in  which  no  ob- 
struction may  lawfully  be  placed  that  will  interfere  with  the 
free  and  uninterrupted  navigation  thereof. 

The  owner  of  land,  whether  an  individual  or  corporation, 
on  the  river  front  has  an  absolute  title  in  the  land  to  ordinary 
high  water  mark.  He  has  a  qualified  title  to  the  land  inter- 
vening between  ordinary  high  and  low  water  marks,  the  pub- 
lic having  the  right  to  pass  over  it  when  covered  with  the 
waters  of  the  river. 

The  waters  of  the  dock  or  basin  between  the  wharves  or 
piers  are  a  part  of  the  river,  considered  as  a  highway  in  which 
the  public  has  the  same  right  of  passage  as  in  the  channel  of 
the  river  itself,  subject  only  to  the  right  of  the  owner  of  the 
adjoining  wharf  to  use  the  dock  in  connection  Avith  his  wharf 
property  in  such  manner  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary. 

Section  2,  Act  of  April  8,  1868  (P.  L.  755)  provides  : 
"  That  the  water  of  dock  left  for  the  use  of  any  wharf  shall 
remain  vested  in  the  Commonwealth,  subject  to  existing  laws  ; 
but  the  owner  of  such  wharf  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and 
receive  compensation  for  the  use  of  the  same  and  to  enjoy  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  in  connection  therewith  to  which  he 
is  now  by  law  entitled." 

The  City,  as  the  owner  of  wharf  properties  on  these  rivers, 
has  the  right  to  use  the  adjoining  dock  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  reasonably  necessary  for  the  proper  use  and  enjoyment  of 
its  property  ;  that  is,  it  may  moor  vessels  therein  alongside 
of  its  wharf  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  rights 
of  others,  and  may  also  use  it  (the  dock)  as  a  highway  to  and 
from  its  wharves.  It  has  no  right  of  property  in  the  dock  ; 
the  title  thereto  is  vested  in  the  Commonwealth 

In  answer  to  the  second  question  I  would  say  :  First,  that 
the  City,  as  the  owner  of  bulkheads  along  the  line  of  the  river, 
has  the  same  right  in  and  about  the  waters  of  the  dock  as  ex- 
ists in  the  case  of  ownership  of  wharves  or  piers,  as  above 
stated.  This  right,  however,  is  subservient  to  the  rights  of 
the  adjoining  wharf  owners  to  use  the  dock  in  connection 
with  their  wharves  in  such  manner  as  may  be  reasonably 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  their  construction  or  adaptation. 
Second,  whether  the  City  has  the  right  to  lease  bulkheads  for 
wharf  purposes  depends  altogether  on  a  question  of  fact.  If 
the  City  is  the  owner  of  land  immediately  adjoining  and  along 
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the  line  of  the  bulkhead,  and  between  the  bulkhead  and  the 
street  or  highway  running  parallel  with  the  river,  it  would 
undoubtedly  have  the  right  to  lease  its  property.  Neither  the 
City  nor  its  lessee,  however,  would  have  the  right  to  use  it  for 
wharf  purposes  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  the  owner  or 
owners  of  adjoining  wharves  from  having  and  enjoying  free 
and  uninterrupted  access  to  their  properties,  nor  in  occupying 
so  much  of  the  dock  as  may  be  essential  to  a  proper  use  of 
their  wharves. 

If,  however,  the  street  or  highway  running  parallel  with 
and  along  the  line  of  the  bulkhead  is  co-terminus  therewith, 
the  City  would  have  the  right  to  lease  bulkheads  only  for  the 
purpose  of  landing  or  docking  vessels,  and  the  authority  so  to 
do  being  circumscribed  by  the  rights  of  the  owners  of  adjoin- 
ing wharves.  In  this  case  the  lessee  of  the  bulkhead  cannot 
acquire  from  the  City  the  right  to  place  goods  and  wares 
thereon,  as  it  would  cause  an  obstruction  in  the  public  high- 
way, which  may  not  be  lawfully  done.  Highways  must  be 
kept  free  and  unobstructed  for  the  use  of  the  public. 

In  conclusion,  I  might  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  wharves  at  the  foot  of  a  street  or  highway  must  be  kept 
open,  and  if  a  lease  thereof  is  granted,  no  right  can  be  given 
the  lessee  whereby  the  public  can  be  deprived  of  the  use  of 
the  wharf  as  a  highway.  I  will  be  happy  to  render  you  any 
further  assistance  that  you  may  desire  in  the  matter.

Dear  Sir  : — The  communication  of  George  S.  Webster, 
Esq.,  Chief  Engineer,  as  approved  by  you,  dated  the  16th 
inst.,  was  received.     The  Bill  in  Equity  filed  by  the  Pennsyl- 
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vania  Railroad  Company  prays  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  City  from  the  building  of  the  sewer,  but  as  no  motion  has 
been  made  by  the  plaintiff  for  an  injunction,  there  is  nothing 
now  upon  the  record  to  prevent  you  from  proceeding  with  the 
work  of  constructing  the  sewer  known  as  the  Merion  Creek 
Branch  of  the  Mill  Creek  sewer  as  indicated  in  the  letter. 

You  have  the  right,  if  in  your  judgment  it  is  desirable,  to 
order  the  contractor  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing 
the  sewer,  and  if  the  railroad  company  interferes  with  you  or 
the  contractor,  then  you  can  call  upon  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  to  furnish  you  with  sufficient 
police  power  to  aid  the  contractor  in  prosecuting  the  work. 
The  filing  of  the  bill  is  not  sufficient  to  stop  the  work,  and 
nothing  short  of  the  issuing  of  the  injunction  should  cause 
you  to  delay  the  construction  of  the  sewer,  if  the  needs  of  the 
locality  require  its  immediate  construction,  or  if  in  your  judg- 
ment it  be  necessary  to  proceed  with  the  Avork. 

We  have  the  data  referred  to  in  the  letter  of  the  16th 
instant,  but  have  not  filed  any  answer  to  the  bill,  as  we  have 
not  yet  been  ruled  so  to  do.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  relating  to  the  supplemental  con- 
tract of  J.  C.  Burton,  deceased,  with  letters  from  C.  Bakeley 
Taylor,  Esq.,  attorney  for  the  Administrators  of  the  Estate 
of  J.  C.  Burton,  deceased,  and  from  Nathan  Trotter  &  Co., 
to  John  L.  Ogden,  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department, 
enclosed,  duly  received. 

In  your  letter  you  say  that  it  appears  from  these  letters 
(the  above-mentioned    enclosures),  that   Mr.    Burton  was    a 
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member  of  the  firm  of  Nathan  Trotter  k  Company.  Mr. 
Taylor,  in  his  letter,  says:  "I  beg  to  say  that  he  (Burton) 
was  a  member  of  the  '•  firm  of  Nathan  Trotter  &  Company, 
"and  that  said  contract  was  really  for  that  firm." 

In  the  letter  of  Nathan  Trotter  k  Company,  it  is  said  that 
the  original  contract  was  made  by  Mr.  Burton,  then  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  Nathan  Trotter  k  Company,  as  agent  for  and 
on  behalf  of  the  firm  ;  that  the  firm  supplied  the  material  and 
received  the  money  therefor,  and  that  Mr.  Burton's  only  in- 
terest was  as  a  member  of  the  firm. 

If  the  Department  contracted  with  Mr.  Burton  as  the 
principal,  and  the  facts  are  as  contained  in  the  letters  above 
referred  to,  you  can  do  one  of  two  things  :  First,  you  can 
hold  the  personal  representatives  of  Mr.  Burton  responsible 
for  the  completion  of  the  terms  of  the  contract,  as  stated  in 
the  former  letter  to  you  ;  or,  second,  you  can  look  to  the  real 
principals,  Messrs.  Nathan  Trotter  k  Company,  and  hold  them 
to  tlie  terms  of  the  contract  made  by  their  agent.  Burton. 

If  you  believe  that  Mr.  Burton  acted  merely  as  the  agent 
of  the  firm,  there  is  no  reason  why  you  should  not  allow 
Messrs.  Trotter  &  Company  to  complete  the  contract  made  by 
their  agent,  especially  as  there  is  no  denial  upon  the  part  of 
the  firm  that  he  (Burton)  did  so  act.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  in  which  you  ask  me 
to  advise  you  as  to  the  law  respecting  the  use  of  the  highways 
by  passenger  railway  companies  with  material  which  may  be 
required  for  construction  or  the  readjustment  of  the  tracks  in 
streets  whereon  Councils  have,  by  ordinance,  granted  Trolley 
privileges. 
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The  streets  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  are  for  the  use  of 
the  public.  During  the  progress  of  public  work,  the  high- 
ways— or,  rather,  a  portion  of  the  highways — may  be  occu- 
pied for  the  purpose  of  storing  material  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  work,  but  the  material  must  be  so  placed  as 
not  to  interfere  unnecessarily  with  travel,  either  upon  the 
tramway  or  the  footwalk.  The  matter  is  to  be  regulated,  of 
course,  by  the  necessities  in  each  case.  In  other  words,  work 
in  progress  must  not  be  interfered  with  because  of  some  incon- 
venience to  the  travelling  public,  nor  must  the  highways  be 
occupied  for  an  unreasonable  length  of  time  with  the  material, 
or  travel  beyond  the  necessities  of  the  case  obstructed  by  the 
corporation  or  contractor.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  October  18th  ult., 
and  saw  you  personally  in  relation  to  the  matter  prior  to 
your  departure  for  Chicago,  and  gave  you  an  opinion  upon 
the  question.  No  doubt  your  many  engagements  just  at  that 
time  allowed  this  matter  to  slip  your  attention. 

The  communication  addressed  to  me  asks  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  would  be 
justified  in  issuing  a  permit  for  the  opening  of  the  portion  of 
Seventeenth  and  Nineteenth  streets  for  the  use  oi  the  Traction 
Company  in  laying  their  tracks  prior  to  the  said  company 
obtaining  consent  of  Councils. 

In  answer,  I  desire  to  state  that,  under  the  Act  of  13  April, 
1868  (P.  I.  977)  relating  to  the  Seventeenth  and  Nineteenth 
Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, inter  alia,  it  is  provided  :  "  That  the  Seventeenth  and 
"  Nineteenth  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  are  author- 
"  ized  to  construct  tracks  north  and  south  from  Master  and 
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"  Carpenter  streets,  respectively,  upon  Seventeenth  and  Nine- 
"  teenth  streets  as  said  streets  may  be  opened  from  time  to  time, 
"  and  to  complete  their  circuit  upon  any  street  running  east 
"  and  west  that  may  be  open." 

Under  this  Act,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Company  is  en- 
titled to  a  permit  without  first  obtaining  consent  of  Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  July  27th  received. 
You  refer  therein  to  the  Ordinances  of  June  21,  1892,  and 
July  3d,  1893.  The  first  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  provide 
for  the  better  care  of  sidewalks  where  the  properties  are 
assessed  at  suburban  or  rural  rates,"  and  the  other  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  gi-ade 
footways  when  streets  are  directed  to  be  graded  by  Ordinance 
of  Councils." 

You  ask  my  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  the  above  men- 
tioned ordinances.  There  is  also  enclosed  a  copy  of  a  letter 
from  S.  W.  Cooper,  Esq.,  citing  various  authorities  to  show 
that  you  have  no  authority  to  grade,  pave  and  set  curb  on 
footways  of  suburban  or  rural  properties.  The  cases  referred 
to  are  in  reference  to  the  road  bed,  and  not  sidewalk  paving. 
In  those  cases  the  Court  held  that  rural  or  suburban  property 
cannot  be  charged  with  the  cost  of  street  paving  by  the  front- 
age rule.  Councils  have  been  authorized  by  various  Acts  of 
Assembly  from  1736  to  1854  to  grade,  pave  and  curb  side- 
walks and  charge  the  expense  thereof  against  the  property 
fronting  on  the  street.  This  power  has  been  recognized  as  a 
pare  of  the  police  power  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  is  distin- 
guished from  the  authority  to  pave  or  improve  the  road  bed. 
So  far  as  to  the  power  to  pave  and  repave  in  front  of  rural 
property,   in   my  communication   to  the  Director  of  Public 
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Works,  June  4,  1890,  (Ordinances  of  1890,  page  26,  of 
Opinions),  I  have  set  out  at  length  the  Acts  of  Assembly  and 
Ordinances  in  reference  thereto.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  as 
therein  stated,  that  the  fact  that  the  property  is  assessed  at 
suburban  rates,  will  not  constitute  a  defence  to  the  recovery 
of  the  cost  of  paving  the  sidewalk.  I  am  further  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Ordinances  referred  to  by  you  are  valid. 
In  this  connection  permit  me  to  say  that  all  regulations,  even 
to  enforce  the  police  power,  should  be  reasonable,  and  while 
the  Ordinances  are  valid,  it  would  not  be  a  proper  exercise  of 
the  powers  conferred  on  Councils  to  require  sidewalks  to  be 
made,  graded,  curbed  and  paved  where  the  necessities  of  travel 
did  not  demand  them.  For  instance,  in  front  of  farm  property, 
to  require  a  sidewalk  to  be  curbed  and  paved  might  be  un- 
reasonable and  burdensome,  so  that  in  enforcing  the  Ordinance 
care  should  be  taken  not  to  require  an  improvement,  the  cost 
of  which  would  be  confiscation  of  the  property.  The  Ordi- 
nances in  conferring  upon  you  the  authority  to  require  side- 
walks in  front  of  suburban  or  rural  property  to  be  put  in 
proper  condition,  leaves  you  to  judge  of  the  necessity  of  the 
work,  and  in  fact  the  Ordinance  of  June  21,  1892,  refers  only 
to  such  streets  as  are  used  for  pedestrian  travel,  and  are  in  a 
condition  dangerous  or  impedimental  to  public  travel.  This 
Ordinance  does  not  authorize  you  to  do  the  work,  but  levies  a 
penalty  upon  the  property  owner  for  failure  to  comply  with 
your  notification.  The  Ordinance  of  July  3,  1893,  authorizes 
you  only  to  grade  the  footways,  and  not  to  pave  or  curb  the 
same.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  the  26th  ult.,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  liability  of  the  City  for  the  repaving  of  the  market 
plots  on  York  street  from  Cedar  to  Commerce,  received. 


You  state  that  Councils,  by  Ordinance  of  April  10,  1893, 
authorized  the  paving  of  the  market  plots,  and  appropriated 
the  money  therefor.  It  appears  that  the  tracks  of  the  River 
Front  Steam  Railroad  Company  are  in  the  centre  of  the 
street,  and  on  the  side  of  the  street  the  tracks  of  the  Union 
Passenger  Railway  Company. 

You  desire  me  to  advise  you  as  to  the  liability  of  the  City 
for  the  paving  of  these  plots. 

The  Ordinance  giving  permission  to  the  River  Front  Rail- 
road Company  does  not  require  that  Company  to  pave  or 
repave  the  street  (the  ordinance  of  June  23,  1884),  The 
Act  of  Incorporation  of  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, approved  April  8,  1864,  P.  L.  297,  provides  in  Section 
8,  as  follows :  "And  shall  be  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense 
of  paving,  repairing  and  repaving  that  may  be  necessary  upon 
any  street  where  the  track  of  said  Company  may  be  laid." 
This  provision  of  the  charter  obligates  the  said  Company  to 
pave  York  street.  The  Department  is  not  concerned  in  view 
of  the  ordinance,  as  to  whether  the  property  owners  can  be 
charged  with  this  paving.  Councils  have  authorized  your 
Department  to  pave  the  market  plots,  and  have  appropriated 
the  money  for  that  purpose,  and  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
can  do  the  paving,  and  pay  for  it  out  of  the  appropriation. 
After  your  Department  has  finished  the  work  the  Passenger 
Railway  Company  should  be  called  upon  to  pay  the  cost  of 
the  paving.  Whether  there  would  be  any  liability  upon  the 
part  of  the  City,  or  in  other  words,  whether  the  Passenger 
Railway  Company,  or  the  property  owner,  would  be  liable  to 
do  the  paving,  is  not  material  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Councils 
have  authorized  the  work  to  be  done,  and  have  appropriated 
the  money  to  pay  for  it.  The  ordinance  is  legal,  it  being  in 
the  power  of  Councils  to  pave  the  market  plots  at  the  expense 
of  the  City,  and  your  Department  can  safely  follow  the  direc- 
tions of  the  ordin  mce.  After  the  work  has  been  completed,  if 
you  will  send  to  this  Department  a  bill  against  the  Union  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company,  we  will  collect  the  same.

herewith  a  form  of  power  of  attorney. 

In  order  to  properly  enforce  the  terms  of  the  contract  it  is 
proper  that  you  should  have  the  contractor  execute  a  power 
of  attorney  similar  to  that  enclosed  herewith.  Upon  default, 
after  due  notice,  the  collateral  can  then  be  sold  at  public  sale 
and  the  transfer  made  to  the  purchaser.

In  re   Transfer  of  appropriations. 
James  H.  Windrim,  Esq., 

Director  of  Public  Works. 
Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  22d  ult.  received.  You 
desire  me  to  advise  you  whether  it  will  be  legal  to  make 
transfers  from  the  amounts  charged  off  against  contracts  from 
any  items  in  the  general  appropriations,  or  from  accounts 
which  have  been  charged  off  to  contracts  for  work  authorized 
under  either  of  the  loan  ordinances.  You  state  it  to  be  the 
desire  of  the  department  to  continue  work  on  the  streets  and 
sewers  as  long  as  the  season  will  permit,  but  that  to  do  so 
would  require  additional  appropriations,  or  authority  to  make 
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transfers  from  appropriations  already  made  and  which  have 
been  charged  off  against  specific  contract  work,  the  entire 
amount  of  which  may  not  be  expended  during  the  current 
year. 

The  Act  of  June  11,  1879  (P.  L.,  130)  provides  in  Sec- 
tion 3  as  follows  : 

"  No  city  of  the  first  class,  nor  head  of  any  department 
thereof,  and  no  commission,  board,  or  trust,  or  any  other 
agent,  ofiicer,  or  employe  of  either  or  any  thereof,  exercising 
any  powers  of  government  therein,  either  in  the  making  of 
contracts,  the  approval  thereof,  or  in  the  authorization  of  the 
expenditure  of  the  money  of  said  cities  of  the  first  class  in 
any  manner  whatever,  shall  hereafter  make  any  contract 
without  a  previous  appropriation  has  first  been  made  by  the 
said  Councils ;  draw,  issue  or  approve  any  warrant  for  any 
expenditure  by  such  department,  commission,  board,  or  trust, 
or  any  other  agent,  officer  or  employe,  unless  an  appropria- 
tion has  been  previously  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  and  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  against 
any  item  in  said  appropriation  in  excess  of  said  item ;  and 
any  contract  made  or  warrant  issued  in  violation  of  the  re- 
quirements of  this  act  shall  be  absolutely  void  as  against  said 
cities ;  and  any  head  of  department,  board,  commission,  or 
trust,  agent,  officer  or  employe,  issuing  such  warrant  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  the  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars,  and  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  years, 
and  be  hereafter  forever  disqualified  from  holding  any  office 
or  position  of  trust  under  the  state,  or  any  county  or  munici- 
pality thereof;  and  the  countersigning  of  any  warrant  or 
warrants  by  the  City  Controller,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  likewise  constitute  in  such  officer  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  subject  him  to  like  penalties  as  herein- 
before provided :  Provided,  That  nothing  contained  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  or  exempt  any  officer  or 
other  person  violating  its  provisions  from  liability  to  any 
other  punishment  or  penalties  now  provided  by  law." 

Section  7,  of  Article  7  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  contains  this 
clause : 

"Every  contract  involving  an  appropriation  of  money  shall 
designate  the  item  of  appropriation  on  which  it  is  founded, 
and  shall  be  numbered  by  the  Controller  in  the  order  of  its 
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date  and  charged  as  numbered  against  such  item,  and  so 
certified  by  him  before  it  shall  take  effect  as  a  contract,  and 
shall  not  be  payable  out  of  any  other  fund,  and  if  he  shall 
certify  any  contract  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  properly 
applicable  thereto,  the  City  shall  not  be  liable  for  such  excess, 
but  the  Controller  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  in  damages 
for  an  amount  not  exceeding  such  excess,  which  may  be 
recovered  in  an  action  on  the  case  for  negligence  by  the  con- 
tracting party  aggrieved :  Provided,  That  so  much  of  this 
section  as  enacts  that  a  contract  certified  by  the  Controller 
shall  not  be  payable  out  of  any  other  fund  than  the  item  of 
appropriation  against  which  it  is  numbered,  shall  not  apply 
to  such  contracts  for  public  improvements  as  are  referred  to 
in  Article  fourteen,  Section  one  hereof." 

In  the  same  Act,  Article  14,  Section  1,  it  is  enacted  as 
follows : 

"  Every  contract  for  public  improvements  shall  be  based 
upon  estimate  of  the  whole  cost  furnished  by  the  proper 
officer  through  the  department  having  charge  of  the  improve- 
ment, and  no  bid  in  excess  of  such  estimate  shall  be  accepted. 
Every  such  contract  shall  contain  a  clause  that  it  is  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  liability  of  the  city 
thereon  shall  be  limited  by  the  amounts  w^hich  shall  have 
been   or   may   be,  from  time    to  time,   appropriated   for   the 


It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  no  contract  can  be  entered  into 
without  an  appropriation  having  been  previously  made  and 
when  that  appropriation  is  made  and  the  contract  has  been 
executed,  the  amount  of  that  contract  is  thereby  set  apart  out 
of  the  item  of  the  appropriation.  The  said  sum  so  set  apart 
cannot  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

The  Act  of  May  28,  1874,  Section  11,  relating  to  the 
creation  of  debts,  etc.,  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  provides, 
among  other  things,  as  follows :  "■  That  the  specific  purpose 
"  or  purposes  for  which  said  loan  is  authorized  shall  be  dis- 
"  tinctly  set  out  in  the  said  ordinance,  and  that  the  moneys 
"  received  for  said  loan  shall  not  be  used  for  any  purpose 
"other  than  those  so  stated." 

The  Ordinance  authorizing  the  loan  referred  to  by  you, 
specified  the  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  said  loan  w^as  to 
be  used,  and  the  moneys  obtained  upon  the  said  loan  cannot 
be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 
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In  an  opinion  dated  September  30,  1885  (page  82,  Ord. 
1885)  I  have  answered  a  similar  question  as  to  the  transfer 
from  Loan  62. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  transfers  mentioned  by  you  cannot 
be  made  either  from  the  appropriations  or  from  the  loan.

Dear  Sir  : — I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the 
Resolution  of  Select  and  Common  Councils,  entitled 

'•  Resolution  of  request  to  the  City  Solicitor  relative  to  the 
legal  right  of  Councils  to  grant  permission  for  the  erection  of 
wooden  buildings." 

"  Whereas,  There  is  some  question  as  to  the  power  of 
Councils  in  regard  to  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  under 
the  Haddock  law  ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requestei  to 
inform  Councils  whether  or  not  they  have  under  the  law  of 
1893,  known  as  the  Haddock  bill,  power  to  grant  permission 
to  a  single  party  or  parties,  the  privilege  of  erecting  a  wooden 
building  of  any  kind  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  temporary 
or  otherwise,  and  what  are  the  limitations  of  their  power 
under  said  act." 

In  answer  thereto,  I  would  say  that  the  Ordinance  of 
Councils  of  eleventh  of  April,  1863  (p.  73),  prohibits  the 
erection  of  any  building  the  walls  whereof  are  not  composed 
wholly  of  incombustible  materials,  and  Councils  by  various 
supplements  have  extended  its  provisions,  so  that  the  erection 
of  wooden  buildings  are  now  prohibited  within  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  except  as  to  portions  of  some  of  the  suburban 
wards. 
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Section  41  of  the  Act  of  June  8,  1893  (P.  L.  382),  provides, 
inter  alia,  that  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  of  the 
cities  of  the  first-class  now  in  force  relating  to  building  limits, 
and  the  inspection  and  survey  of  buildings  shall  remain  in 
force  until  amended  or  repealed  by  said  cities,  so  that  the 
Ordinance  of  1863,  and  its  supplements  prohibiting  the  erec-. 
tion  of  wooden  buildings  are  not  affected  by  the  act,  and  are 
still  in  force. 

The  main  question  as  to  the  right  of  Councils  to  grant  per- 
mission to  a  single  party  to  erect  a  wooden  building  within  a 
prohibited  district  was  considered  by  me  June  8,  1891,  in 
reference  to  a  Resolution  of  Common  Council  which  will  be 
found  on  page  25,  printed  in  Ordinances  of  1891,  in  which  I 
said  in  concluding  :  "  Councils  may  repeal  all  ordinances  pro- 
hibiting the  erection  of  wooden  buildings,  thus  giving  to  every 
property  owner  the  right  to  improve  his  lot  as  he  pleases,  but 
to  grant  special  permission  to  one  lot  owner  to  put  up  a  wooden 
building  while  similar  permission  is  refused  to  adjoining  and 
adjacent  owners,  is  to  attempt  special  legislation  which  the 
law  has  prohibited." 

This  in  my  opinion  is  the  law,  and  the  Act  of  June  8,  1893, 
known  as  the  Haddock  bill,  has  certainly  not  altered  it,  nor 
does  it  attempt  to  do  so  in  any  of  its  provisions.  This  also 
disposes  of  the  question  as  to  temporary  sheds  by  special  ordi- 
nance, although  I  am  of  opinion  Councils  have  the  power  by 
general  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  temporary 
wooden  sheds  for  the  storage  of  merchandise,  such  as  grain, 
coal  and  lumber,  as  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  1893  confers  that 
right. 

Section  6  of  the  Act  of  June  8,  1893  (P.  L.  363),  provides : 

"  That  all  buildings  not  of  wood,  hereafter  erected  within 
said  cities,  shall  have  all  outside  or  division  walls  constructed 
of  stone,  brick,  iron  or  other  non-combustible  material 
properly  bonded  and  solidly  put  together,  and  all  such  walls 
shall  be  built  to  a  line  and  carried  up  plumb  and  straight,  and 
the  several  component  parts  of  such  buildings  shall  be  con- 
structed in  such  manner  as  herein  provided  :  Provided,  how- 
ever. That  Councils  may  by  a  general  ordinance  permit  the 
erection  of  frame  sheds  on  wharves  not  exceeding  twenty-seven 
in  height,  or  elevators,  or  sheds  of  wood  for  the  storage  of 
grain,  coal  or  lumber,  and  bay  windows  and  fences ;  but  all 
the  external  parts  of  said  sheds  and  elevators  (except  sheds 
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for  the  storage  of  lumber)  shall  be  covered  with  slate,  tile, 
metal  or  other  equally  incombustible  material,  and  their  mode 
of  construction  and  location  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  inspector  :  And,  provided  fur  t  her,  That  Councils  may 
by  a  general  ordinance,  permit  the  erection  of  frame  buildings 
in  the  rural  portions  of  said  cities,  within  such  limits  as  may 
be  designated  in  said  ordinance  :  And,  provided  further. 
That  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the 
erection  of  such  frame  bath  rooms  or  sheds  as  may  be  herein- 
after provided  for." 

I  invite  your  attention  specially  to  the  provisions  in  which 
the  words  ^'■Councils  may  hy  general  ordinance''  occurs 
twice,  thus  recognizing  the  invalidity  of  special  ordinances,  or 
right  of  Councils  to  grant  special  permission  to  a  single  party 
to  erect  a  wooden  building. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  all  ordinances  passed  under 
this  Section,  or  under  the  Act  of  1893  itself,  must  apply  to 
all  the  community  generally,  and  not  be  for  the  benefit  of 
"  single  party  or  parties  "  as  spoken  of  in  your  resolution.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
23d  inst.,  as  follows  : 

"  Select  Council  at  their  meeting  held  on  Thursday, 
November  23,  1893,  had  under  consideration  two  bills,  viz  : 

"  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
"  phia  do  ordain.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
"  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  remit  to  and  release 
"  the  Woman's  Hospital  from  the  payment  for  w^ater  pipe  in 
"front  of  their  property  on  North  College  avenue,  from 
"Twenty-first  to  Twenty-second  streets." 
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'-''The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
"  phia  do  ordain,  That  the  German  Home  for  the  aged  be,  and 
"  it  is  hereby  released  from  the  payment  of  any  and  all 
*'  frontage  for  water  pipe  in  front  of  its  property  at  York  road 
"and  Hunting  Park  avenue." 

"And  postponed  the  further  consideration  of  the  same  in 
"  order  to  obtain  your  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  the 
"  measures,  should  they  be  enacted  into  ordinances.  That  is 
"  to  say,  have  Councils  the  right  to  release  and  exempt  public 
"  hospitals  and  homes  from  the  payment  of  frontage  for  water 
"  pipe." 

In  answer  thereto  permit  me  to  say,  that  if  the  Women's 
Hospital  and  the  German  Home  for  the  Aged  are  purely 
public  charities,  or  are  such  as  are  founded,  endowed  and 
maintained  by  public  or  private  charity,  they  are  exempt  from 
taxation  under  the  Act  of  May  14,  1874  (P.  L.  158.)  The 
said  ordinances,  if  passed  by  Councils  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  will  be  legal,  as  it  is  in  the  power  of  Councils  to 
release  the  said  institutions,  if  they  be  purely  public  charities, 
from  the  payment  of  the  claim  for  water  pipe.  Of  course,  if 
they  are  purely  public  charities,  they  are  exempt  by  the  Act 
above  referred  to,  and  upon  proceedings  upon  the  lien  filed, 
this  defence  can  be  made  in  court.

"  mission  to  copy  certain  plans  of  the  underground  circuit  of 
"  the  Traction  Company  which  had  been  approved  for  their

"  visors Will  you  please  advise  me  whether  such  plans, 
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"  which  are  of  record  in  the  draughting  office  of  the  Board  of 
*'  Highway  Supervisors,  are  to  be  considered  public  records, 
"  and  subject  to  the  call  of  a  citizen  who  may  wish  the  privi- 
"  lege  to  copy  them." 

The  plans  referred  to  were  placed  on  file  with  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors  in  compliance  with  the  ordinance  of 
Councils,  5th  August,  A.  D.  1886,  Sect.  1,  which  provides : 

•'That  every  company,  corporation,  firm,  or  individual  de- 
siring to  lay  or  construct  a  line  or  lines  of  telegraph,  telephone, 
electric  light  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  or 
pneumatic  tubes  under  any  of  the  streets  or  highways  of  the 
city  shall  first  file  with  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  an 
application  in  writing,  accompanied  by  a  general  plan  and 
specification,  showing  the  location  of  the  proposed  work,  and, 
so  far  as  shall  be  practicable,  that  of  all  structures  existing 
under  said  streets  or  highways  upon  which  they  may  desire 
to  lay  or  construct  their  line  or  lines  of  wires,  electrical  con- 
ductors, conduits,  cables,  or  tubes." 

The  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  was  created  and  organ- 
ized by  ordinance  of  Councils,  16th  March,  1881  (Sect.  1,  p. 
35).  Said  ordinance  also  provided  that  the  Board  "  shall 
"  meet  at  least  once  in  two  weeks  to  consider  all  applications, 
*'  ordinances,  and  resolutions  that  may  be  referred  to  them, 
''  after  the  same  has  been  approved  by  Councils ;  and  they 
"are  hereby  granted  authority  to  prescribe  and  enforce  such 
"regulations  and  rules  as  they  may  adopt,  governing  the  time 
"  and  manner  in  which  all  street  excavations  shall  be  made, 
"  and  the  time  and  manner  of  repairing  over  the  same." 

It  appears  from  the  above  that  the  plans  referred  to  were 
filed  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Board  of  Highway  Super- 
visors to  ascertain  whether  the  work  proposed  was  such  as 
legally  could  be  done  without  an  improper  use  of  the  streets. 
The  plans  filed  with  the  Board,  therefore,  are  not  matters  of 
public  interest  and  concern,  or  matters  of  public  record,  and, 
as  a  matter  of  right,  the  public  cannot  demand  an  examina- 
tion of  them. 

There  is  no  reason,  however,  why  you  should  not  permit 
any  person  desiring  so  to  do  to  have  access  to  the  plans  on 
file  with  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  unless  it  should 
lead  to  interference  with  the  proper  conduct  of  the  business 
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of  the  Board,  in  which  case  Councils  should  be  invoked  to 
prescribe  the  conditions  upon  which  such  examination  should 
be  allowed.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in 
which  you  ask  whether  the  County  Commissioners  have  the 
right  to  agree  to  remit  a  fine — first,  in  the  case  of  conviction 
in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  in  an  oleomargarine  case ; 
second,  where  a  prosecutor  in  a  civil  suit  to  recover  a  fine  for 
selling  oleomargarine  is  willing  to  settle  the  matter? 

Article  1,  Section  2  of  the  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania, 
provides:  "That  no  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  be  exer- 
cised unless  by  the  Legislature  or  its  authority? 

The  Act  of  Assembly  imposing  the  fines  in  oleomargarine 
cases  makes  no  provision  for  suspending  these  laws.  Tliere 
is  no  Act  of  the  Legislature  giving  authority  to  the  County 
Commissioners  to  remit  fines. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  County  Commis- 
sioners have  not  the  power  to  remit  the  fine.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
26th  instant,  in  wliich  you  ask   my  opinion  as  to  the  right 
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of  Councils  to  make  an  annual  appropriation  to  "  The  Morris 
Refuge  Association  for   Homeless  and   Suffering  Animals." 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  Article  ]X.,  Section  7  of  the 
Constitution  of  1874  provides  :  "  The  general  assembly  shall 
not  authorize  any  county,  city,  borough,  township  or  incor- 
porated district  to  become  a  stockholder  in  any  company, 
association  or  corporation,  or  to  obtain  or  appropriate  money 
for,  or  to  loan  its  credit  to  any  corporation,  association,  insti- 
tution or  individual." 

It  is  evident  from  this  section  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
numerous  decisions  under  it  that  appropriations  and  expen- 
ditures by  Councils  should  be  confined  only  to  those  purposes 
and  objects  of  a  municipal  character. 

I  am,  therefore,  constrained  to  say  that  Councils  have  no 
power  to  make  an  appropriation  for  carrying  on  the  very 
worthy  work  of  the  association  above  referred  to.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.,  together  with 
copy  of  letter  from  William  H.  Staake,  Esq.,  in  relation  to 
the  cutting  off  of  the  water  supply  to  property  west  side  of 
Gray's  Ferry  road  and  Thirty-sixth  street,  received. 

It  appears  that  the  property  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Receiver 
and  is  about  to  be  disposed  of  at  public  sale  on  January  10, 
1894. 

The  fact  that  the  property  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Receiver 
may  not  prevent  you  from  cutting  off  the  Avater  supply,  but 
in  all  probability  the  court  might  interfere,  as  the  property  is 
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about  to  be  sold.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  think  it  would 
be  more  advisable  to  wait  until  after  the  sale  and  then,  if  pay- 
ment be  not  made,  cut  the  water  supply  oif. 

I  will  see  Mr,  3taake  and  probably  I  can  arrange  with  him 
for  payment.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  27th  inst.,  in  reference  to 
the  completion  of  the  contract  of  R.  B.  Malone,  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  substructure  and  paving  of  the  Manayunk 
avenue  bridge  over  Shur's  lane,  received. 

In  your  communication  of  November  20,  1893,  in  relation 
to  the  same  matter,  you  state  that  R.  B.  Malone  made  a  con- 
tract to  do  this  work,  dated  September  14,  1892,  and  that  he 
abandoned  the  same  in  an  unfinished  condition,  as  appears  by 
letters  of  Chief  Engineer  and  Assistant  Engineer,  in  Exhibit 
A.  That  the  American  Surety  Company  of  New  York, 
surety  for  the  said  contractor,  continued  the  said  work  but 
failed  to  complete  it,  and  that  the  said  work  had  been  aban- 
doned. You  further  state  that  the  total  amount  of  the  con- 
tract price  for  the  work  was  $^18,629,  and  there  has  been  paid 
the  sum  of  $13,758.79,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of 
^4,870.21 ;  that  claims  amounting  to  $4,272.61  have  been 
filed  in  your  office  for  labor  and  materials  furnished  the  con- 
tractor. It  appears,  also,  the  American  Surety  Company 
agreed  with  you  that  the  sum  of  $1,500  could  be  used  in 
paying  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Company  for  the  ashphalt 
paving,  and  the  sum  of  $250  to  McNichol  &  Brother  for  the 
granite  block  paving.  As  appears  by  the  exhibits,  the  Vul- 
canite Paving  Company  agreed  to  do  their  part  of  the  work 
for  $1,330,  and   D.  &  P]  McNichol  required  $750  for  the 
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block  paving,  there  being  an  excess  in  the  two  items  of  $330 
above  the  price  mentioned  by  the  Surety  Company.  You 
desire  my  opinion  : 

1st.  As  to  the  authority  of  the  City  to  purchase  the  neces- 
sary materials  and  to  employ  the  necessary  labor  to  complete 
this  bridge  in  conformity  to  the  di'awings  and  specifications, 
and  in  accordance  with  R.  B.  Malone's  contract,  and  to  pay 
for  the  same  out  of  the  unexpended  balance  standing  to  the 
credit  of  this  work,  disregarding  the  claims  for  labor  and 
material. 

2d.  Whether  it  will  be  necessary  to  advertise  for  proposals 
for  any  of  the  above  work,  and  whether  it  will  be  necessary 
to  have  contracts  with  the  City  executed,  and  whether  for 
the  work  to  be  done  by  days  labor  a  receipted  pay  roll  will  be 
a  sufficient  voucher  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  wages  out 
of  the  said  balance. 

3d.  In  case  the  unexpended  balance  should  prove  insuffi- 
cient to  complete  the  work,  how  the  Department  of  Public 
Work?  could  proceed  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds. 

4th.  Whether  the  City  in  completing  the  contract  is  bound 
to  recognize  and  pay  any  of  the  claims  filed  against  R.  B. 
Malone  for  materials  and  labor  furnished  prior  to  the  aban- 
donment of  the  work  by  his  surety. 

R.  B.  Malone,  the  contractor,  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  among  other  things  agreed 
as  follows  : 

"  And  it  is  further  expressly  understood  and  agreed,  by 
^'  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  and  it  is  hereby  made  part 
*'  of  this  agreement,  that  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Di- 
*'  rector,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  be  prosecuting 
*'  the  said  work  with  an  insufficient  force  of  workmen,  or  with 
*'  an  insufficient  stock  of  materials  for  the  completion  of  the 
*'  said  work  or  shall  be  improperly  performing  the  said  work, 
"  or  shall  discontinue  the  performance  of  the  said  work 
*'  before  completion,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  such 
*'  materials,  or  to  take  down  and  rebuild  such  work  as  shall  be 
*'  rejected  by  the  said  Director,  as  defective  or  unsuitable, 
*'  then,  in  any  such  case,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
*'  Director,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
*'  purchase  such  materials,  and  to  employ  such   contractors 
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"  and  workmen  as  in  his  opinion  shall  be  required  for  the 
"  proper  completion  of  the  said  work,  at  the  cost  and  expense 
"of  the  party  of  the  second  part." 

It  is  apparent  from  the  above  clause,  that  upon  the  con- 
tractor's failure  to  perform  the  work,  y.ou  are  authorized  and 
empowered  to  purchase  such  materials  and  to  employ  such 
contractors  or  workmen  as  in  your  opinion  shall  be  required 
for  the  proper  completion  of  the  said  work,  and  to  charge  the 
costs  and  expenses  thereof  to  the  said  contractor,  or  his 
surety.  You  have  ample  authority  to  purchase  the  necessary 
materials  and  employ  the  necessary  labor  to  complete  this 
contract,  and  to  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  unexpended 
balance,  and  in  so  doing,  the  claims  for  labor  must  be  disre- 
garded. Such  claims  have  no  lien  upon  the  fund,  and  under 
the  circumstances  of  the  case  should  not  be  paid  by  you.  The 
sum  of  191.32  expended  by  the  Highway  Bureau  to  protect 
the  travelling  public,  and  to  prevent  accidents,  should  be  taken 
from  this  balance,  and  not  charged  up  among  the  claims  filed. 
If  the  unexpended  balance  is  sufficient  to  complete  the  con- 
tract, then  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  advertise  for  proposals 
for  any  of  the  work,  but  it  is  always  better  to  do  this,  and  to 
have  contracts  entered  into  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original 
contract.  If,  however,  it  is  deemed  inadvisable  to  advertise, 
you  have  authority  to  purchase  the  necessary  material  and  to 
employ  the  necessary  labor  in  such  manner  as  you  deem  best, 
provided  you  do  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  unexpended 
balance.  The  warrant  drawn  by  you  against  the  unexpended 
balance  would  be  sufficient  to  secure  payment.  This  would 
also  apply  in  case  the  vrork  be  done  by  days  labor.  If,  how- 
ever, the  sum  required  to  complete  the  work  exceeds  the 
unexpended  balance,  then  I  would  advise  advertising  for  pro- 
posals. The  excess  must  be  either  obtained  by  an  additional 
appropriation  or  drawn  from  the  item,  if  there  be  any,  in  your 
annual  appropriation  for  such  work.
